Year Messages from 


From the Rt. Hon. Hugh Molson, MP, Minister of Works 


NCE again I welcome this oppor- 
tunity to send a New Year message 
of good will to readers of The Builder. 

This time last year I expressed con- 
fidence in the future of the building 
industry, and my belief that it would 
overcome the difficulties then facing it. 
The steps which were then taken to 
stabilise the economy and to secure the 
future of the pound have been success- 
ful and it has recently been possible for 
the restrictions to be lightened. I 
believe we can look forward to a year of 
steady demand within a stable economy. 

It is, however, vital that we should 
keep up the fight against inflation and 
rising costs. The move towards fixed 
price tendering, to which I referred last 
year, has, I believe, been a powerful fac- 
tor working towards this end, and I trust 
that the use of this method of con- 
tracting will continue to spread during 
the coming year. 

The fight against inflation also calls 
for high productivity and high efficiency, 
in management as in workmanship. I therefore welcome the steps being taken 
by some sections of the industry to join together to encourage a wider adoption 
of the fruits of research and develop- 
ment which go to form good building 
practice. I hope that in 1959 this co- 
operation will be extended still further 
so that all in the industry may benefit.

N 1958 the three millionth post-war house was built, a truly magnificent 
achievement. Completions of private houses during the year should at least 
equal and may indeed surpass the post-war record of more than 126,000 in 1957 ; 
and certainly more will have been started in 1958 than were in 1957. Although 
there has been a check to building by local authorities, | have told them that, 
provided additional houses can be started early in 1959, their programmes for 

next year can be rather higher than for 1958. 
I was proud to introduce to Parliament recently the Government’s House 
Purchase and Housing Bill, which I hope to see on the Statute Book before very 

F 
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long. The Bill provides for advances from the Exchequer to approved Building 
Societies to finance the purchase of older houses with a deposit that may be no 
more than 5 per cent of the value of the house ; and the Societies will be able to 
make available the funds they would otherwise have used for this purpose, to 
extend the whole range of house ownership. 

The Bill also revises the scheme whereby owners can get grants from local 
authorities to improve their houses. There are to be four standard improve- 
ments—the provision of a bath, a hot water supply, a water closet and satisfactory 
food storage in houses that lack these facilities—and for these four things local 
authorities will be under an obligation to make a grant towards the cost. 
Building Societies will in turn lend to an owner who is buying his house under the 
new house purchase scheme his share of the cost of the improvements, provided 
they are made within two years of the purchase. 


Home ownership is a splendid thing in every way. 


I am confident that this 


great opportunity to buy a house of one’s own and modernise it will not be 
missed. There is much that the building industry can do, and I know will do, 
to ensure the success of such a thoroughly worthwhile objective.

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quantity surveyor of the future was given 
much discussion. There is no doubt, in my 
mind, that there is scope for improvement 
both in the office training and in the 
schools training. I look forward to an 
improvement in the practical training and a 
general broadening in the education of the 
embryo quantity surveyor with the ‘ finished 
product’ a chartered quantity surveyor in 
the fullest sense of the word. 

During the past year we saw a steady 
growth in the co-operation and joint con- 
sultation between the architect, builder and 
quantity surveyor.

exaggerating the difficulties of the last

Nevertheless, at the close of 
the year, the Government has found it 
possible to relax a number of policies 
which have borne hardly upon us; and 
the effect of these concessions, it is reason- 
able to hope, should become apparent at 
least by the coming spring or early summer. 
Consequently, I am glad to say the position 
is considerably better than that which my 
predecessor had to comment on last year. 

So much for optimism ; caution is based 
on the fact that any re-expansion in the 
building industry must and should take 
time ; to cut short the preliminary planning 
will only bring delay and frustration at a 
later stage. The building industry com- 
prises many distinctive trades; that is a 
feature which can be our strength or our 
weakness according to the attitude we 
adopt. If too much stress is placed on the 
industry as a unit, many of its component 
sections will be provoked into undue 
consciousness of their own separate charac- 
teristics and interests. If, however, as | 
would hope, there is a general recognition 
of the multifarious interests the industry 
covers and of the right of each of its parts 
to make its voice heard and to participate 
in its affairs as an equal, then the sense that, 
over all, we are members in common of the 
same sector of the nation’s economy should 
foster a desire for co-operation. 


RESPONSIBILITY 


OBRIETY and the New Year can be odd bedfellows, yet it is in sober 


mood that Building must face the year ahead. 


Messages from the 


Ministers of the Crown and leaders of the industry printed above are notable 
for a strain of cautious optimism, and for this there is justification. There will 
undoubtedly be more work to do—on schools, hospitals, investment building, 
housing and, lower down the scale but of great importance to the small builder, 
renovation of older house property, as Mr. BROOKE’s message reminds us. 

Encouraging as the immediate future is seen to be, the industry should keep 
its weather eye lifted to the horizon. The last eighteen months have seen a 
welcome concern for efficiency regarded as an industrial as well as a sec- 
tional responsibility, and the stringency caused by the credit squeeze (slight, 
taken over the country as a whole, as it has been) has quickened appreciation 
of the virtues of improving teamwork and individual efficiency. Yet efficiency 
is a virtue that thrives on a tightened belt and has been known to wane when 
more work is about than can comfortably be handled; it is then that architects 
find it hard to do pre-contract planning and builders become less inclined to 
quote firm prices. This point is implicit in Mr. HowELLS’ long-headed message, 
and we do well to heed the warning. 

The improved climate of working together at present noticeable among 
various sections of the industry is something we must strive to maintain and 
develop. Founded on mutual respect, it is something that can most easily be 
extended between people who are skilled and fully efficient in their jobs, and 
are recognised as such. It will not be created by people (whether architects, 
builders or subcontractors) who seek to conceal their own shortcomings by 
trumpeting abroad the deficiencies of others. 

To those who ask what practical steps should Building take in the year 
ahead, we would say: ‘ Improve the quality of intake in every sphere; improve 
communications, both laterally and vertically in the industry.” These are the 
two objectives that must be reached; they will not be reached this year, or 
for many years to come, but it is satisfactory that some progress can already 
be recorded, and it may well happen that further impetus will come from the 
Standing Conference for the Building Industry which is to be set up during 
the coming year.

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that there was a strong feeling against the use of Venetian 
sunblinds, and all rooms will be fitted with a special Japanese 
silk curtain. One cannot help feeling a little doubtful about the 
merits of this ; presumably it would obscure vision from inside 
the rooms. Fig. 3 shows the splendidly balanced concrete portico 
on the south elevation. This strongly reflects the influence of the 
Italian architect, Luigi Nervi and is probably the most attractive 
feature from a design point of view of the whole building. 
I would in fact go as far as to say that it is more satisfying than 
Henry Moore's sculptured figure group, but this will no doubt 
be regarded by many as sacrilege. 

On the east side of the building use has been made of a precast 
concrete external staircase (see Fig. 4). This is not the first time 
this type of construction has been seen but in this case it is used 
most skilfully both functionally and as a design feature. It is not 
as one would suppose an escape stair but is for the express purpose 
of giving an entrance to the building by firemen in case of fire. 
This is a Paris by-law regulation. 

The Conference building is a most interesting structure with 
vertical untreated concrete tapering ribs at the ends and travertine 
slab facing to the side walls. It forms an effective foil to the taller

HE two most popular gibes at 
contemporary architecture are 
that it all looks alike and conflicts 
with traditional work. No support 
for these notions is to be found in 
the buildings which have been 
recently awarded RIBA Architecture 
Bronze Medals. Here we have a 
variety of buildings—a parish church, 
a Congregational Church, a radio- 
therapeutic institute, a block of flats, 
a seed warehouse, a housing group, 
a high school for girls, an office block 
and a County primary school—not 
one of which can be said to be 
literally like any other in the selec- 
tion, and except in two cases there 
can be no doubt about the purposes 
they serve. (Should a therapeutic 
institute or a seed warehouse have 
any particular elevational character- 
istics?) Then as toa possible conflict 
in appearances between old and new. 
In the one instance (at Chelsea) in 
which contemporary and traditional 
buildings adjoin there is in fact no 
disharmony at all, yet the new flats 
are obviously of our own time. 

It is clear, too, from three of the 
buildings illustrated (the church at 
Peterlee, the Chelsea flats and the 
Gillingham housing) that architecture 
of contemporary character can 
be produced with that most tradi- 
tional of materials, brick ; and from 
another (the Congregational Church 
at Ipswich) that a traditional feeling 
is not inconsistent with modern 
structural techniques and modern 
materials. Though it is not to be 
denied that some contemporary 
work is designed to a formula and 
may look bizarre in juxtaposition 
to old work, that need not be so, and 
one of the most useful purposes of

The Ipswich church is of particular 
interest because of its unusual 
structure and the effective combina- 
tion of traditional and contemporary 
materials. It has a steeply pitched 
roof of folded slab concrete supported 
on two transverse reinforced con- 
crete frames, with, at the eaves, 
in situ concrete wings cantilevered 
slightly upwards on either side. 
Externally the main gable ends are 
of light brown brick, while the two 
side walls of the main church are for 
the most part of glazed tracery 
formed of precast concrete units cast 
in three different shapes, inset with 
coloured and plain glass, to form a 
symmetrical repeated pattern. Here 
is a clearly contemporary building 
with an appropriate suggestion of 
tradition in its steeply pitched roof. 

The new Heys High School for 
Girls, at Liverpool, is notable for the 
finesse shown in the use of brickwork 
and curtain walling in well-contrasted

high and low blocks. The vertical 
and horizontal divisions of the 
elevations, repeated in bays, produce 
a varied and pleasing pattern of light 
and shade. Full advantage is taken 
of the tree-girt setting and of the 
varying levels of the site, which are 
most effectively paved and terraced. 

The only example of work from 
overseas, Anzac House, Sydney, New 
South Wales, at once proclaims a 
sunnier climate than our own. 
Powerful use is here made of the 
grid-like structural frame, set off by 
balconies recessed to give shadow 
and scale to the facade. Further relief 
is given by balustrades of wired 
Georgian glass in aluminium frames 
and by a first-floor handrail of 
bronze. 

An important point about these 
awards is that they are made by juries 
appointed by the RIBA (London 
only) and the Allied Societies con- 
cerned. (Incidentally, it is to be 
assumed that although judgment is 
made chiefly on external appearance, 
due weight is given to planning 
indeed, to the conception as a whole.) 
Representing the views of the profes- 
sion. the buildings selected may, 
therefore, be held to show approved 
current trends in design. If that be 
so, then while simplicity and func- 
tional efficiency are still major 
architectural aims, there would appear 
to be a definite move towards greater 
variety and richness of surface treat- 
ment and detailing. How far that 
desirable tendency can be fostered in 
the general run of commercial work 
must be one of the major design 
problems of the future. Clearly if 
the trend is to develop there will have 
to be considerable improvement in 
the design of mass-produced elements 
such as cladding and curtain walling.

WAKEMAN, TROWER & Partners 
The main laboratory block runs on a north 
east-south west axis and is joined at right 
angles by the two office wings which are 
separated by the garden court, and joined 
by the main entrance hall at the opposite 
end to the laboratory block.

ancillaries 16 ft. deep, with a central 
corridor between them. The principal 
staircases and lavatories are situated at the 
junctions with the office wings.

The conference room, placed centrally 
on the ground floor, has been constructed 
so that a future extension outwards can 
take place. 

The building is steel-framed on a 10 ft. 
grid in the laboratory block and a 4 ft. 
grid in the office wings so as to allow for 
the maximum flexibility in apportioning 
the offices. The central stanchions of the 
office wing, however, are at 16 ft. centres. 
The general floor heights in the building 
are 12 ft. reduced to 10 ft. 6 in. for the 
first floor of the offices. The building has 
a flat roof with projecting eaves on the 
offices and a parapet over the laboratories 
to conceal the extract housings and protect 
personnel. 


Externally, the majority of the building 
is faced with glazed aluminium curtain

walling with coloured stove enamelled 
metal panels below the sills of the windows. 
The flank walls are in facing brick and 
parapets and surrounds to the curtain wall- 
ing are in precast or rendered * Mineralite.’ 

All laboratories haye mechanical air 
intakes, extraction being by the fume cup- 
boards, and the main intake ventilation 
trunking being run above the false ceilings 
of the corridors to the plant rooms at either 
end of the laboratory block at ground floor

Heating is by hot water convection 
heaters and the supply pipes are run 
between the external structure and columns 
and the curtain walling. 

The flooring of the laboratories is in 
hardwood block and the offices and corri- 
dors in ‘Ruboleum.’ Lightweight parti- 
tions separate the various offices and certain 
special rooms are double glazed on the 
corridor side.

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control corridor. It is single storey with 
a service corridor in the basement, from 
which pipes lead direct into the lower 
portion of the test-beds. 

The test-bed rooms are lit by double 
glazed bricks externally at clerestory level 
and are lined with acoustic metal panels 
above the tiled dado. There is external 
access to each of the test-beds from the 
walkway, with ramps from ground level for 
delivery of heavy plant. This building is 
constructed in load bearing brickwork and 
a reinforced concrete hollow tile roof. 

The boiler house contains the oil-fuelled 
boilers which serve the laboratories and 
engine test block. The mains run directly 
through the main laboratory. The boiler 
house is also used for experimental pur- 
poses on domestic_boilers.

Results of Practical Research into Domestic Insulation 


Mr. A. H. T. Broderick is present Chairman of the Structural Insulation Association. In 1955 he decided 
to build a house in which he could test his ideas regarding Thermal Insulation. The house he built at 
Woking was chosen by * |\deal Home’ magazine as ‘ House of the Year’ for 1957 on account of its 
* planning, insulation and fitments.’ The Building Research Station and the South Eastern Electricity 
Board co-operated in the experiment, the practical results of which are now available and incorporated in 
this article. 


HE house is sited at the edge of high 

ground and faces due south to take 
advantage of solar heat in winter. All 
living accommodation is on one floor, but 
owing to the sloping site the bedroom wing 
is two-storeyed with garages and workshop 
below reached by an internal stairway. 
Terraces and a barbecue on the south side 
of the house facilitate outdoor living in 
suitable weather. In addition to its in- 
sulative qualities, the house was designed 
for low maintenance costs. 





Construction: The outer walls are of cav- 
ity construction with an outer leaf of face 
bricks and an inner leaf of 4 in. Lignacite 
blocks. ‘ Rocksil’ quilt 1 in. thick is fixed to 
the inner face of the ‘ Lignacite ’ and then 
i T . . covered with timber battens to which $ in.

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The Woking Experiment 


Prefabricated trussed rafter roof framing 
of tanalised softwood supports Broderick 
Insulated Copper Roofing comprising 28- 
gauge copper pre-fixed to 2 in. * Stramit, 
with ceilings of $ in. insulating board ; 
4 in. * Rocksil * (mineral wool) insulation 
is laid between the joists. The suspended 
timber floors are also insulated with 
* Rocksil ’ laid between the joists and sup- 
ported on 1 in. insulating board nailed to 
the underside. All internal surfaces have 
low heat-capacity as well as low heat- 
conducting qualities, so that rooms can be 
warmed up very quickly when required. 

All windows are either * Insulight ’ double 
glazing units or ‘Tomo’ double sash 
windows. The large south-facing * Insu- 
light ’ double-glazed windows of the lounge 
permit the room to be flooded with winter 
sunshine bringing the temperature on a 
sunny winter morning quickly up to 
70 deg. F. without artificial heat, when the 
outside air temperature does not exceed 
40 deg. F. The canopy over the terrace cuts 
off the sun in summer and prevents the 
room from being over heated. This effect 
is illustrated by two of the accompanying 
photographs, the exterior view being taken 
in summer and the interior view in October.

*U’ Values and Heat Losses 


Mr. Broderick calculated that ‘ U ’ values for purposes 
of estimating heat losses could conveniently be taken as 
follows : 

Roof ceiling construction 
Suspended floors 
External walls ; tee 0-10 
Double glazing taken as. 0-50 

If the whole house were heated to 30 deg. F. above 
outdoor temperature the transmission losses through roof, 
walls, floor and windows would be about 26,500 B.T.U. 
per hour. Allowing 14 air changes per hour would need 
a further 16,500 B.T.U making a total of 43,000 B.T.U. 
per hour. After checking with the S.E.E. Board it was 
decided that a heating load of this order could be dealt 
with efficiently by electric heating, representing less than 
13 Kilowatts. Heat loss calculations room by room con- 
firmed this. For example :

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With both these rooms the heat requirements, allowing 
for any likely air change requirements and a reasonably 
short heating up period, come within the capacity of an 
ordinary 2kW electric ‘fire’ or convector (3,412 B.T.U. per 
kW), which is the sort of electrical equipment one would 
expect to have available for occasional use even with a full 
central heating plant. And so it turned out for all the 
other rooms. Ordinary portable electric appliances were 
adequate for the full heating loads. 

The elimination of the oil fired warm air plant which it 
was originally intended to install saved, with builders’ 
work etc., about £600. The provision of 13-amp power 
points on a fairly lavish scale (for example 10 outlets in 
the lounge and dining area), some additional convectors 
plus a number of thermostats and time switches cost more 
than the minimum which would have been spent on such 
items in any case, but this extra cost was probably less than 
£100. 


Cost of Insulation 


Much of the insulation in the walls and roof was used 
structurally in place of other materials. * Lignacite ’ blocks 
replaced the inner leaf of brickwork and the insulating wall 
linings and ceilings eliminated plastering: the 2 in. 
*Stramit ’ used in the insulated copper roofing provided 
the decking itself repiacing boarding and felt. Therefore a 
considerable degree of insulation was achieved without 
appreciable extra cost. (A further advantage of this 
‘semi-dry ’ construction was that the house could be 
occupied in mid-winter (12 degrees of frost) without any 
‘ drying-out ’ period and it was dry and warm from the 
Start.) 


The * Rocksil’ quilt, lining the outer walls, and the 
* Rocksil * insulation over the ceilings and in the suspended 
floors and the | in. insulating board nailed to the underside 
of the joists to support it, were added to the structure purely 
for insulation. As nearly as can be estimated, the total 
extra cost of the structure due to the high insulation value 
achieved was less than £250. This does not include the 
extra cost of double glazing, but this would probably be 
covered by another £200 or so. Therefore the money saved 
on heating plant more than covered the total extra cost of 
insulation and double glazing so that the well-insulated 
house cost less than a similar house built to normal thermal 
standards and equipped with a central heating plant would 
have cost. 
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Heating Installation & Instruments 


Heating is supplied to all rooms as and 
when required by ordinary fixed or portable 
electric convectors and radiants as most 
appropriate. A time switch in No. | bed- 
room automatically turns on the space- 
heater and tea maker in the morning and 
the space-heater before bedtime. A time 
switch in the meter cupboard turns on 
heaters in hall, kitchen and morning room 
before the family is up ; thermostats pre- 
vent overheating. Electricity is also used 
for cooking and waterheating and separate 
supply heaters on different phases measure 
the amount used for ring mains (heating) 
and lighting and for cooking and hot water. 
The SE Electricity Board supplied meters 
on loan to measure the electricity consumed 
for heating in various rooms individually. 
The Building Research Station installed 
thermographs to keep a constant check on 
temperatures and assess, in conjunction x 
with meter readings, the effect of the high 
standard of insulation. They also installed a humidiograph 
in the lounge to keep a check on relative humidities. It was 
thought that intermittent heating might result in dampness 
when the rooms were cooling down at night. It is under- 
stood the BRS are preparing a report, but it can be stated 
now that relative humidity remained at all times within 
normal limits. 


Actual Heating Costs 


Costs of electricity are now available for two complete 
years ended October, 1958. Before July, 1957, the charge 
for current was 1.1 pence per unit, plus a standing charge 
of £7 14s. per annum. Since then the cost has been 1.2 
pence per unit plus a standing charge of £8 4s. per annum. 
Electricity consumption and costs for the two years taken 
from the electricity bills are as follows :

If the standing charge is divided proportionately between 
the two phases the ring mains and lighting cost 19s. 8d. per 
week (say £51 a year). 


In addition to providing space-heating, the ring mains 
supply current to washing machine, drying cupboard, 
towel rail, refrigerator, radio, television, iron, vacuum 
cleaner, floor polisher and other domestic and workshop 
equipment and an exact separation of the current used 
purely for space-heating is not feasible. On the other hand 
the lounge lighting is sufficient to make a significant contri- 
bution to heating this room. 


Costs Room by Room 


It is not usually possible to measure the cost of heating 
individual rooms but the check meters lent by Seeboard 
have enabled Mr. Broderick to do this. In the two years 
ended October 5, 1958, the ring main serving the lounge 
and dining space (floor area 440 sq. ft.) took 2,521 units and 
the lighting circuit for the same room used 400 units, a total 
of 2,921 units. This is an average of 28 units per week at a 
current cost of approximately 2/8d. The morning room

(135 sq. ft) used 1,300 units averaging 124 per week costing 
1/3d. So the average cost of heating the two living rooms 
and lighting the lounge and dining room, was about 
3/1ld. per week. 


No. 1 bedroom (224 sq. ft.) used 1,518 units averaging 
144 per week at a cost for current of 1/5d. 


Size of House and Family 


Cost of heating must, of course, be considered in relation 
to the size and use of the house. The floor area (excluding 
garages and workshop) is approximately 2,300 sq. ft., and 
there are five in family. The lounge is not normally heated 
all the time on week days but only in the evenings and at 
week-ends. The morning room is used for breakfast and 
luncheon on week days and sometimes used as a sitting 
room in the evenings. Two study-bedrooms are in use 
most evenings. The thermostat in the hall is normally set 
at 58 deg. F., the kitchen at 60 deg. F., and those in the 
living rooms and bedrooms from 64 to 70 deg. F., according 
to requirements. Mr. Broderick finds that as his family 
grow more accustomed to the comfort and convenience of 
fully controlled * push-button * heating they are tending to 
use somewhat higher temperatures 


Conclusion 


In a building of pre-determined use such as a factory or 
school it is fairly simple to calculate the effect of any given 
degree of structural insulation on heating plant and fuel 
costs. But the occupancy and use of a dwelling can vary 
so much that such calculations become impossible and the 
only way to get a definite answer is by practical experiment 
such as this one. Electricity is not the cheapest form of 
heating in cost per therm, although its flexibility and ease of 
measurement make it a particularly suitable form of fuel 
for the Woking experiment, in addition to which its 
absolute cleanliness and freedom from labour have been 
found very acceptable. Even so, the results in terms of 
actual costs over two years, compared with the cost of 
heating a house of normal construction by electricity or 
any other type of fuel, confirm that insulation of a dwelling 
to a much higher standard than that called for by the Model 
Building By-laws, or even than the Egerton standard, is 
not only an investment in comfort and convenience but 
also a splendid financial investment.

UILT in a group containing church, hall and 

vicarage, the planning follows what has become the 
usual practice of allowing the church hall to become an 
extension, when needed, of the church. It is unusual 
in that the vicarage takes the form of a three- 
bedroomed flat on the first floor with toilet and 
cloakroom accommodation, vestry and a study on the 
ground floor. 


The brickwork is carried out in dark multi-coloured 
Romsey bricks and the woodwork is generally painted 
white. The symbolic figure of St. Peter on the external 
sanctuary wall was carried out by the bricklayer using 
only bricks from the site. The design is by John 
Baker who also designed and supplied the stained glass 
window. It is intended that all six of the windows 
around the Sanctuary should contain stained glass. 


Owing to the nature of the site the buildings rest on 
reinforced concrete ground beams which in their turn 
are supported by piles penetrating 10 ft. of ashes. 

The open tubular spire is sprayed with aluminium 
and lacquered. 

All the flooring in the church is black ; thermo- 
plastic tiles in the nave and terrazzo in the sanctuary. 
The linen curtains hanging behind the Altar are in pale 
yellow, grey and white and the ceiling is deep blue.

b becens site in open country has been chosen in order to 

avoid the atmospheric pollution, glare from street 
lighting, magnetic interference and other problems which 
affected the old site at Greenwich. 

The site contains five new groups of buildings ; the 
meridian group, the equatorial group, the time and 
nautical almanac building, the works pound and garage 
and the solar dome. 

Another dome, about 80 ft. in diameter, will be built to 
house the new 96 in. * Isaac Newton’ telescope. Some 
use is made of the Herstmonceux Castle buildings ; 
offices, a library, conference rooms, staff canteen and a 
residence for the Astronomer Royal are accommodated. 


The six domes in the equatorial group, housing new and 
existing equatorially mounted telescopes, are set on high 
ground to the east of the castle. Domes ‘ A’, ‘ B’ and 
‘C’ are linked by connecting units so that sections of the 
instruments can be lowered through floor traps and moved 
along the ground floor corridor to a laboratory. The 
siting of the domes is affected by the need to keep a clear 
view down to within 10 degrees of the ground. 

Generally the domes are similar in design but each is 
adapted to suit the instrument it contains. Up to dome 
floor level the construction is in reinforced concrete with 
brick facing, forming a cavity. The dome drums above 
this are carried out in a light steel construction finished 
externally with copper covered boarding and internally 
with vertical boarding which is removable in sections for 
access to driving motors, etc. 

The revolving domes are framed in steel tube horizontals 
and channel ribs to which wood grounds are fixed to take

EE Naples and die! See Naples and 
live! Go on and explore some of its 
surrounding glories; you will never see 
them all, be you never so hardened a 
come-to-Italy traveller. See Pompeii and 


the islands of the famous bay, but best of 


all rediscover the wonderful hill towns 
towns which seem all alike but which on 





better acquaintance are quite distinct. 
They have been there for generations, they 
seem not to have changed with the passing 
of time, and you find the names of streets 
in passages and steps as they might have 
been in medieval days. 

The people: live high up in these little 
towns—so high that you wonder they ever 
reach their homes at all. One hundred and 
forty steps is the ordinary entrance to a 
church, not the route of a pilgrimage as 
you might think. Is it that they worked 
amongst their lemon groves until they 
finally nested there ? But the lemon groves 
go on higher and higher still, and it seems 
almost impossible for men to reach them 
for daily labour. 


These towns were built in a period of 
wealth, as can be seen from the fragments of 


rich architecture which still remain to 


remind you of the culture and prosperity of 


the medieval days; they were built right 
into the hillside and they have now become 
part of it. Even when new buildings are 
put up they seem to go ever and ever 
higher rather than spread along the slopes. 
It is quite impossible to know where the 
old finishes and the new starts, as one 
seems to merge into the other. 

What are these towns that it is so worth- 
while to explore ? To cover only a little of 
the ground, beginning with the large and 
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Amalfi Harbour 


popular Sorrento on the southern arm of 
the bay, you can go on to Positano, built 
round a sheltered beach with only a foot 
approach from the road above ; Amalfi, a 
town almost in two parts which at one 
time had a paper industry whose mark is 
left in the disused mills along the wide and 
rushing river; Atrani, a simple fishing 
village of great charm ; and further along 
still, Castaglioni, nestling in the hillside. 
Or you can sail over to Capri, once lived 
in by simple fisherfolk but now the pleasure 
resort of all. Unlike Rome, all roads lead 
from Naples. 

Pompeii must impress people in vastly 
different ways. Most tourists see it once 
and for far too short a time, as the coaches 
which take them there call at a cameo 
factory on the way and waste a precious 
hour or so of yaluable time. The impres- 
sion which Pompeii left on me was of a 
live place rather than a dead one, of a 
town in the course of erection not of ruins 
Reflecting that it had once been occupied 
by 20,000 people and could be so occupied 
again, I fell to thinking in terms of our new 
towns. It was a good piece of town 
planning with a civic centre containing the 
principal buildings around a spacious open 
forum. The amphitheatre seating 12,000 
people is to the east of the town and has a 
grand colonnaded square with open swim- 
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ming pool in the centre. Life could carry 


on again where it left off so suddenly, one 


feels, and the buildings could be used to-day 
as they were of old. 
My goal of rest was the beautiful town 


of Amalfi in the Gulf of Salerno, south of 


Naples, facing due south on to the 
Tyrrhenian Sea. From Naples it is reached 
either by road or by sea via Capri and 
Sorrento. The town, at sea level, has an 
open square facing the sea, and an inner 
square dominated by the cathedral which 
is perched up on a hill and approached by 
a continuous flight of sixty-two steps. This 
square is surrounded by shops, mostly of 
the souvenir type, but there are few shops 
other than those in the square, and the rest 
of the town consists of narrow flights of 
steps up long alleys which appear to rise to 
heaven, although the apartments some- 
times look anything but heavenly. 


Amalfi Cathedral 


The cathedral is magnificently situated 
high up above the ground. It is very 
ornate with gold mosaics, and although the 
main church was built in 1203 and re- 
modelled in the 18th century, it has little 
to commend it externally. The tower was 
built in 1180-1276: it is surmounted by a 
dome and side domes of Arabic design 
a unique feature. The church is noted in 
the first place for its magnificent bronze 
door—one of three specimens still remain- 
ing of this early period made in Sicily. 
The interior was badly restored about a 
hundred years or so ago and they are now 
stripping off the plaster restoration and 
have discovered a number of monolithic 
marble columns with Roman and Byzantine 
caps. They intend to bring it back to its

original form, and 
it may well become 
a fine specimen of 
Byzantine architec- 
ture. The pulpit is 
a really wonderful 
example of marble 
inlay of the 16th 
century. It is a 
colossal structure, 
supported on col- 
umns resting on the 
backs of six marble 
lions walking, and 
the whole structure 
appears to be 
mobile. There are 
many fine paintings 
of the 16th century. 

It is worth noting 
something of the hotels in Amalfi as it 
seems difficult to obtain reliable informa- 
tion about them in this country. Two of 
them are old monasteries and have been 
cleverly adapted to their new use.  In- 
accessible as most monasteries are, every 
effort is being made to make the approach 
easier. 

The *‘ Cappuccini’ (one of the monas- 
teries) is the largest hotel, situated on the 
slope of a hill a short distance from the 
town. It is approached by an external lift 
from the road and from thence by external 
stairway. The ‘Luna’ is a_ smaller 
monastery situated nearer the centre of the 
town and is perched away up on a rock 
with wonderful views. At present it is 
approached by eighty-two steps—nothing, 
of course, to the natives but trying to the 
less energetic tourists. A lift from the road 
is now being installed. The * Miramalfi’ 
about three-quarters of a mile from the 

town, is a new hotel 
of charm approached 
from road level and 
descending to a recep- 
tion floor and then 
down further to the 
bedrooms; then again 
further down to the 
beach. The * Santa 
Caterina’ a little 
further along the road 
past the Miramalfi, 
is an older hotel, 
approached from 
road level. All these 
hotels have a magni- 
ficent view of the bay. 
There are also several 
smaller hotels and 
pensions where tour- 
ists stay. 

The little village of 
Atrani just round the 
bend from Amalfi is 
a charming self- 
contained fishing vil- 
lage built on two 
levels. The lower 
part at sea level might 
quite easily be missed 
as a high level road 
passes over it. The 
people are simple 
fisherfolk who accept 
you and talk to you.

down to the sea. There are no hotels or 
pensions and consequently no visitors 
Castaglioni is another small village near 
to Atrani going down to the sea. It is 
inhabited only by the natives who work in 
the lemon groves on the hillside. 

The picture village of Positano is situated 
between Amalfi and Sorrento. Obviously 
an old fishing village now turned into a 
bathing village, it has a very enclosed bay 
sheltered by high hills, and there are no 
roads down to the beach which makes it 
beautifully quiet. It is free from all forms 
of traffic ; even the motor scooter cannot 
get there. The beach is small but wonder- 
fully sheltered. There are numerous 
restaurants and small hotels at sea level, 
but there is no town and apparently no 
industry except tourists. The shops, like 
the hotels and restaurants, are spread 
about the village which just grows up the 
slopes of the hills. The village is dominated 
by a basilica with a glazed tile dome of 
good size and proportion and there is a 
belfry. All the buildings are plastered and 
whitewashed. Many of the older roofs are 
in domed concrete, obviously intended to 
form a water catchment area. The gay 
boats in the harbour add colour to the 
scene. Altogether a very perfect town 
‘for pleasure only’ 


Sorrento 


Busy 


Unlike the others, Sorrento is a town 
which seems to be almost all on one level. 
with the sea away down below—so far 
below as to appear quite dissociated from 
the town. It is a very busy place: very much 
the ‘resort’ as it has been since Roman 
days when it was noted as a health centre. 
It has many old Romanesque churches, 
and its modern attractions include good 
shops, beautiful gardens and excellent 
hotels, and it is surrounded by orange and 
lemon groves. 

The famous Isle of Capri is a gem on its 
own. The precious, picturesque little town 
is like an oyster: you either like it or it 
doesn’t agree with you. Poets have sung 
its praises ; guide books have eulogised it 
as an earthly paradise. Who am I to dare 
to criticise? It was once a humble fishing 
village, but all that has now been super- 
seded by the tourist industry. The square 
itself is a brilliant sight by any standards, 
with its tables and umbrellas and gay shops 
and still gayer tourists. Buses are not 
allowed to enter and peace is thus assured. 

But there still remains something of

another Capri, I think, for those who have 
the time to find it, away from the 
Neapolitan Blackpool of festa days. You 
can climb up to San Michele and on to 
Anacapri by winding little streets with one 
or two shops and meet natives who can 
tell you of Axel Munthe himself. If your 
legs will carry you, you can lose yourself 
in solitude. In the other direction you can 
make your way through winding vine- 
yards, ever climbing—on donkeys if you 
wish—to the famous Mount of Tiberius, 
and explore the remains of the Roman 
Emperor’s fabulous villa. Or you can 
walk along the little road down to the 
Farraglioni rocks, the famous two pinnacles 
which are shown on all the postcards. You

MONOPOLIES AND RESTRICTIVE 


TRADE 
Practices. By Michael Albery, QC, 
and C. F. Fletcher-Cooke, MP. (Lon- 
don: Stevens and Sons, Ltd.), pp. xvi, 
185. Price 27s. 6d. 


INCE the war successive Governments 
have taken bold, almost revolutionary 
measures to deal with the problem of 
restrictive practices amongst manufac- 
turers and distributors. The Labour 
Government was responsible for the set- 
ting up of the Monopolies Commission 
to investigate alleged monopolies and 
restrictive practices, to ascertain whether 
they existed and, if so, whether they were 
being used against the public interest. 
The investigations covered, inter alia, 
rainwater goods, imported timber, the 
activities of the London Builders Confer- 
ence, and the supply of sand and gravel 
in central Scotland. The Commission's 
reports, backed by Government action or 
the fear of it, resulted in the abandonment 
or modification of a number of restrictive 
agreements. 
The Conservative Government have

attacked the problem in a different way. 
The Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 
1956, provides for the registration of 
agreements restricting, or deemed to 
restrict, the supply of goods and services 
including building work. Such agree- 
ments may then be brought before a new 
Restrictive Practices Court for a decision 
whether they are in the public interest. 
The assumption is that any such agree- 
ment is not in the public interest, and the 
onus is on the trade concerned to justify 
it on one of the grounds set out in the 
Act. 


In this excellent book the authors deal 
with the new legislation in detail, and for 
this purpose they have written a logically 
arranged exposition in narrative form. 
In dealing with a new field of legislation 
such as this, a narrative form is 
undoubtedly better than a section by sec- 
tion commentary, and it is one of the 
merits of this book that it is eminentl\ 
suitable for the general reader. It should 
be especially valuable to those actively 
engaged in trade association work. It is 
handy-sized, and the provincial business- 
man who travels to London for commit- 
tees can readily slip it into his bag and 
may even enjoy reading it on the train.

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MATERIALS & METHODS OF ARCHITECTURAL 
CONSTRUCTION. By Parker, Gay and 
MacGuire. (New York: John Wiley & 
Sons, Inc., and, in London, Chapman & 
Hall.) Price 96s, 

HIS is the third edition of a book which 

is recognised in North America as a 
standard textbook, and the three well-known 
authors, who are responsible for largely re- 
writing the present volume, have not wished 
to deviate from what they, and their pub- 
lishers, know to be what is required by 
students. Its usefulness as a students’ text- 
book does not mean that it would grow 
dusty on the library shelf of a qualified 
person as, for example, the sections on 
mechanics and reinforced concrete design 
would readily be referred to by those not 
dealing daily with these subjects. 

The first half of the book concerns itself 
with ‘Materials for Construction’ and it is 
here that some of the details, and terms 
used, are old-fashioned and one has a strong 
feeling that further sub-editorial work was 
very necessary. The remaining part is en 
titled ‘Methods of Construction’ and the 
text has obviously received much revision. 
But still, the construction details when illus- 
trated by line drawings do not reflect con- 
temporary work as seen, from time to time, 
in the illustrations in journals of modern 
work which reach this country. 

The availability of timber, worthy of use 
structurally, is made obvious by the amount 
of information given, and it is hard to 
restrain the pangs of jealousy. The require 
ments to meet regulations and practice in 
the USA are, naturally, the basis of many 
of the tables and much of the information, 
but there is plenty of data useful for the UK 

It is disappointing to see in a book pub 
lished in 1958, such a mixture of lettering 
(upright and italic capitals used with lower 
case lettering) used for the drawings and 
this, with the old-style hatching technique 
employed, gives an old-fashioned appearance 
to the book—a small point, with no bear 
ing on the knowledge and the advice the 
authors have to bestow, but one which is 
disturbing and could have been avoided.

In view of the long history of the school, 
it was further stipulated by the Governors 
that the new buildings should be in sym- 
pathy with the existing in respect of general 
design and choice of materials. The prob- 
lem then was to produce virtually a com- 
plete new school of a traditional character 
on a reduced budget, including the re- 
instatement and repair of the existing 
buildings, which now form the music room, 
art section, part of the library, one class- 
room and the administration section. 

The site consists of a triangular plot of 
land of about 4} acres with the existing 
buildings and entrance at the apex on the 
Great North-road just north of Stevenage 
old town. The north boundary of the site

The cost of the contract was approxi- 
mately £150,000, and a further £3,500 
(approximately) was authorised for the 
reinstatement of dilapidations to the 
existing buildings. The contract was 
carried out in two stages to enable the 
work of the school to carry on without 
interruption during the building overations.

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A MATTER OF PRINCIPLE 
Dialogue Caught on a 
Tape-recorder 

By S. W. HOOKWAY 


WHEN my secretary put on my desk 
the typescript of what follows and 
I asked her where it had come from she 
replied that she was about to ask the 
same question. It was on the tape, she 
said, and she had thought I wanted it 
transcribed. She fetched the machine 
and we ran the tape through again. I did 
not recognise either of the voices. The 
first was baritonal with from time to 
time a hint of Mocking in it and when 
this came in the tape seemed touched 
with Mordant. Hence I have given him 
the initial M. The other voice was more 
demure but the tone in general, though 
Defensive, was Determined. So I have 
initialled this one D. Beyond that, | 
know nothing of them, nor can I explain 
how this dialogue came to be recorded. 

The first sound, recorded clearly, was 
as of the leaves of a book being flicked 
leisurely with the thumb, then: 

M.—We quantity surveyors fancy our- 
selves, don’t you think, in regard to the 
niceties of definition and description. | 
suppose we are right to do so. If we 
cannot describe what the architect wants 
we cannot expect the estimator to tell us 
what it’s worth. 

D.—True. And with the Standard 
Method of Measurement behind us, 
definition should not be a difficult accom- 
plishment. Nevertheless, it is curious how 
two people can describe the same thing 
differently, even in a bill of quantities. 

M.—Yes. As you may have noticed in 
The Builder recently, we don’t all agree 
even as to what ‘ditto’ shall mean. I 
should have thought that one pretty safe. 
Wasn't it suggested there that the SMM 
might perhaps undertake the definition of 
it? Poor old SMM. Wet-nurse-designate 
for everyone. 

D.—You never were whole-hearted 
about The Book. I wonder that you have 
never thought up a method of your own. 
After all, although it is sponsored to the 
hilt by the RICS, there is no injunction, 
even on corporate members, to adopt the 
SMM. The RIBA Form of Contract gives 
you the saving clause—‘ unless otherwise 

| expressly stated.” 

M.—H’m. Contract out of the implica- 
tion of Clause 10 so far as the SMM is 

| concerned, is it? It would be fun. But 

| contractors have little sense of humour in 
these matters; I doubt if they would be 
willing to participate in proving the logic 
| of my method. And I’m sure you 

| wouldn't like it if one of our bills came 

| back with a Federation rejection slip 
attached. 

D.—It might, I agree, place us at a 
little disadvantage with our more ortho- 
dox colleagues. Forget it! 

M.—No, no. Don’t burke these little 
problems, Even a quantity surveyor 
should sometimes wonder. The inquiring 
mind is a live mind. I think it is of some 
interest to consider at what juncture a 

| bill of quantities without the disclaimer 
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might be rejected on account of its alleged 
non-compliance with the SMM. Talking 
as we were earlier of the niceties of defini- 
tion, would you care to have to pre- 
determine a line that would at once detine 
compliance with The Book from pron- 
compliance ? 

D.—I'd imagine it would be rather a 
prima facie matter. The SMM is fairly 
insistent, you know, in its principles. But 
no doubt you, with your slant, might 
enjoy yourself to your own and others’ 
confusion, and without finality, in ‘ 

M.—You are side-stepping again. Here 
am I, the honest inquirer, the prosaic 
everyday user of this document and of 
this. [Presumably he was handling the 
SMM and the RIBA Form of Contract.] 
Am I not entitled to know, without wan 
dering into the wilderness of degree, 
whether or not ‘the principles of the 
Standard Method of Measurement” is a 
formula capable of holding a sufficiently 
narrow interpretation to have a definite 
meaning at law ? 

D.—Oh, come off it! You waffle too 
much, But I expect Walker-Smith & 
Close have something to say about it 
[A pause here, whilst, I suppose, D. was 
taking down Annotations to the Standard 
Form of Building Contract.) Yes, here 
we are... . page 32... . 

‘The 1931 Form read simply “in accordance 
with the Standard Method of Measurement ” 
with the effect that if the Bills of Quantitics 
emitted to describe or separately itemise details 
of work or labour which in accordance with the 
Standard Method of Measurement should have 
been separately described or itemised, and if 


the necessity for that work was implied from 
the Drawings or required by the Specification, 


then such work would be regarded as an omis 
sion from the Bills of Quantities and be treated 
as a variation. As a result of the insertion of 
the word “ principles ”’ the position would seem 
somewhat eased for the Quantity Surveyor and 
Employer, but it may well be that the interpre 
tation of the word “ principles” will be open 
to doubt, and issue may arise as to whether a 
point is one of principle or of detail.’ 

M.—(A little exultant). Aha! One up 
to me! And I like that ‘ issue may arise.’ 
Issue now having arisen, may I father it 
on you ? 

).-—Don't be childish. Let us examine 
the wording in question. Here it 1s. 
General Principles, Clause 2, quote, ‘ The 
Standard Method of Measurement, whilst 
it aims at providing uniform units of 
measurement, is a definition of principle 
rather than an inflexible document’ . . 
I'm older than you, of course, and I was 
brought up on the 1935 edition. We had 
no such introductory clauses. We started 
off with a few general rules under Pre 
liminaries. 

M.—I am just old enough to know, 
however, that you had a Supplement to 
that edition. My acumen may surprise 
you, but did you ever notice that the 
introduction to the Supplement stated 
and these are the words—— the Joint Com- 
mittee emphasise that the Standard 
Method of Measurement is a guide to 
principle rather than an inflexible docu- 
ment’? I have often wondered why they 
changed the wording in the new edition 
from ‘ a guide to principle’ to ‘ a definition 
of principle.’ Somebody must have argued 
that one out. I wonder why. 

D.—Well, how do you define ‘ prin- 
ciple’?  Let’s see what the Concise 
Oxford says... here we are.. .“ Principle: 


a statement of general law as a guide to 
action. H’m. Qn that basis ‘a guide to 
principle’ may have been rejected as 
being a bit woolly. Too many guides. 

M.—That’s clever of you. Too many 
guides indeed. Perhaps too little action. 
So—a definition of principle becomes a 
guide to action. But we are drifting into 
the metaphysical. Getting back to earth 
and looking at it again, woolly is the word 
for Clause 2. ‘The Standard Method of} 
Measurement,’ quote, ‘ aims at providing 
uniform units of measurement. Vd say 
the SMM is a bit cheeky there. That 
surely is the function of the SWM. 

D.—The SWM ? What might that be ? 

M.—Statutory Weights and Measures, 
my friend! That’s where we look for out 
units of measurement. If the SMM aims 
at anything it aims at stating the appro- 
priate standard unit of measurement to 
be given in relation to a specific item of 
measured work. On the other hand, 
‘Shall be given,’ ‘shall be included, 
‘shall be stated —these suggest to me 
that the SMM is manifestly understating 
its case by the assertion that it is a 
‘definition of principle rather than an 
inflexible document.’ In so far as it legis- 
lates for the great bulk of items met with 
in traditional building it is difficuit to find 
anything flexible about it. 

D.—The flexibility is granted, me dear 
fellow, when you depart from the tra- 
ditional and to the extent that particular 
or exceptional cases are met with. You 
are then allowed to apply your own 
method, provided, to quote The Book, 
‘the principles of measurement laid down 
are observed.’ 

M.— Principles * again! And what are 
the principles of measurement laid down ? 
I tell you, there is only one principle of 
measurement laid down in the whole 
Book, and that is contained in less than 
a dozen words—‘All work shall be 
measured net as fixed in its place.’ There 
is the sum total of the standard method 
of measurement. The lot! Other than 
that, the work is largely a schedule of 
simple instructions that such and such 
‘shall be given ’—in feet cube, or yards 
superficial, or enumerated, as the case may 
be. It really doesn’t deserve the title of 
Standard Method of Measurement. 

D.—Oh, come, come! You overplay 
your hand. But, what would you have it 
entitled ? 

M.—Why not have it ranked as a BS ? 
The British Standard Application of 
Units of Measurement to Building 
Works ? 

D.—Fiddlesticks! 


And besides, I am

you in your earlier 
several instances 
method of measurement is definitely 
directed by the SMM. For instance 
Foimwork shall be measured the actual 
surface in contact with the concrete. In 
suspended floors: measurement shall be 
taken to the extreme edge of the con- 
struction. In brickwork: all facings shall 
be measured to the whole of the faces 
of walls exposed to view. In masonry 
stone shall be measured the smallest 
rectangular cube from which each stone 
can be obtained. In plastering: Ceilings 
shall be measured between wails and par- 
t.tions (the dimensions before plastering) 
And there are others. 

M.—1 must grant you that; but they are 
few enough. What happens, however, 
when | am faced with the Cotswold Farm- 
house roof that we were doing the other 
day, with dormers dotted all over it and 
umpteen different eaves levels ? The 
SMM does not help me to solve my prob- 
lems of actual measurement. It is very 
brief with me—the extreme scantlings 
and net lengths of timber in the work 
shall be measured; ridges, hips and valleys 
given in feet run, other timbers classified 
as Carpenter Clause 6, and one or two 
reminders about halved and_ scarfed 
joints. Nothing else—only ‘the work 
shall be measured as fixed in its place. 

D.—My dear fellow, you are supposed 
to have studied building construction. 
The SMM does not set out to teach you 
that. Who wants a wet nurse now? But 
I notice that you have quoted another 
instance where method of measurement 
is directed—— the extreme scantlings and 
net lengths of timber in the work shall 
be measured.’ What more do you want ? 

M.—That is only a repetition of the 
basic Gozen words— all work shall be 
measured net as fixed in its place. We 
know fhat already. Needless repetition 
makes it tedious. 

D.—What are you asking for then? Is 
it a Standard Method of Taking-ofi 
Quantities ? 

M.—Indeed no. That wouldn't do at 
all. Besides we have quite an array of 
treatises already—look at them on the 
shelf, there—all of them in the running 
for that sub-title. Which of them would 
you award it to, and with what reserva- 
tions ? 

D.—Well, that’s another matter alto- 
gether, but if I had to throw away all but 
ORD 5 2.0% 

At this interesting juncture I am sorry 
to say that the tape peters out, But I 
shall leave it loaded again.

HOTELS 


Notes on Purpose and Planning 


by J. W. BUCHANAN, FRIBA, AMTPI, AADip. 


The great developments in tourism and automobilism since the war have thrown a 
spotlight on the hotel industry of the United Kingdom. This, taken in the round, earns 
commendation that, to put it no higher, is moderate, for only a handful of new hotels 


has been erected in the last 12 years. 


At the present moment, however, there are a 
number of projects in view and more must follow. 


We have therefore asked 


Mr. Buchanan to review the present situation and to contribute a series of articles on 


planning the modern hotel. 


This series, of which the following is the precursor, will 


commence in February ; it is hoped the articles will interest those architects who are 
attending the RIBA Symposium on Hotel Planning in March. Editor. 


HE nineteenth century produced a spate 

of new hotels to meet the needs of 
travellers on the new railways and to pro- 
vide for the industrially prosperous cities 
and the pleasure resorts. Most of these 
hotels continue to serve today, having had 
made upon them at various times and with 
varying degrees of success, attempts at 
modernisation. Towards the end of last 
century, especially, modernisation and ex- 
tension treatment went on in those hotels, 
in country and provincial towns, which had 
been coaching houses or were on coaching 
routes. Plumbing and electric light had 
arrived and hotels had to be abreast of the 
times. 

This process of improvement of existing 
hotels has continued to attempt to meet 
the demands of the 20th-century for heating, 
hot water, lighting and other matters of 
comfort, but the number of new hotels 
built in this century is relatively small. In 
London the Lyons hotels and a few well- 
known luxury hotels were constructed, and 
in many of the provincial cities and towns 
some new hotels were also built. The 
Leofric, Coventry, and the Westbury, 
London, are names that come to mind out 
of the very few new hotels since the 1939-45 
war, but relatively few others have been 
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Fig. |.

built. The up-grading of existing hotels has 
so far been the main contribution of the 
20th-century and a great deal has been 
achieved in modernising old buildings, but 
the general picture still 
is of a high proportion 
of the country’s hotels 
existing in outmoded 
buildings in which 
conyenience and com- 
fort can only be achiey- 
ed at enormous cost. 


Some Projects 


Are many new hotels 
likely to be provided 
before the end of the 
century ? In London, 
with the greatest pres- 
sure for hotel rooms, 
and elsewhere in some 
of the major cities, 
several projects are on 
the drawing board, and 
some London projects 
are in the early stages 
of site preparation. But 
high land values at the 
centre of cities and the 
high cost of building

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and equipment have prevented any rush into 
bricks and mortar. It is not long since one 
famous London hotel was threatened with 
acquisition for demolition for an office 
building. Perhaps a trend for developing 
outside the most expensive site areas of 
cities may emerge 

It seems unlikely that many new hotels 
will be built in seaside resorts with so many 
existing hotels barely able to keep going. 
And yet-—would bettet buildings attract 
again some of the people who insist on 
* going foreign ° in the summer ? 

Hotels have so far mainly been concerned 
for the middle and upper classes. It is 
possible that with the improvement in the 
standard of living a new field will emerge 
for private enterprise to develop, perhaps 
along lines where a measure of self-service 
is available, for to-day, outside the ‘luxury’ 
hotel, service is frequently bad.

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The Motel Movement 


The Motel has not been provided to any 
great extent in Great Britain. Car distances 
between towns and cities, unlike the USA, 
are such that an hour or so is generally the 
maximum time spent between regions with 
possible hotels. Motels in, or within, 
reach of holiday areas—like those at Ower, 
New Forest, and Exeter, designed by Louis 
Erdi, and belonging to the Graham Lyon 
group—may well increase in number, but, 
considered solely on custom from road 
traffic, any great extension of the Motel 
might be doubtful were it not for the fact 
that with the belated arrival of the begin- 
nings of a trunk road system, we may see 
Motels developing on the outskirts of towns 
and cities where there is potential road and

city custom. Many business people are 
now reconciled—on grounds of amenity, 
quiet and simplicity of parking—to staying 
outside the city they are visiting, and there 
are often compensations in leaving the car 
outside the city, e.g., better garaging facil- 
ities and quicker get-away to the next port 
of call. 

In the USA there is a present tendency for 
the Motel to be provided, not so much on a 
site depending entirely on road traffic, as 
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were the early developments, but on a main 
road position fairly near a city, so that 
business can be obtained from both. Since 
the war the bulk of USA * hotel’ building 
has been in Motels. The two examples* 
illustrated (Figs. 4, 5 and 6) show the cabin 
type, often a linear development of units, 
and the type which places cars below and is 
virtually an hotel. The most frequent com- 
plaint from Motel customers in USA is 
noise—structure and airborne. The struct- 
ures usually are of light construction. 


Some Luxury Hotels 


In the USA, the Statler Hotel, in 
Washington, which I visited soon after it 
was opened, was one of the first hotels to 
have well-planned covered car access to 
main entrance, and basement garage. It

ber of post-war hotels. There was a fresh- 
ness and freedom from period trimmings 
about Holabird & Root’s design (Fig. 7) 
which one felt would not readily date. 

Of the substantial number of hotels 
which have been constructed in the USA in 
the last 25 years, one of the most recent, 
the Statler-Hilton at Dallas, is illustrated 
on p. 127. The USA are becoming, through 
the Hilton, Statler, and other groups, 
‘exporters’ of capital city hotels. No 
doubt limited to capital cities and pleasure 
beaches, they have set a very high standard 
in building and equipment. 

On the Continent there has been a steady 
number of new hotels year by year since the 
war, generally not exceeding 75 bedrooms in 
size. 

The Europa in Copenhagen (Fig. 8) 
which I visited in 1957, is on an interesting 
site with differing road and bridge levels on 
the waterfront. The top floor restaurant 
commands the whole skyline of the city. I 
am told that the architects had a quite 
moderate cost ceiling to get under, but the 
level of finish certainly looked quite 
adequate. 
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Notes of the Week 


MoHLG Chief Architect 


HE Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government is to reorganise its 
architectural work, and is seeking a new 
Chief Architect to carry this through. The 
Ministry say that they want to give their 
architects more opportunities for con- 
structive work and for developing new 
ideas. 

In particular the Ministry want to estab- 
lish a housing development group which 
will be able to demonstrate the results of 
its researches into housing design and 
constructional techniques by building 
houses and flats, as well as by publica- 
tions. It is hoped that the work of this 
group will offer considerable scope for 
influencing the design and costs of houses 
in both public and private fields. 

Mr. J. H. Forshaw, CB, MC, the pre- 
sent Chief Architect, is remaining with 
the Ministry as Architectural Consultant 
to advise on particular design problems. 
An official statement says that he is 
whole-heartedly in support of the reorga- 
nisation, but he believes that a younger 
man should take charge of the develop- 
ments, since they will necessarily take 
some time to carry into full effect. At the 
same time, as announced in our last issue 
(page 60) the Ministry of Health is adver- 
tising the post of a Chief Architect to 
head the architect's department which it 
proposes to establish. 


Hospitals’ Architect 


AS JUST STATED it is the Minister of 
Health’s intention to establish a Chief 
Architect to the Ministry, thus ending the 


a 


arrangement by which the staff of the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment has worked on its behalf. 

It is a great tribute to the Chief Archi- 
tect to the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, Mr. J. H. Forshaw, that he 
has managed these two heavily laden 
steeds in the Same ring so smoothly that, 
externally at any rate, there has been 
no serious handicap in the arrangement. 
The time has now come for a change, 
especially with the announcement of the 
new programme of hospital development 
which is due to reach £254 millions in 
1960-1961 for the Ministry of Health. 

* * * 

REFERENCE has frequently been made 
in these columns to the need for simple 
technical direction in matters of policy 
to emanate from the Ministry; as was 
said on a more important occasion, ‘ Only 
give us the tools. We shall look 
forward to the publication of further 
works studies from the Chief Architect's 
Department to supplement the one 
already published on the design of operat- 
ing theatres, and take this opportunity of 
saying once again we hope that the 
Department will exercise its intention to 
use these studies as guides, not as dicta. 

To the Chief Architect of the Ministry 
of Health, when appointed, will go our 
sincere best wishes in the completion of 
the enormous task which lies before him 
and his staff, to whom we offer the 
metaphorical golden key on coming of 
age and also suggest a reminder, in any 
case of doubt, to read ‘ Parkinson’s Law.’

It not only falls short of expec- 
tations possibly heightened by alarums, 
excursions and doubts about its arrival 
and scope; but misgivings about the 
quality of the ‘modern’ or Soviet work 
are realised. I shall put forward my own 
theory about this later, but meantime 
emphasise the bright spots in what can 
only be seen as a fairly steady decline if 
you take both ends of a six-century cycle 
and join them at the Academy turnstiles: 
few civilisations will stand this. 

First, the Icons which fill the two intro- 
ductory galleries are of course hors con- 
cours, and fulfil all expectations short ot 
Oliver Twist’s, the 15th century * Daniel, 
David and Solomon’ being alone worth 
the visit. The background is unfortunately 
uncongenial to what are virtually illumi- 
nator’s colours only slightly browned-off 
by transfer to other media. Here, by 
juxtaposition with nail-pitted clerical grey 
walls, they tend to become rust-and-rancid 
butter, and were better seen at the Byzan- 
tine Exhibition. 

Again, one’s interest survives the unac- 
countable gap between Icons and the 18th 
and early 19th century, being that of 
increasing external influences on a poten- 
tial but fading nationalism. If the 19th 
century work is artistically negligible it 
at least has charm, and documentary 
value. This, however, serves to point up 
what follows, where narrative degenerates 
into anecdote and the shortcomings of 
ideology as a substitute for a warmer 
humanism become painfully evident. 

” * .- 


Or THE SOVIET PAINTING, the most 
charitable generalisation is missed oppor- 
tunity. But I, for one, find in the wideness 
of that miss confirmation of the personal 
conviction that paint and politics don’t 
mix—or at best produce pap—and I mean 
all politics: imagine that ‘Do You Mean 
I Could Help . . . ? ’ campaign translated 
from photographs into poster-paint! 
Moreover, we might remember that it 
could be matched, period for period in a 
giant international game of snap, from the 
archives of our own Academy—we per- 
haps conceding a handicap of twenty 
years or so! 

It is this academic insipidity that shocks 
about most of the later work in the 
Russian Exhibition: the sentimentalisa- 
tion, rather than dramatisation, of a 
world-shaking and searing upheaval, and 
the absence of signs of recovery, judged 
by that selection. To-day’s news from the 
moon suggests that allowances need no 
longer be made in other intellectual fields. 
Artistically, the time-lag is made more 
tragic by contrast with Russia’s golden 
age of the iconographers—who were, 
after all, equally concerned with propa- 
ganda, if the literal meaning of that word 
be remembered. 


Prison Building 


It 1s Goop to hear that the Home 
Secretary, according to The Times, has 
in active preparation a programme of 
prison reform which will include building 
new prisons, rebuilding some existing 
ones and setting up six new detention 
centres for young offenders. Details are 
expected in a White Paper which Mr.

Butler is to publish next month, a princi- 
pal aim being to eliminate the over- 
crowding in local prisons. Long overdue 
as these proposals are, it is nevertheless 
excellent news that something is at last 
to be done. The Treasury, which two 
years ago clamped down on the then 
programme, will now be more sensibly 
minded, we shall hope. Bad prison con- 
ditions are undoubtedly a considerable 
cause of recidivist crime. 


Housing in France 

PRESIDENT DE GAULLE hopes that the 
French Government will provide both 
more houses in France and improve pre- 
sent housing conditions, writes B. S. 


Townroe. He has ordered that credits 
for 1959 should be increased to £140m. 
This may be spent on council houses 
intended for the working classes. 

But a real problem is the continued low 
standard of existing dwellings. The latest 
figures show that 42 per cent of occupied 
dwellings in France have no running 
water; 73 per cent no indoor lavatories; 
92 per cent no showers or baths; while 
92 per cent are without telephones. The 
consequence is that French people are 
more and more living in hotels with their 
parents. In Paris alone there are half a 
million families living in hotel bedrooms, 
and in some cases they are doing much 
damage to hotels, inevitable when a 
family cooks, washes and sleeps all in 
one room. 

In the future, controlled rents on all 
dwellings built before 1948 are to be 
considerably increased in order that land- 
lords may have more money to spend on 
repairs and upkeep. Already in the past 
few months some rents have increased by 
600 per cent, but the repairs lag behind. 
In one part of Paris 3,000 houses are neg- 


lected and have been abandoned by their 
owners and left to their fate. 


Roads are News 


Tue Cement and Concrete Association, 
52 Grosvenor - Gardens, SWI, have 
chosen a good time to publish their latest 
handbook, ‘Guide to Concrete Road 
Making,’ for the very newsworthy motor: 
ways have proved that most of the snags 
that have previously affected concrete 
roads have been dealt with. The guide 
has been prepared as a part of the 
co-operative research between the Asso- 
ciation and the Road Research Labora- 
tory and replaces ‘Questions and 
Answers on Concrete Road Construc- 
tion’ which was first published in 1949. 
Since that time the results of research 
and experience have added considerably 
to the knowledge available and the 
present edition is an extensive revision 
including the new information. It gives 
the latest recommendations on the design 
of concrete slabs, on the amount of rein- 
forcement and spacing of joints, on 
methods of mix design and quality con- 
trol, and on construction techniques and 
maintenance. In addition, sections have 
been added dealing with the subgrade 
and with prestressed concrete. The pub- 
lication is concerned with all classes of 
road where concrete forms the running 
surface, but much of the information is 
applicable to concrete bases used for 
roads having bituminous surfacings and 
questions on lean concrete bases have 
been included. The association have also 
published their prospectus for training 
courses in concrete work which are 
intended for architects, engineers, super- 
visors, clerks of works, and others likely 
to be interested. Details from the Asso- 
ciation’s offices.

* Modifying the Architects’ Code’ 
To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—I was very interested to read the 
letter in The Builder of November 
21 from Mr. G. J. Jolly on the subject of 
what is referred to as the ‘ Packaged Ser- 
vice’ as the same problem exists here in 
Canada, where I have been in practice 
since 1947. 
, Whilst the apparent trespass upen our 
professional activities is to be regretted, 
I am personally of the opinion that any 
solution of the problem rests. entirely 
with each individual architect, and not 
upon any revision in legislation or what 
your correspondent refers to as a ‘Code 
of Practice.’ This trespassing is not 
restricted to general contractors alone as 
there are many firms of consulting 
engineers incorporating architectural ser- 
vices in their work, in addition to which 
I know of an English quantity surveyor 
out here posing as a designer. 

From my extensive travels, varied experi- 
ences, frustrations and disappointments I 
consider myself qualified to express a few 
opinions on some of the problems in our 
profession which may not be generally 
realised, but which nevertheless may govern 
the thinking and decisions made by the 
‘building owners’ upon whom we depend 
for our existence. 

1. It would appear from reports that I 
receive at varying intervals that the mass 
production of architects since the cessation 
of hostilities is excessive. 

2. The standard of ability of many 
graduates in recent years has deteriorated, 
and many commencing private practice are 
ill-equipped to combat the many pitfalls 
encountered in ordinary business and com- 
mercial activities. This particular observa- 
tion is supported by the fact that in my 
endeavours to assist newcomers to this 
country I have employed several young 
architects who have qualified in England 
whose knowledge of what may be regarded as 
‘essentials’ was extremely limited, with the 
result that my efforts proved to be a costly 
experiment. 

3. The necessity for good public relations 
is not generally realised or understood, and 
our endeavours are retarded somewhat by 
the restrictions imposed regarding advertis- 
ing. 

4. The ‘Packaged Deal’ in my opinion 
has one particular advantage in that the 
co-ordination of the work of all those con- 
cerned with the production of a building is 
assured, provided that ample time be given 
for the preparation of the various plans, 
designs and other details so that a pre- 
determined budget or contract sum can be 
adhered to. Provided also that the 
remuneration of the designers or architects 
within such an organisation is in accord with 
the RIBA Scale of Professional Charges, or 
the scale of charges of any other profes- 
sional body which that designer or architect 
has undertaken by affidavit to observe when 
he was elected. 

Another factor which has contributed in 
some measure to-.the success of those 
organisations offering a ‘Packaged Deal’ is 
that they can advertise. The enclosed press 
cuttings [not reproduced—Ed.] may be of 
interest and were taken from a recent issue 
of ‘ The Financial Post.’ You will note that 
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architects in Canada are allowed to adver- 
tise, also that one of the announcements is 
by a well known firm of consulting 
engineers in England, which even includes 
town planning in the services they offer. 
Out of this comes one most important fact 
—that we, as architects; must give service 
and what is more important personal service 
irrespective of the pace at which we live.

The Future of Quantity Surveying 
To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—In reply to Mr. Lockley’s letter 
in your issue of January 2, I would 
suggest that examinations for workers-up 
should be made compulsory, as far too 
many today think that they are competent 
workers-up, when in fact they are very 
inefficient ones, but they expect (and, due 
to the shortage of competent workers-up, 
get) high remuneration for their efforts. I 
would list some of their shortcomings as 
follows : — 

(1) Far too many simply abstract what 
is taken off, without looking for possible 
errors; 

(2) Very many either leave far too much 
or far too little room on their abstracts; 

(3) Many seem to think that billing con- 
sists of either (a) writing down exactly 
what is taken off regardless of how correct 
it is, or (b) looking up old bills of quanti- 
ties and simply copying out usual descrip- 
tions, sometimes completely changing the 
intention of the taker-off; 

(4) Too many workers-up are ‘ Tickers’ 
and not checkers; 


(5) A good many leave queries outstand- - 


ing for the editor to settle, instead of 

settling them themselves before submitting 

their bill. 
(6) Quite a number appear to read over 
proofs with their eyes shut. 

I might say that examination in abbrevia- 
tions is unnecessary; a thorough knowledge 
of construction, the ability to express an 
item clearly, and an idea of value are what 
is required, not an explanation of what a set 
of abbreviations mean. 

The reason for the poor standard of taking- 
off today is the fact that many of today’s 
takers-off have never really learned to work- 
up, and therefore do not know how to 
describe an item clearly. 


As a senior worker-up I can also estimate 
accurately, do site measuring and taking-off, 
and write specifications. Why? Because I 
was trained properly. 

Incidentally, to any employers reading this, 
may I say that I am not free for engagement!

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Why Not ‘ Do-It-Yourself’ ? 

To the Editor of The Builder 
G318.—The warning issued against the 

* Do-it-yourself’ brigade by the 
President of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers (The Builder 
of January 3) may have struck others 
than myself as being unconvincing. 
While many of these enthusiasts certainly 
do tackle quite large maintenance and 
repair jobs in their own houses for the 
love of it, the great majority engage in 
them for one reason only—because it is 
cheaper and quicker. These are two fac- 
tors which Mr. Howells and, indeed, the 
whole industry should take to heart. 

In most of the jobbing builder’s work, 
labour costs form a very high proportion of 
the total, for which the fact that men usually 
work without supervision other than is 
sometimes afforded by a travelling foreman, 
or the head of the firm himself, is in part 
responsible. It is no good Mr. Howells or 
anyone else admonishing householders who 
attempt their own jobbing work under 
present circumstances, He would be better 
advised to devise some form of payment by 
results for jobbing operatives which might 
cut down some of the innumerable tea and 
meal breaks for which the householder pays 
at a rate which, in our locality, appears to 
be about 6s. per hour plus 374 per cent for 
profit.

£lm Hotel for Leicester 


LANS for the erection in Leicester of 

a 12-storey hotel with 200 bedrooms 
have been approved by the Leicester town 
planning committee, who are to recom- 
mend the scheme to the city council. 
Negotiations are proceeding for the 
acquisition of a 14-acre site at the junc- 
tion of Charles and Northampton-streets, 
on the new ring road, most of which is 
owned by the British Transport Commis- 
sion. The architect is Mr. Michael 
Lyell, ARIBA, of London, who has spent 
some time in America studying hotel 
design, and his plans for the new hotel, 
provisionally called the Europa, are based 
on American practice. The quantity sur- 
veyors are Messrs. Wood and Weir, of 
Leicester, 

It is understood that the project is an 
Anglo-American venture and that nego- 
tiations are taking place between British 
financial resources and American hotel 
operators. These are being handled here 
by Mr. Peter Bessell, on behalf of Curzon 
Agencies, Ltd., of Curzon-street, London. 
Messrs. Andrew and Ashwell, of Leices- 
ter, are concerned in negotiations for the 
site, and the scheme, including the site, 
is estimated to cost about £1m. 


AA Entrance Scholarships

Constructive Discussion at Special General Meeting 


Mr. Basil Spence, President, who took the chair at the special general meeting of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects held on January 6, told an audience which filled 
the Henry Jarvis room and its annexe that the purpose of the meeting was to discuss 
the Financial Statement that had been issued (see The Builder of January 2) and the 
Interim Provisional report of the Constitutional Committee (summarised in The Builder 


of December 5). 


No resolutions would be taken, but a free expression of opinion 


that might help the Constitutional Committee ‘in its difficult and important task’’ 


was invited. 





THE FINANCIAL STATEMENT 


NTRODUCING the Financial Statement, 

Mr. EB. D. Jerreriss MATHEWS (Hon. 
Treasurer) said he would go very briefly 
through the principal points, and then he 
hoped that members would ask questions. 

Para. 2 of the Statement set out the resolu- 
tion passed at the Annual General Meeting 
last year, and para. 3 dealt with the review 
of office organisation, which was in the hands 
of Mr. Ricketts, in view of his impending 
taking over the duties of Secretary. 

From para. 4 it would be seen that the 
Committee reported to the Council that a 
review of the position indicated quite clearly 
that the position in which the Institute found 
itself in 1957 was not by any means solely 
connected, as had been represented, with the 
building programme. Apart from . building 
operations, assuming the development of the 
activities of the Institute on the then lines, 
and the continuation of subscriptions at the 
rate operating up to December 31, last, the 
Institute would have had the build-up of a 
deficit over the next few years irrespective 
of any loan or any interest paid on it. 

‘In para. 5 we outline the present posi- 
tion,’ said Mr. Mathews. * We have had a 
difficult year, as was made clear at the last 
Annual General Meeting, due to the fact 
that a great deal of the contemplated expan- 
sion of the activities of the Institute has 
taken place, but the increase in the subscrip- 
tion rates did not become operative until 
January 1 of this year. As most people 
know, we had to husband our resources very 
carefully during the past year, with the result 
that the situation in which we now find our- 
selves is a good deal more satisfactory than 
we expected. We also take account (since it 
has a very considerable bearing on our 
finances) of the overall improvement in the 
national economy. We are very conscious 
of the need to develop and increase the acti- 
vities of the Royal Institute in all spheres 
in the interests of members, and we realise 
that that must be as far as possible the first 
call upon our financial resources. 


Benefit of Statistics 

‘Since the last review we have had the 
benefit of the statistical department of the 
Royal Institute, which has now been set up. 
That has been extremely valuable, but it 
has to be paid for, as have all our activities. 
We have achieved considerable results from 
its guidance, as will be seen from this report, 
and it has thrown a different light on the 
problem from that given by the rule-of- 
thumb methods available before. The statis- 
tical survey which has been made has indi- 
cated that, contrary to our original expecta- 
tions, there is a continued rise in member- 
ship, and that this trend is likely to con- 
tinue even when account is taken of various 
impending measures such as the putting into 
operation of the recommendations of the 
Oxford Conference for raising the level of 
general education required for entry. That 
will almost certainly reduce the entry into 
the profession, and ultimately entry into the 


corporate membership of the Institute; but, 
after taking all these things into considera- 
tion, the figures given in the report show, 
surprisingly, that by 1961 we shall have 
19,350 corporate members, and that number 
will continue to rise, though at a slower rate 
than before. 

‘With those considerations in mind we 
were able to recommend to the Council 
(para. 6) a change in the financial policy 
adopted in December, 1957, which the Coun- 
cil have now approved: 

(i) that balances of income over expen- 
diture shall be paid to a Development 
Fund to be used as the Council may from 
time to time direct; 

(ii) that, subject to the Council’s direc- 
tion as stated above, the loan for the 
capital expenditure on the building shall 
be allowed to run its full term of 20 


years; 
(iii) that budgets for expenditure against 
carefully anticipated income should, with- 
in the principles of (i) and (ii) above, be 
aimed at a steady progressive develop- 
ment of the Institute’s activities in the 
interests of members, 
Those are the changes in policy which th. 
Council have seen fit to adopt in the light 
of the review and in the light of the position 
as we now see it, which has been due to 
careful husbandry and to some unfortunate 
restrictions on expenditure during the past 
year. 


Higher Subscription Remains 


‘In para. 7 we make rather more detailed 
comments on some of the more important 
aspects of the subject. Obviously the most 
important is the first. The Committee recom- 
mended to the Council and the Council 
approved that the increased subscription 
rates and entrance fees and examination feces 
which the Council adopted in 1957 should 
be continued. We are fully aware that this 
is unfortunate, but it has to be viewed as 
part of the overall picture. We are a grow- 
ing Institute, with a growing membership 
which rightly requires greater service from 
the Institute. It is essential that we should 
operate on some margin. A number of 
factors are beyond our control, such for 
example as the cost of postage, which has 
a very big effect on us, and the cost of 
printing. Overall items in the national 
economy can very seriously affect us, as we 
have seen in the past, and particularly in 
1956-57. Unless we have some cushion to 
absorb the effect of those items of expendi- 
ture which may be forced on us, it is obvious 
that our financial position cannot be 
regarded as satisfactory. To achieve that 
position, the Council have very definitely 
though regretfully decided that the increases 
in subscription and in examination and 
entrance fees must remain at the level which 
became operative on January 1 of this year. 

“We have been able to restore to the 
Public Relations Committee a great deal 
that they lost by the unfortunate reductions 
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with which they have been faced during the 
past year. In particular we have been able 
to restore to them what is in some ways 
more important than money, a three-year 
programme of expenditure with their own 
resources in that period allocated to them 
regardless of whether or not they spend them 
in any one year. 

‘We have taken account of further deve- 
lopments on the professional relations side 
of the activities of our Institute, and also 
on the Science Committee side. 

‘With regard to the rebuilding of our 
premises, we have been able to bridge the 
gap between the loan and our own resources 
in a way which eighteen months ago we did 
not expect would be possible. That is due 
to a number of factors. The actual cash 
demand was less than we expected, or per- 
haps it would be better to say that it came 
in more slowly than we expected, with the 
result that money could remain invested 
longer, and there was an improvement in 
the investment value of that money. These 
things have had a cumulative effect which 
has enabled us, as I say, to bridge the gap 
between the loan and our own resources tn 
the 1958 accounts, so that we now start with 
a clean sheet in respect of our building, 
with the exception only of the 20-year loan. 
That loan can be reduced by the decision 
of the Council. There is nothing to prevent 
the Council at any time, if they wish to do 
so, allocating money from the Development 
Fund for the reduction of the loan. The 
loan is also self-reducing by the nature of 
the amortisation provisions, so that it is a 
gradually reducing interest and amortisation 
fund. 


The Development Fund 


‘The Development Fund is dealt with in 
para. 7(vi), and I do not think that I need 
add to. what I have already said about it, 
except by saying that it is probably not 
known to a great many members that we 
have at the Royal Institute no free reserve 
monies. All our invested funds are trust 
furids in connection with prizes, education 
and so on and cannot be used for ordinary 
purposes, so that this Development Fund, 
quite apart from providing a cushion against 
unforeseen expenditure and giving the Coun- 
cil a means of making ad hoc expenditure 
in any year for purposes which cannot 
be anticipated, will begin to provide the 
Royal Institute with the reserve which it 
needs. We hope that the Development Fund 
will be built up and not expended by the 
Council every year—though that is a matter 
for the Council and nothing to do with me 
—so that it will provide us with a reserve. 

‘That is a brief review of the position, 
which has been accepted by the Council. 
The rest of the report deals with the esti- 
mates for the years 1958-61. That is put 
forward here because it was felt to be right 
to give the membership at this time a picture 
of our forward planning, but it is really 
more appropriate to the Annual General 
Meeting, before which it will come. Unless 
members specifically wish to ask questions 
on it, I do not propose now to summarise 


it. 

‘Paras. 13 to the end of the report give a 
general review to 1961. There will be the 
effect on the Institute’s finances of the recom- 
mendations of the Constitutional Commit- 
tee. As Mr. Cleeve Barr will tell you, since 
its report was published that Committee has 
been giving consideration to the financial 


implications of its recommendations. I 
believe it is right to say that, as 1 think you 
will hear later, the fear that those recom- 
mendations may have a major effect on the 
Institute’s finances can be reduced, if not 
avoided altogether, without in any way affect- 
ing the progressive developments recom- 
mended by the Constitutional Committee.’ 








DISCUSSION 


Following are points from the subsequent 
discussion : 

Mr. Eric Amprose (F) said that in the first 
draft of the accounts published last year a 
loss was shown against the RIBA Journal. 
He had now been told that this was a 
mistake, and that the Journal actually made 
a profit. He would like to ask was it true 
that 25 per cent of the gross receipts was 
paid to the advertising manager for his ser- 
vices? He understoed from hearsay that 
the amount paid to him was between 
£10,000 and £15,000. If that was true, it did 
not seem to be a very realistic situation. 

The Hon. TREASURER: The Journal ex- 
penditure carries with it considerable sums 
connected with the issue of the Library 
Bulletin, the Annual Report and the Build- 
ing Research Station Digest. The Journal 
does not show its own postage, which comes 
out of the overall postage of the Institute. 
If postage and these three items which I 
have mentioned, which are strictly not 
Journal matters, are excluded, the Journal 
does not run at a loss. 


The ‘ Journal’s’ Revenue 


On the other question, it is true that the 

advertising manager is paid on the basis of 
a 25 per cent commission on the net revenue 
received from the advertisements, and the 
sum of money which Mr. Ambrose men- 
tioned is approximately correct, but there 
are one or two things which must be under- 
stood in this connection. The first is that 
out of that commission the advertising 
manager pays his entire staff, printing, his 
normal business postage, his office equip- 
ment, travelling expenses, and his enter- 
tainment expenses—and anyone who knows 
anything about handling advertisers will 
expect that to be a very big sum. Secondly, 
it is easy to criticise this arrangement at 
this stage, when frankly, in spite of the 
views of some people, the Journal is a 
success. Most people do not know what 
happened, but I have delved into the 
history of this matter and can say that 
prior to the appointment of Mr. O’Shaugh- 
nessy, the advertising agent, in 1933 the 
Journal was running at a loss and was as 
dead as a doornail. The Council then de- 
cided that one of the ways to revive it was 
to appoint an experienced, high-powered 
man in the advertising world, and particu- 
larly a man with experience of building 
industry advertising. It is not surprising 
that such a man was not prepared to come 
on terms any less than those which we 
offered him. The matter is, however, under 
review, or about to be reviewed, by the 
Council at the present time. 
_ Mr. Ambrose said there was no attempt 
in his question to criticise Mr. O’Shaugh- 
nessy, who was obviously doing a very good 
job for everybody; but he felt that £15,000 
today was a very large sum for the Institute 
to pay in commission, and he thought there 
should be some committee which would go 
into the matter very carefully. 

THE PRESIDENT: Such a committee is 
already in being and is discussing the matter. 

Mr. D. H. McMorran ARA (F): Looking 
at the rough estimates on page 3 of the 
Financial Statement, I see that we make a 
profit of roughly £15,000 on the examina- 
tions. Does the Hon. Treasurer think that it 
is very moral for this balance to go into our 
pocket? 

THE Hon. TREASURER: The difference be- 
tween the income from examination fees and 
the expenditure on examinations as shown 
in the accounts does not, owing to the pecu- 
liarities of accountancy, give a correct pic- 
ture, because no charge is made against ex- 
armnation fees for the administrative costs 
of running the examinations throughout the 


year, nor for costs relating to the Board of 
Architectural Education, and the Board do a 
great deal of work in connection with the 
examinations. 

This has been a matter of very consider- 
able study and discussion by the Committee 
and by the Council. It has been a Jong- 
starding tradition, from the very start of 
the introduction of examinations in the pro- 
fession controlled by the Royal Institute, 
that there should be an element of income 
derived from that source. Looked at 
broadly that seems to be right and fair; it is 
not the hardship which at first sight it may 
seem to be. Anybody who wishes to enter 
this profession, whether he is financed by 
himself or by his parents or from some 
other source, has a full knowledge of what 
it will cost to become a qualified member 
of this Royal Institute, and if he does not 
like the idea of paying that cost he need 
not become an architect. (Cries of ‘Oh!’) 
It is in the nature of a premium on member- 
ship of this Royal Institute. In spite of those 
facts, the Council have decided, in con- 
sidering this review, that this point of the 
difference between income and expenditure 
on examination and entrance fees should 
be subject to constant annual review. 

Mr. THOMAS SiIBTHORP (F): I should like 
to see any question of paying off any of 
the cost of the new building put before the 
membership as a whole and not left to the 
decision of the Council. It is not always 
an advantage to pay off a debt too soon. 
My second point concerns para. 11, where 
we are told that the estimates for 
four years are based ‘on a rebate of one- 
quarter in the United Kingdom and one- 


RESENTING the Interim Provisional 
Report of the Constitutional Committee 
of which he is chairman, Mr. A. W. CLEEVE 
BARR (A): said: ‘I come before you with 
some humility, because there is a very great 
difference between standing in the rostrum 
and criticising on the one hand and on the 
other being Chairman of the Constitutional 
Committee, which is trying to do something 
about the situation. At the Annual General 
Meeting questions of confidence in the 
Council were raised not only on financial 
grounds but on aspects of the whole question 
of representation. I think that the Council 
dealt very seriously with the criticisms, and 
the Committee which was appointed is very 
representative and a very good one, re- 
presenting all sections of the membership in 
all parts of the country. It has tried to 
consider from first principles how to make 
the Council of the Institute more representa- 
tive of the whole membership. 
‘The terms of reference which we were 
given have been published. They were first 
of all to consider the constitution of the 
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third overseas on rates of subscription 
current in each year’ to the Alhied Societies. 
Is that one-quarter on all the members in this 
country and one-third on all the members 
overseas? If so, how is that distributed to 
the benefit of all the members? 

THe Hon, TREASURER: There is no inten- 
tion that ‘development’ in this sense should 
be applied to the development of the build- 
ing. We feel that it would be better to in- 
dicate that this fund is for progressive 
development rather than use the word 
‘reserve,’ which sounds like something very 
static, put away in the bottom drawer. 

The question of the loan has been the 
subject of a decision by the Council, and the 
first call on any balance of income over 
expenditure will now be not necessarily for 
the loan but for this fund. 

Rebates to Allied Societies are paid on 
the basis of bona fide members of the Allied 
Societies only, whether at home or over- 
seas. If an architect practices in North- 
amptonshire and is not.a member of the 
local Allied Society there is no compulsion 
on him to join, and no rebate on his sub- 
scription is given to the Allied Society 
concerned. 

Mr. Horne: In the rough estimates on 
page 3 of the report, under Publications we 
have a figure of £8,500 for 1959, £4,000 for 
1960 and £9,500 for 1961. I assume that 
this is a direct reflection of the publishing 
of the Kalendar every second year. 

THE Hon, TREASURER: That is correct. 

Mr, Horne: I propose, therefore, that it 
be published every third year. (Applause.) 

THE PRESIDENT: We shall take note of that

Council as such; second, to consider the con- 
stitution and relationship to the RIBA of 
the Allied Societies, and their finances; and 
third, to consider the by-laws. The problems 
involved are immensely complex, because 
the RIBA is not just Portland Place but the 
Allied Societies up and down the country. 
We have tried to reach a point of view 
which will be generally acceptable. If you 
disagree with that and have some clear-cut 
alternative proposals to put forward which 
are worth considering, I hope that you will 
say so. We shall be very grateful, and who- 
ever puts them forward will be made the 
Chairman of the next Constitutional Com- 
mittee! 
‘As I see it, the three main proposals 
which these recommendations embody are: 
1. The elimination of nominees on the 
Council and the election by postal ballot 
of all those who are to serve on the 
Council. 
2. The elimination of differentiation by 
classes in representation on the Council. 
3. The enfranchisement of overseas 
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members, who constitute 20 per cent of 
the total, and the intention to create some

Commonwealth and_ other 
members. 
‘With those introductory remarks, I pro- 
pose to go through the report section by 
section. There are 21 recommendations.

I have divided them into a series of groups | 


and propose to deal with them in that way, 
and perhaps we can have a discussion on 
each group in turn. Before that, however, 
I should like to say something about the 
times involved.

sentatives of the Allied Societies, under the 
By-laws, are their Presidents. We have 
taken the view, following the strong expres- 
sion of opinion at the Annual General Meet- 
ing, that the whole of the Council, so far as 
possible, should be elected by postal ballot. 


‘The question then arose of whether this | 


should be done by one national list or geo- 
graphically by regions or by some combina- 
tion of the two.... The present basis is part 
national and part regional, and we think 
that that should be continued, but that the 
regional section as well as the national one 
should consist of people all of whom will 
be elected by postal ballot. For tidiness 
there might be a London region, but this 
does not necessarily imply a London society. 
That question, however, we have pigeon- 
holed for the moment. We have also pigeon- 
holed for the moment the question of Scot- 
land and Ireland, other than suggesting to 
representatives from Scotland that at least 
they should fall in line so far as direct 
postal ballot elections are concerned. The 
whole subject must be gone into later. 

‘We consider that the regional representa- 
tives should definitely not be mandated dele- 
gates, simply coming to express the point 
of view of a particular group, but should 
come as individuals, although, of course, the 
benefit of their being chosen by a region is 
that they know the local conditions. Equally, 
they will be able to report back to their 
region the views and discussions of the 
Council. 

‘I have one further point to make on 
these three recommendations. Since the 
publication of this document we have held 
further meetings and have begun to look 
at the financial implications of our 
proposals. It may be that we shall need to 
qualify the statement in (1) that “In the 
United Kingdom membership of the appro- 
priate provincial Allied Society to be auto- 
matic on corporate membership. of the 
RIBA.” There are ten Allied Societies with 
local subscriptions in addition to the rebates

which they get from the RIBA, and they 
amount in total to about £4,000 a year. It 
would imply that the RIBA as a whole would 
take that on. If all members of the RIBA 
are made members of an Allied Society the 
postage and other local expenditure of the 
Allied Societies will go up. That question, 
therefore, will have to be re-examined, and 
it may be necessary for the purposes of 
regional voting for all members to be allo- 
cated to electoral rolls based on the Allied 
Society areas, but with the local societies 
allowed to continue with separate subscrip- 
tions, as at the moment. It would be most 
valuable to hear points of view expressed 
on that issue.’ 


Discussion 


Mr. R. Duncan Scotr (F): It is stated 
in the report that the Council is composed 
of three main groups: the nationally elected 
members, representing 46 per cent, the Allied 
Society representatives, 33 per cent, and 
representatives of other bodies, including the 
Allied Societies overseas, about 21 per cent. 
An analysis of the first group, those elected 
nationally, shows that over the last few 
years they have usually been architects who 
have been in the headlines of the architec- 
tural press—you are one of them, Mr. Presi- 
dent!—or who are at the head of a large

(19) The Institute should work towards a 
federal relationship with the Common- | 
wealth Allied Societies and should try 
to evolve some form of Federal Con- 
sultative Council. 
In the meantime, the existing provisions 
be continued by which the five senior 
Allied Societies overseas appoint their 
Presidents as members of the RIBA 
Council with deputies in the United 
Kingdom, but with the modification that 
these deputies be selected only from 
already elected members of Council. 
A Commonwealth and Overseas Com- 
mittee to be formed to watch the inter 
ests of overseas Allied Societies and to 
consider further development of the 
principle of a Federal Council. Repre- 
sentatives of overseas Societies who may 
be visiting the United Kingdom should 
be invited to take part in the meetings 
of this Committee.

architectural staff of a county or other 
authority. They are usually excellent archi- 
tects and very nice people, but generally 
unknown to the electorate at large so far 
as their potentialities for running the affairs 
of the Institute are concerned. In this respect 
they may be good or bad; it is a complete 
gamble. They have no contact with the 
members who vote for them, and vice versa. 
They merely represent and are responsible 
to themselves. 

The Allied Societies’ representatives, on 
the other hand, are responsible to the Coun- 
cils of their own societies, who are or should 
be responsible to their members through 
smaller groups such as chapters. Mr. Cleeve 
Barr says that the Allied Societies’ repre- 
sentatives represent the Allied Societies 
regionally. I can assure him, I having been 
a representative of an Allied Society, that 
that is not the case. We represent archi- 
tects at large, and we happen to be in con- 
tact with them at first hand....In para. 2 of 
the Committee’s report they acknowledge 
the importance of this means of communi- 
cation, but recommendation (3) may mean 
that regional members elected to the RIBA 
Council are not on the Council of the 
Allied Society in their area, thus severing 
what little means of communication exists. 
I believe that a democratically elected 
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Council means a Council which is in two- 
way communication with the individual 
members of the Institute. We feel that the 
Council should be elected entirely on a 
regional basis, so that two-way communica- 
tion can exist. 

Mr. A. N. Harris (F): I plead with the 
Committee to review their proposals and 
to pursue some form of regional election. I 
believe that under a system of regional elec- 
tion the eminent national figure would still 
have his place on his merits, but I would 
say at the same time that professional 
eminence has not always marched hand in 
hand with dedicated service. 

Mr. R. A. Cooksey (F): Speaking as a 
mandated delegate of the South Eastern 
Society, I wish to say that all the Chapters 
and the Council of the South Eastern S.A. 
have considered this interim report, and I 
am asked to say that they reaffirm the pur- 
port of the original motion which was tabled 
by Mr. Duncan Scott at the Council meeting 
in April 1958, but they wish to revise the 
wording slightly to read: 

‘The Council of the South Eastern 
Society is of the opinion that the RIBA 
Council should be so constituted that all! 
categories of its members should be 
elected by the Allied Societies, including 
a London Society, thus being directly 
answerable to their electorate.’ 

Mr. G. A. ATKINSON (A): If regional 
representation were to be the only method 
of election it would prove as fallacious as 
the idea that all representation should be 
nationally chosen. A valuable aspect of the 
present system is that there are two types of 
approach. 

Mr, THomMas SistTHore (F): I happen to 
belong to the RICS, which has five branches 
covering London. I ask the Committee to 
think seriously about having some form of 
Allied Society for London, some form of 
London representation, at this lower level, 
not by cme body but by several. 

Mr, C. P. Howe ts (A): I agree with Mr. 
Barr that the combination of the two 
methods of election would be admirable, 50 
per cent, from the Allied Societies and 50 
per cent, elected on a national basis, but I 
feel that the Allied Societies should at the 
same time be encouraged to use their repre- 
sentatives by getting them to report back to 
the members. 

Mr. STEPHEN GeorGe (A): I consider it 
to be essential, in order to achieve the aim 
of full democratic election within the Insti- 
tute, that automatic membership of an Allied 
Society should be in force. 

Mr. A. G. Linc (F): There are not merely 
two levels of activity amongst architects in 
this country but three, national, regional and 
urban, and they are all important. The 
branches or chapters of the Allied Societies 
often form the real points of activity for 
architects, and I feel that so far the Com- 
mittee have not, perhaps, given enough con 
sideration to the importance of these local 
groups, these small chapters and branches. 
| hope that we shall not put one system of 
election against the other, but find a system 
which will satisfy all these levels. 

Mr. R. O. Foster (F): I think that every 
individual member should have the ability 
to vote for someone outside his region if 
he feels that the candidate is the right man 
to serve on the RIBA Council. That, how- 
ever, does not do away with the need to have 
much better regional and local representa 
tion than we have had in the past. 

Mr. L. A. Howes (A): I was very dis- 
appointed to hear that there have been 
second thoughts on the question of auto- 
matic membership of local societies. I would 
ask that members be automatically included 
in local society voting lists at least, because 
they are penalised at the moment by having 


to pay an additional subscription for very 
much reduced benefits. 

Mr. CLeeve Barr: If members feel 
strongly that throughout the country all 
members of the RIBA should automatically 
become members of their Allied Society they 
should say so, because the Council would 
very much welcome an expression of opinion 
on that. The main problem which caused 
us to have second thoughts was entirely 
financial. On the question of regional 
groupings, one of the problems we met with 
was that if we have regions sending repre- 
sentatives, what is to be done about those 
Allied Societies which have less than 50 per 
cent. of the members of the RIBA in their 
area in their own membership? 

Mr. E, Witrorp (A): I speak as the Hon. 
Secretary of a very small Allied Society. If 
there is automatic membership, presumably 
the subscription will have to be waived. We 
have RIBA members in our area who are 
not members of our society, but they will 
not make up financially for the loss of the 
guinea’ subscription which our members 
willingly pay, and if we abolish this extra 
subscription we shall have drastically to cur- 
tail our activities, which I think would be a 
very bad thing. 

On a show of hands there was an over- 
whelming majority in favour of the recom- 
mendations (1) (2) and (3). 


Recommendation (4) 


Mr. CLeEEVe Barr: I should like to take 
(4) in two parts, the first being that there 
should be no differentiation by classes of 
membership. This does not mean that there 
should be only one class of membership of 
the Royal Institute; it simply means that so 
far as voting for the election of the Council 
is concerned there should be no discrimina- 
tion by classes. 

On a show of hands, part 1 of the recom- 
mendation (4) appeared to be accepted with- 
out dissent. 

Mr. CLEEVE Barr: The second part of (4) 
is that there should be no differentiation so 
far as election to the Council is concerned 
by categories of employment or occupation. 
The Committee, in discussing this, had con- 
siderable sympathy with the pint of view 
that salaried assistants in public or private 
offices should have a special group of seats 


on the Council, but, 


after discussing the 
matter for some time, we turned that down, 


for several reasons. First, it is always diffi- 
cult to ensure that the assistants who are 
elected are really the people who should 
be elected to represent a group of that kind. 
Secondly, if the whole character of the Coun- 
cil is made more democratic assistants should 
be able to secure election. The main objec- 
tion, however, was that as soon as we allow 
sectional representation of any kind it is very 
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difficult to refuse it to all the other sections 
that want special representation. 

Mr. L. O. Woopwarp (L): If we do not 
have a proportion of employed architects on 
the Council, there is almost bound to be a 
tendency for the better-known architects to 
be members of the Council. They are 
gentlemen who are on the Council to support 
and build up the reputation of the Institute 
and of architects as a whole, but they are 
also keen business men, and as business men 
they will pay no more than they have to for 
their assistants. 

The show of hands indicated a very large 
majority in favour. 


Recommendations (5) to (7) 


Mr. CLeeve Barr: I have grouped 
together (5), (6) and (7). At the moment 
roughly half the Council consists of Presi- 
dents, some of whom are elected for twelve 
months and some for two years. I think 
they will agree that it takes them a year on 
the Council to get used to its ways, and that 
a three-year term would be much more effec- 
tive. The implication of this is that it would 
be very likely that in the Allied Society 
regions the representatives would not neces- 
sarily be the Presidents. (6) is that the 
Council should be no larger than it is now. 
It now has 72 members, and we are unani- 
mous in feeling that that is a little too large 
and that slightly fewer would mean a more 
convenient executive. Then there is (7): 
‘The present provision by which a member 
of Council] may not serve continuously for 
more than six years should be retained, sub- 
ject to the provision set out at paragraph 3 
(b).. We thought that that was good demo- 
cratic practice. The provision in para. 3 (b) 
is that after six years a member of Council 
who was due to retire could be appointed 
an honorary officer, which means Hon. 
Secretary, Hon. Treasurer or a Vice-Presi- 
dent. There are obvious cases of outstand- 
ing people, and I think there were three at 
least who have had to retire from the Coun- 
cil under that rule in the last year who had 
the qualities and outstanding position and 
should have been more continuously effective 
as honorary officers. 

Mr. BRYAN Westwoop (F): I think that 
three years is unnecessarily long. Two years 
would be sufficient and would mean that 
more people would have an opportunity to 
serve on the Council. 

Mr. G. P. Bett (A): Is it the intention to 
hold general Council elections every third 
year, or would one-third of the C ouncil retire 
each year? 

THE PRESIDENT : 
year. 

Mr. R. M. ButTron: Do the Council meet 
and take decisions or do they appoint some 
inner cabinet? It does not seem to me that 
72 members can form a very efficient execu- 
tive all the time. 

THe Presipent: There is an Executive 
Committee which is much smaller than the 
Council, but quite often the full Council 
exercises the executive power and expresses 
strong opinions on various matters. 

Mr. D. H. McMorran (F): May I remind 
Mr. Button that there is no constitutional 
provision, so far as I know, in the Charter 
or By-laws for the existence of this so-called 
Executive Committee? 

Mr. J. Raprorp (A): Is it possible to 
suggest how in the revised Council an Execu- 
tive—and there is probably great need for 
one—is going to be elected? 

Mr, CLeeve Barr: It has not been con- 
sidered, because we have not yet had time 
to get to the question of the By-laws, under 
which will come the Committee structure. 

Mr. K. Neaton (F): Will each Allied 
Society be represented by one member, as at 
present, or will there be some alteration? 


One-third will retire each 
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Mr. Cleeve Barr: That has not been 
finally discussed by the Committee, but my 
personal interpretation of the implication of 
what we are considering is that each Allied 
Society should have one representative, re- 
gardless of size. 

Miss STELLA M. Scott (A): If an archi- 
tect is elected as a member of the Council 
for a region, and leaves that region early in 
his period of office, will he continue to be 
a member? 

Mr. CLeeve Barr: We have not con- 
sidered that. We must think about it. 

The show of hands indicated that there 
was little if any opposition to these recom- 
mendations. 


Recommendations (8) to (12) 


Mr. Creeve Barr: I have grouped (8), 
(9), (10), (11) and (12). The significant point 
about (8) and (9) is the abolition of the pre- 
sent By-law which provides that the honorary 
officers shall be appointed only from the 
class of Fellows, and the appointment of the 
Hon. Secretary and Hon. Treasurer from 
elected members of the Council. 

Mr. GeorGe Wuirsy (F): Can Mr. Barr 
explain why the Committee consider that 
Associates would not make good Presidents? 

Mr. CLEEVE BarR: We shall be glad to 
consider your point of view on the matter. 

Mr. G. T. West (A): I think that that last 
remark throws an interesting light on the 
present situation, which is that very largely 
the authority and the attraction of the class 
of Fellow has gone. The Council might well 
consider what should be done in the circum- 
stances to reinstate the Fellowship as a class 
to which all members would wish to attain. 

THe PresIDENT: I can say that this is very 
much before the Council now. 

Mr. C. P. HoweLts: Is it now possible 
for the Hon. Secretary and the Hon. 
Treasurer not to be elected members of the 
Council?—Tue PresIDENT: It is. 

Mr. Howe tts: Might it be difficult to 
obtain a person with suitable qualifications? 
Has it been difficult in the past to inveigle 
suitable people into these offices?—THE 
PRESIDENT: The problem has been that when 
someone has been going off the Council he 
could not be given one of these offices, 
although he may have had experience and 
be suitable. 

Mr. Howe tts: I am wondering whether 
it has ever been difficult to obtain an Hon. 
Secretary or Hon. Treasurer from among the 
people who have been elected to the Council, 
—TuHE Presipent: I do not think so. 

Mr. CLEEVE Barr: The Committee took 
the view that, even if it had been difficult 
on occasions, with the proposed revision of 
the Council, by which members were elected 
for three years, that difficulty should be 
removed. 

On a show of hands recommendations (8) 
to {11) appeared to have unanimous 
approval. Recommendation (12) was 
approved by a considerable majority. 


Recommendations (13) and (14) 


Mr. CLeeve Barr: Perhaps (13) and (14) 
should be considered together, because they 
concern the two outside bodies now repre- 
sented not as integral parts of the RIBA, as 
the Allied Societies are, but as bodies hav- 
ing members other than members of the 
RIBA. So far as the AA is concerned, the 
Committee, in pursuance of the policy that 
only elected members should be on the Coun- 
cil, at first ruled out all other bodies, but at 
a second meeting they reconsidered the case 
of the AA, because of its very long associa- 
tion with the RIBA, for over a hundred years, 
and the fact that it was responsible for the 
beginning of the examination system and 
shared the same building with the Institute 
for many years and so on. I think it is true 


to say that it is largely on sentimental 
grounds that the Committee recommend, in 
(13), that the AA _ representation be 
continued. 

So far as the ABT is concerned, it has 
been represented on the Council since about 
1919. It is obvious that:both the AA and 
the ABT have important contributions to 
make in their own fields, but it was felt that 
to give the ABT a vote would be, in ¢ffect, to 
give RIBA members in the ABT a third vote 
compared with the others. 

Miss HERMIONE MarTIN (A): If we do 
not have a representative of the AA on the 
Council we must have a proper London 
society, or societies, as Mr. Sibthonp has 
suggested. 

Mr. THURSTON WILLIAMS (A): I am 
Chairman of the Provisional Executive Com- 
mittee of the Local Government Architects 
Society. We are going to recommend our 
members, at a meeting to be held on January 
31, not to seek special representation on the 
RIBA Council. It is my hope that both the 
other organisations concerned will do like- 
wise and so resolve this issue. We believe 
that representation of salaried architects 
can be done through the normal constitu- 
tion of the Institute and that our members 
should seek representation in that way. 

After considerable discussion, a show of 
hands revealed a very large majority in 
favour of no representation for either body. 


Recommendations (15) to (17) 

Mr, CLeEVE Barr: I propose taking (15), 
(16) and (17) together. There are good 
reasons for making an exception to the 
general principle for the two ex-officio mem- 
bers in (16), but why should the latter be a 
Fellow? The answer is that the Chairman 
of the Board of Architectural Education is 
also Chairman of the Committee which 
admits Fellows, and it seems reasonable that 
Fellows should be judged by their peers. 
We recommend that both these Chairmen 
should be ex-officio members of Council 
because of the importance of these two Com- 
mittees to the RIBA. 

Mr. A. N. Harris (A): Are these two 
officers more or less permanent, or are they 
elected every so often?—Tue Secretary: 
Usually the Chairman of the Registration 
Committee holds office for three years, and 
the Chairman of the Board for two years. 

Mr. Harris: Then would not the case be 
met if those two officers were appointed from 
members of the Council, so as to save two 
seats on the Council?—TuHe PRESIDENT: 
That is a very good suggestion. 

Mr. Cleeve Barr: I should prefer some- 
one with longer experience on the Council 
that I have to speak about that, but it seems 
to me a practicable suggestion THE PREsI- 
DENT: We will consider it. 

Mr. Georce Wuairsy: Arising out of the 
question of salaried and official architects, 
I agree with the policy laid down that they 
should not have special representation, but 
there is one problem which has not been 
dealt with and which I should like the Com- 
mittee to consider further, and that is the 
salaries and negotiations side. It is linked 
with the question of whether these various 
bodies should be part of the Council or 
whether some separate body should be 
formed to represent salaried and official 
architects. 

THe Hon. Secretary (Mr. Richard Shep- 
pard): The whole Committee structure is 
under revision, and negotiations about terms 
and conditions of service, salaries and so on 
will be taken care of by the Professional 
Relations Committee. The matter is being 
considered carefully not only in relation to 
the Council but in relation to other bodies 
such as the Local Government Society and 
the ABT. 

Mr. D. H. McMorran: When you take 
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a show of hands, Sir, will you take (16) sepa 
rately? I believe that we have found a way 


of meeting this point logically. 

The result of the show of hands was that 
(15) and (17) were approved without dissent, 
but there was a large majority against (16). 


Recommendations (18) to (21) 

Mr. Cieeve Barr: The last four recom- 
mendations together al] dea] with the ques- 
tion of overseas members. At the moment 
overseas members do not have a vote, though 
they constitute 20 per cent of the member- 
ship. 

the big question here is the representation 
of Allied Societies overseas, We think that 
in the long term the best plan, as I said 
earlier, is to work towards a Federal Con- 
sultative Council, and that we should set 
up a committee to get in touch with the 
Overseas societies and discuss that objective. 
In the meantime, the five deputies in this 
country of the Allied Societies overseas 
should be nominated from elected members 
of the Council. 

Mr. A. G. Linc (F): Although there are 
certain problems which we share in common, 
the great body of the fears and troubles and 
triumphs which we have in this country are 
not shared by members overseas, Is it really 
right that such a large section, right outside 
the general orbit and the day-to-day troubles 
in this country should have such a large say 
in voting for the membership of the Council? 

THe Presipent: That will certainly be 
considered, but I think that it is probably 
the duty of this Council to bring the 
Dominions in more and make this a closer- 
knit body; we are all British architects. 

The recommendations on a show of hands 
appeared to receive unanimous approval.

THe Presipent: I am sure you will all 
realise by now how hard this Constitutional 
Committee have thought and worked and the 
enormity of the problem before them. | 
must thank all of you for the way in which 
you have contributed to their work so help- 
fully. We cannot let this meeting end with- 
out according to Mr. Cleeve Barr and his 
Committee a very hearty vote of thanks. 

The vote of thanks was carried by accla- 
mation, as was a vote of thanks to the Presi 
dent for his conduct of the meeting, proposed 
by Mr. Campbell.

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Presentation of the Royal Gold 
Me 


S$ announced in our last issue, the Queen 
has signified her approval of the recom- 
mendation of the RIBA Council that the 
Royal Gold Medal for the promotion of 
architecture for 1959 be awarded to Pro- 
fessor Mies van der Rohe, Fellow of the 
American Institute of Architects. Comment: 
ing on the award at his Press conference on 
January 7 the President, Mr. BasiL SPENCE, 
said that the Council had been delighted with 
this decision to give Mies van der Rohe the 
honour he deserved after all these years. He 
added that as he thought it was fitting that 
the President himself should perform the 
ceremony, the presentation would not take 
place in April as usual, when he would be 
on his African tour, but had been arranged 
for May 26. 

Mr. Spence also spoke of the pleasure he 
had in detecting the ‘ militant attitude’ of 
the Council to the question of architecis 
being consulted in the design of the new 
motorways. In their fight for recognition by 
the Ministry of Transport they were bring- 
ing in with them the Town Planning Insti- 
tute, the Allied Societies and the Institute 
of Landscape Architects. This was a matter 
that they had got to press and not let go 
by default. There seemed to be no balance 
in the roads programme, and it was just 
here that architects, who were trained to 
think broadly, could help as members of 
the design team. 

On the constitutional reform of the Royal 
Institute, the President contented himself by 
saying that a ‘ healthy atmosphere ’ prevailed 
on the approach to this question.

Presidential Bust——-The Council gave 
approval to a proposal made by the Presi- 
dent that he should have a bust to mark 
his term of office instead of the customary 
portrait.

‘ Sunday Times’ Competition

Although the use of the Hampton site 
for the National Gallery may be delayed 
by as long as 25 years, The Sunday 
Times is offering to architects of the 
Commonwealth and registered students of 
the Royal Institute of British Architects 
prizes to the total of £5,000 for designs 
for-the use of this site and an area com- 
pleting the island on which the National 
Gallery and the National Portrait Gallery 
stand. It is doing so in the belief that 
architects of the present generation should 
have the fullest opportunity of expressing 
themselves on this subject and that the 
public should have the fullest opportunity 
of debating the opportunities before the 
eventual decisions are taken. 

The competition will be conducted in 
consultation with the Royal Institute of 
British .Architects, and The Sunday 
Times will be advised on the award by 
the following panel of architect-asses- 
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sors: Sir William Holford, FRIBA, Mr. 
Peter Chamberlin, FRIBA and Mr.

‘INCENTIVES IN THE BUILDING 
INDUSTRY’ 
BRS Report Published 


A BUILDING Research Station report* 
published on January 9 shows that 
incentive bonus schemes have an important 
contribution to make to building efficiency. 
The maximum benefit can only be derived, 
however, if they are integrated into a 
rational pattern of management. 

The report states principles for the form 
of an incentive scheme and its method of 
operation if it is to be successful: 

1. Operation targets, coupled with a 
recording system giving operation costs, 
Should be used whenever possible. Opera- 
tions should be: (a) visual stages of work; 
(b) of about one week’s duration; (c) con- 
tinuous jobs with no hold-ups for other 
trades. 

2. The scheme should be designed to suit 
individual needs and local conditions. This 
calls for flexibility in: (a) targets, to suit 
the local productivity of labour; (b) the 
percentage of ‘saving’ paid as bonus; (c) 
distribution of bonus. The operatives on 
each site should decide the method of sharing 
within the bonus group or gang. 

3. It is necessary to safeguard the quality 
of work by: (a) making site staff indepen- 
dent of production bonus; (b) improving site 
supervision of quality. 

Conciusions regarding the methods of 
operation of an incentive scheme are:— 

1. Accurate and _ well-balanced targets 
should be maintained by the systematic use 
of cost information from all! the firm’s sites 
and by close consultation with its site staff. 

2. The incentive effect of a scheme is 
greatest when: (a) it is given a central posi- 
tion in the organisation of the firm, especi- 
ally if administered by the contract manage- 
ment side. There should be close liaison 
between estimating and the fixing of target 
bonus rates. (b) The principles of the scheme 
are kept simple and are explained to the 
operatives so that they can calculate their 
own bonuses. (c) The bonus units are small 
gangs. (d) The bonus paid is the actual 
amount of bonus earned; there should be 
no extra payments; there should be no limit 
on the amount of bonus that can be earned. 
(e) The bonus is paid weekly and as soon as 
possible after the completion of the opera- 
tion. (f) The scheme covers as tar aS pos- 
sible all the work on. the site. 

3. Good labour relations on the site are 
an aid to productivity and should be encour- 
aged by: (a) presenting the targets to the 
operatives for agreement before the work 
starts; (b) establishing a recognised channel 
for complaints. 

4. Provision should be made to allow tar- 
gets to be eased on a particular site if 
adequate reason is established. 

5. Disputes or complaints should be dea!t 
with speedily and in close consultation with 
the site staff.

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STRUCTURAL LIGHTWEIGHT CONCRETE 


By J. E. Guest, MiStructE 


IGHTWEIGHT concrete has been 

produced in this country for many 
years, but largely as an insulating material 
with little strength. In other countries, 
notably Sweden and the USA, concretes 
with compressive strengths of 2,000 Ib. 
per sq. in. and upwards, and densities of 
less than 115 Ib. per cu. ft., have been 
used structurally and their use is increas- 
ing. With a greater interest in multi-storey 
structures such concrete is becoming of 
interest in this country. During the last 
few years more artificially produced light- 
weight aggregates have become available 
and it is possible to predict a consider- 
able future for these materials, particu- 
larly as more and more plants come into 
production so that suitable aggregates 
may be obtained economically through- 
out the country. 

The advantages of lightweight struc- 
tural concrete for precast members will 
be obvious to anyone who has had to 
design a structure so that the available 
cranes may handle the members econo- 
mically. There is also the saving in the 
framework and foundations to be con- 
sidered. A simple and obvious case is 
that of steel beams supporting an office 
floor: consider precast flooring units 
spanning 12 ft. on to steel beams of 25 ft. 
span. If lightweight concrete units, 
weighing 115 lb. per cu. ft., are used the 
saving in structural steel per bay, com- 
pared with the case when normal con- 
crete units are used, is } cwt. per bay. 
This saving is not inconsiderable in a 
large structure. 


A more interesting example is quoted 
in a recent article in the Journal of the 
American Concrete Institute, where pos- 
sible designs are compared for a multi- 
storey flat-plate structure (a flat-plate 
floor is one in which the slab is supported 
directly on the columns without the use 
of beams; it is a special case of the 
‘mushroom’ floor, used here for many 
years, where the slab, without beams, is 
supported on enlarged heads of the 
columns). Table 1 gives the dead weight 
of the various floors, the weight per sq. 
ft. of steel reinforcement required, and as 
a typical guide only the comparative 
costs per unit area for the various floors 
based on actual costs in the USA in 195]. 
A further point of interest is the reduc- 
tion in the sizes of columns or in the 
reinforcement which is made possible by 
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Typical graphs showing the average relationship in lightweight concrete between : 


the lighter structure. It is, of course, pos- 
sible to use normal concrete of high com- 
pressive strength for the columns, in con- 
junction with the lightweight concrete 
floors. 

For a twelve-storey flat-slab building 
recently designed by the writer the 
columns in the lowest storey were 18-in. 
square and contained 14 bars 1%-in. 
diameter: if the slabs were constructed 
in lightweight concrete the reinforcement 
in these columns could have been reduced 
to 10 bars 14-in. diameter, thus saving 17 
Ib. of steel per foot of column. A further 
use has been found for lightweight con- 
crete where another storey or other 
stories have had to be added to existing 
buildings. The original building may 
have been designed for, say, two addi- 
tional floors in normal concrete. By 
reducing the dead weight it has, in some 
cases, been found possible to add three 
or four storeys. 


Properties of Lightweight Structural 
Concrete 


Generally speaking there are three ways 
of producing lightweight concrete: 
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light weight but little strength and is used 
mainly for insulation. The second method 
is the one generally adopted for struc- 
tural products, the density and strength 
of the concrete depending on the type and 
grading of aggregate used, the propor- 
tions of the mixture, and the amount of 
compaction. 

A recent report of the American Con- 
crete Institute defines structural light- 
weight concrete as having a compressive 
strength at 28 days of not less than 2,000 
lb. per sq. in. and an air-dry weight not 
greater than 115 Ib. per cu. ft. Basically 
it is concrete of this description that is 
most promising for structural purposes. 
There are several aggregates available in 
this country suitable for the manufacture 
of such concrete: their general properties 
will be discussed later. While the physical 
properties of the concretes made from 
these various aggregates show very similar 
trends it must be emphasised that one 
should select the aggregate first and 
obtain the design data for the particular 
aggregate by experiment oneself, or in 
collaboration with the manufacturers 
until experience shows the values to be 
generally obtained in practice. The fol- 
lowing rates give a general guide to the 
most important structural properties: 

Compressive Strength—The compres-

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sive strength, density, cement content and 
water<cement ratio are inter-related in 
lightweight concrete as they are with 
normal concrete. Tests carried out in the 
USA show that the rates of gain of 
strength of lightweight concrete and 
normal concrete are similar to an age of 
90 days, but that after that age the rate 
of gain of strength of lightweight con- 
crete is slower. This, however, does not 
normally affect design as for most appli- 
cations of lightweight concrete, as in pre- 
cast members or in floor-slabs cast in-situ, 
the strength at 28 days or earlier is the

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criterion. The introduction in the latest 
revision of Code of Practice No. 114 of 
the so-called * age-factor’ applies to the 
design of columns and foundations; in all 
these cases one would not generally use a 
lightweight-concrete. Typical graphs 
showing the average relationship between 
compressive strength and density; com- 
pressive strength and cement content; and 
compressive strength and water-cement 
ratio are shown in Figs. | to 3. 

Modulus of Elasticity—Tests by the 
Building Research Station on an aggre- 
gate produced in Britain gave values of 
the modulus of elasticity, E, about one 
half of those to be expected from normal 
concretes of the same range of strengths. 
Typical values were an E of 1.6 for a 
compressive strength of 2,600 lb. per sq. 
in., and an E of 2.7 for a strength of 
5,900 Ib. per sq. in. Tests on several 
aggregates in the USA gave static modulus 
of elasticity values between 53 and 82 
per cent of those of normal gravel aggre- 
gates. The value of m, the modular 
ratio, is often taken as 20. 

Shrinkage-—The drying shrinkage of 
lightweight-aggregate concrete is gener- 
ally greater than that of normal concrete. 
Tests have shown the shrinkage of the 
former to be from 1.0 to 1.4 times that 
of the latter. For normal aggregate con 
crete the coefficient of shrinkage is often 
taken as 0.04 per cent; for a particular 
lightweight concrete values between 0.06 
and 0.07 per cent have been obtained. 
However, the effects of this slightly 
greater shrinkage are not so serious as 
might be expected because of the lower 
modulus of elasticity. Thus the stresses 
due to shrinkage are likely to be smaller 
for lightweight concrete than for normal 
concrete. Experience in the USA also 
confirms that little or no trouble is to 
be expected from shrinkage. 

Shear Strengeth—Few tests have been 
reported to assess the strength in shear. 
From the available evidence it would 
seem that the shearing strength is slightly 
lower than that of normal concrete, but 
that an adequate load-factor may be 
obtained. 

Poisson's ratio.—An American investi- 
gator, J. J. Shideler, reports that the static 
values of Poisson’s ratio are about the 
same for lightweight concrete and normal 
concrete; the ratio is 0.2. 


Coefficient of Creep 

Creep.—This is a long-term irreversible 
strain of particular importance in the 
design of prestressed concrete. Little 
information is currently available about 
the creep of lightweight aggregates obtain- 
able in this country, but it is hoped that 
tests on one aggregate will be completed 
and the results published shortly. It 1s 
not expected that the coefficient of creep 
of lightweight concrete will be more than 
50 per cent greater than that of normal 
concrete, and indeed. it may be less. 
American tests have shown that some 
lightweight aggregate concretes had a 
smaller creep than sand-gravel concretes. 
particularly at early ages, but at one year 
six of seven lightweight concretes had a 
greater creep. These tests also showed 
that creep decreased rapidly as com- 
pressive strength increased to about 6,500

Ib. per sq. in. For normally reinforced 
lightweight concrete the previously sug- 
gested modular ratio of. 20 would be 
satisfactory; for prestressed lightweight 
concrete more detailed data than can be 
given here should be obtained from the 
manufacturers. 

Bond Strength.— Adequate 
strength should generally be 
with lightweight concrete. 

Deflection—Because of the lower 
values of the modulus of elasticity the 
deflection of lightweight concrete will 
be about 25 per cent greater than that of 
normal concrete members of the same 
size under the same conditions. Forecast- 
ing the deflection of a reinforced con- 
crete member is a notoriously hazardous 
business, and for want of better know- 
ledge and greater experience of light- 
weight concrete it is suggested that the 
depths of lightweight members should be 
increased by 10 per cent compared with 
normal concretes wherever the deflection 
is in question. 

The thermal conductivity of lightweignt 
concrete is much lower than that of 
normal concretes: values of K of 5 com- 
pared with 10 for normal concretes have 
been suggested. Connected with this is 
the problem of condensation, and, of 


bond 
obtained 


course, condensation will be greatly 
reduced by the use of lightweight 
concrete. Nearly all the lightweight 
aggregates used for structural con- 
cretes are produced by a _ burning 


process at extremely high temperatures 
and consequently it may be confidently 
expected that the fire-resisting qualities of 
these concretes would be extremely good. 

The durability of lightweight aggre- 
gate concrete is generally regarded as 
good. It has an excellent resistance to 


frost action and other weathering effects. 
These concretes have been used in the 
construction of sea-going ships and 
barges from the first world war to the 
second world war, when no less than 104 
such vessels were built in the USA and in 
Great Britain. A notable use in exposed 
conditions is for bridge decks, an example 
being the San Francisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge. In Fig. 4 is shown the ore storage 
yards at Ravenscraig, for Messrs. Col- 
villes, Ltd., of Glasgow, where the walls, 
32 ft. high and 800 ft. long, were con- 
structed of blast furnace slag aggregate. 


Lightweight Aggregates 


While certain natural aggregates such 
aS pumice may be used for insulating 
concrete, the lightweight aggregates used 
for structural concrete are all manufac- 
tured. The chief ones are air-cooled blast 
furnace slag, the specially manufactured 
expanded clays and shales, and the aggre- 
gates made from pulverised fuel ash. 

Blast furnace slag aggregate produced 
to BS1047 is eminently suitable for use 
as an aggregate. It has a density not less 
than 78 Ib. per cu. ft. and is generally 
used in conjunction with normal sand as 
a fine aggregate. The Standard limits the 
stability, sulphur content, water absorp- 
tion and grading. Extensive tests have 
proved that the aggregate has no dele- 
terious effects on steel reinforcement. 
Like most manufactured aggregates it is 
angular and tends to give a harsh con- 
crete: hence to obtain satisfactory work- 
ability careful consideration should be 
given to the proportioning of the mixture.

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full or partial expansion and fusion of 
the material. It may be obtained by using 
a rotary kiln or by sintering the raw 
material. The process was first perfected 
in the USA by Stephen J. Hayde in 1917. 
The material thus produced has been com- 
mercialised in the USA and Canada under 
the name Haydite: since 1920 when it 
was first manufactured commercially 
several million cubic yards of the aggre- 
gate have been used in monolithic con- 
crete and precast products. Haydite is 
not yet available in this country, but 
licences for its manufacture may be 
obtained. 

An expanded clay aggregate produced 
by a horizontal sinter-hearth process is 
available in this country under the name 
of Aglite. The fine grade has a bulk 
density of about 60 Ib. per cu. ft. and 
the medium grade has a bulk density of 
about 37 |b. per cu. ft. The manufac- 
turers state that a concrete with a weight 
of 108 Ib. per cu. ft. will give a minimum 
works cube crushing strength of 3,750 lb. 
per sq. in. at 7 days, and 5,000 Ib. per 
sq. in. at 28 days; a concrete with a 
weight of 100 Ib. per cu. ft. will give com- 
parable strengths of 2,000 Ib. and 3,000 
Ib. per sq. in. The recommended work- 
ing compressive stresses in bending for 
these two concretes are 1,250 lb. and 750 
Ib. per sq. in. The shearing stresses 
recommended for these compressive 
stresses are 90 Ib. and 75 Ib. per sq. in. 
respectively. The suggested bond stresses 
associated with these stresses are: average 
bond, 100 Ib. and 65 Ib. per sq. in., and 
local bond, 150 lb. and 100 Ib. per sq. 
in. The writer, using 1:1.6:2.2 mixture 
of cement, sand and medium Aglite, with 
a workability agent, has obtained 
strengths of 4,300 lb. per sq. in. at 7 days 
with a density of 115 lb. per cu. ft. 


A well-shaped aggregate made from 
pulverised fuel ash is marketed under the 
name Terlite. It is available in three 
grades, }-in., }-in. and #-in. down; the 
weights per cu. ft. being 48 Ib., 50 Ib., and 
60 Ib. respectively. A 1:2:3 mixture is 
stated to give a crushing strength at 28 
days of 3,000 Ib. per sq. in. for a density 
of 90 Ib. per cu. ft. The aggregate is 
completely inert and free from all com- 
bustible or sulphurous matter. 


Proportioning and Batching 


The differences in the water absorp- 
tion of various lightweight aggregates as 
well as the differences in their angularity 
makes the formulation of rules for pro- 
portioning difficult. As always the best 
method of determining the proportions 
for the mixture is by trial mixes. Most 
lightweight aggregates give a somewhat 
harsh concrete and American experience 
indicates the value of an air-entraining 
agent or other additive to improve work- 
ability, decrease bleeding and assist in 
reducing deficiences in grading. With the 
object of obtaining high-early strength for 
precast products the writer has experi- 
mented with additions of normal sand as 
well as workability agents to obtain the 
optimum combination of weight, strength 
and workability. The result was men- 
tioned in the foregoing: this concrete was 
suitable for most normally reinforced pre- 
cast products, although it required more 


than the usual amount of vibration to 
obtain adequate compaction. In passing 
it is of interest to note that the cost of 
the concrete was very little different to 
that; of normal concrete. 

Generally it is advisable to damp the 
aggregate before introducing the cement; 
this water must, of course, be taken into 
account in calculating the total water 
required in the mixture. This procedure 
leads to a more consistent workability as 
a dry aggregate tends to suck moisture 
from the mixture and produce sudden 
changes in slump. Whether the aggregate 
is dry or not makes little difference to the 
strength as long as the moisture content 
is known and taken into account: dry 
aggregates allow easier control of batch- 
ing, while wet aggregates have less ten- 
dency to segregate than dry aggregates. 
Grading and the proportions of fine to 
coarse aggregate are important. A well- 
graded mixture will have a minimum of 
voids to be filled with cement mortar and 
thus there will be the least use of cement. 
Associated with this will be minimum 
strain due to drying shrinkage and tem- 
perature changes.

EVERYDAY THINGS

LXIII.—Wallpaper 


[* writing about demolition last week 
and the old wallpapers which come to 
light in the process, I found myself think- 
ing what a fascinating material wallpaper 
is and of the changes in fashion which 
it endures. There was a time when it 
nearly died out altogether in favour of 
distempers and synthetic paints, but it 
has come back into its own again with a 
fine flourish, and the designing of it 
affords outlet for the skill of the imagina- 


tive artist and the dauber alike. In think- 
ing around our work we must always 
keep in mind that old and discarded 
materials and methods have a way of 
popping up again, after periods of relega- 
tion. : 

Wallpaper always had a host of virtues 
apart from its decorative value. It 
covered up a multitude of sins—the hair 
cracks in plaster, the blisters, the patch- 
ing, the unevenness of walls; all were 
camouflaged by the wallpaper which had 
both texture and pattern, and in days 
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have devoted considerable study to the 
best proportions and cement contents for 
various strengths under differing condi- 
tions and their recommendations should 
be given consideration first. As a rough 
guide the cement content per cu. yd. of 
concrete is between 500 Ib. and 800 Ib. 
for a 28-day strength of 3,000 Ib. per sq. 
in., and 600 Ib. to 900 Ib. for a strength of 
4,000 Ib. per sq. in. As with normal con- 
cretes the minimum amount of mixing 
water consistent with adequate work- 
ability should be used; wetter mixtures 
have lower strengths, greater shrinkage, 
less weathering resistance and greater pos- 
sibility of segregation.

gone by wallpaper was cheap. There may 
be some cheap papers today too, although 
1 looked at some the other day which 
cost £7 a piece, but as it would probably 
last as long as the building itself, per- 
haps it was not so dear as it sounds. The 
fact that you can apply wallpaper with 
very little dirt and trouble and by so 
doing revolutionise the character of a 
whole room cheaply and within a matter 
of hours is one of its outstanding virtues. 
It is warm to the touch and does not 
attract condensation. 


I can remember as a boy the many 
wallpapers that were put on my room and 
the joy of being allowed to choose the 
pattern. What fun it was to see the rolls 
draped in front of you whilst you made 
your selection, without any knowledge of 
what was right or wrong for the room. 
You chose what you liked within the 
price range which you were permitted by 
your elders and betters, and as they were 
mostly flower patterns anyway you 
couldn’t go far wrong. Much the same 
thing happens to-day. Customers thumb 
through books or have the rolls displayed 
to them, not knowing in the least how 
they are going to look and the poor sales- 
man is at a loss to help as he doesn’t 
know the problem. 


I still think that wallpaper is a care- 
free material. If you go wrong in your 
choice or get tired of it, you can change 
it quite cheaply in a matter of hours. The 
patterns have now become so real that 
you can have a Kentish rag chimney 
breast (Oh, so fashionable!) which can be 
transformed into brick almost within 
minutes, You can have a walnut panelled 
room which can be changed into pine 
boards, or you can dwell in marble halls, 
or rest content with peonies or ships at 
sea. The possibilities of wallpaper are 
really legion andl, for one, am glad that 
the unfashionable season is no longer 
with us. 





POSTGRADUATE 
RESEARCH, EDINBURGH 
Study of Housing 


URTHER details are now available 

of the project (announced in The 
Builder, October 31) for postgraduate 
research to be conducted by the Depart- 
ment of Architecture of Edinburgh 
University, which has been made possible 
by a grant of £30,000 by the Nuffield 
Foundation towards a total expenditure 
for this purpose of £60,000. 

The purpose of the project, states the 
Department of Architecture, is to carry 
through a study in the field of housing 
correlating the problems of the design 
of the basic dwelling units, layout, siting 
and services with social requirements, 
with specific reference to the contrasting 
types of social grouping, and including a 
cost study. This will involve a pfe- 
liminary study of recent experiments in 
this field, and the establishment of a 
technique for the application of relevant 
data to the practical design of the resi- 
dential units. 

The experimental part of the project is 
to carry through two ‘live’ experiments, 
with the collaboration of 

{a) East Lothian County Council as 
Housing Authority for the rural group 
(low density), and 

(b) The New Town Corporation of 

Cumbernauld for the high density 

Housing group. 

The projects are complementary, and in 
order to obtain comparable results, it is 
essential that both ‘be carried through in 
parallel. It is anticipated that the scale of 
the rural project will be in the region of 50-75 
dwellings plus ancillary services, and that of 
the new town may be up to 400-500 dwellings 
for the purposes of the general layout, with 
a sub-group, or groups, within this for de- 
tailed study of planning, construction and 
cost. 


Government Backing 


The general backing of the Government 
Department responsible for Housing in 
Scotland—namely the Department of Health 
—has been obtained, and also the agreement 
of the housing authorities named above, to 
treat the ‘live’ projects on an experimental 
basis. 

It should perhaps be emphasised, says 
the statement, that the research team for 
any building prototype is necessarily com- 
paratively large. Research in this field is 
impossible on a one-man basis. An approach 
is now being made to the DSIR through the 
BRS to provide an additional grant to cover 
the cost of the services of the quantity 
surveyor. It is the intention to make a cost 
study of the projects, involving preliminary 
cost analysis of selected examples of recent 
housing development, and to use this as a 
basis for cost planning the projects. The 
development of cost planning is a very recent 
one, but has been carried out sufficiently 
far to enable this technique to be used dur- 
ing the research period. It is hoped that 
further grants will be available from Carne- 
gie funds to cover the cost of travel. 

The work will be carried out in the 
Department of Architecture in Edinburgh. 
under the direction of the Professor of 
Architecture, Robert Matthew, CBE, ARIBA. 


The first year’s study will be devoted 
mainly to the assembling of basic data, 
including travel and the formulation of 
problems. These fall under the follow- 
ing headings: 1. Social factors. 2. Layout in 
relation to density; traffic; use of open 
spaces; general character of community 
planning. 3. House types. 4. Construction 
and materials. 5. Landscaping. 6. Services 
(heating, drainage, etc.). 7. Costing (includ- 
ing Site Management). 8. Estate Manage- 
ment. 

In the first year, one member of the 
research team will be required to travel for 
the purpose of gathering basic material on 
recent housing developments, both in this 
country and abroad; one member will spend 
some time at the Building Research Station 
to link up with technical research work now 
be carried out in the field of housing. 
Preliminary discussions have taken place with 
the Director of the Building Research 
Station in this connection. 


During the second year, preliminary work 
on the two development projects will take 
place, with the collaboration of the Depart- 
ment of Health for Scotland and the Hous- 
ing Authorities concerned. 


The third and fourth years will see the full 
development of the projects in the field. 


The fifth year will be devoted to the 
assembly evaluation and publication of 
results of research. 


The Research Team 


The team will consist of a group of 
workers under the guidance of the senior 
research architect, and will include a sociolo- 
gist and a quantity surveyor. This basic 
group will continue throughout the whole 


period of study and will have assistance , 


from other departments of the University, 
e.g. departments of Geography, Social Study 
and Engineering. In this connection, pre- 
liminary pilot studies have been carried out 
in the department in 1958 in collaboration 
with a member of the Social Sciences 
Research Centre in the University. 


The project architects will form part of 
the main research group in the first and 
final years; in the second to the fourth years 
the project groups will be responsible for the 
detailed design of the projects in the field. 
The assistant project staff will include archi- 
tects with special knowledge of landscaping, 
services, etc. 


Additional Notes 


Professor Robert Matthew, Head of the 
Department of Architecture, who hopes to 
complete the formation of the nucleus of the 
research team shortly, adds the following 
notes on the research project :— 


The composition of the research team can 
be given in more detail. The basic group, 
which will operate throughout the five years 
of the study, will consist of the senior 
research architect, a sociologist and quantity 
surveyor, with the assistance of a secretary 
and technician. The quantity surveyor will 
carry out a cost study, which will include a 
preliminary cost analysis of selected 
examples of recent housing development, as 
a basis for the cost planning of the two 
‘live’ projects. These live projects will be 
the work of two parallel teams of architects, 
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the leaders of which will take part in the 
general research during the first year. The 
assistant project staff will include architects 
with special knowledge of landscape, build- 
ing science, etc. 

The research project is timed to coincide 
with the growth of the teaching department 
in the University, and a number of appoint- 
ments will be made to the University staff of 
research workers who will be expected to do 
some part-time teaching and may, eventually, 
on the completion of the study, be employed 
as regular teaching staff. The senior 
research architect will be appointed a senior 
lecturer at the University of Edinburgh. 
Some of the regular teaching staff will be 
expected to give part-time services to the 
project, while the number of undergraduates 
remains small. 

All posts will be salaried, and whether sup- 
ported by University or Trust funds will in 
the main be at the lecturer (£900-£1,600) and 
senior lecturer (£1,750-£2,150) standard. 
Some assistant staff salaries will correspond 
to university assistant standard (£700-£850). 
Staff may be appointed for a limited length 
of time, which will not exceed five years. 


LOCAL GOVERNMENT 
STRUCTURE 


Review Begins in March 


THe Local Government Commission for 
England, appointed under the chairmanship 
of Sir Henry Hancock to review the main 
structure of local government and recom- 
mend such changes as they find necessary, 
are first to investigate the following areas, 
starting in March: 

1. The West Midlands Special Review Area, 
comprising the county boroughs of Bir- 
mingham, Dudley, Smethwick, Walsall, 
West Bromwich and Wolverhampton; the 
boroughs of Bilston, Halesowen, Oldbury, 
Rowley Regis, Solihull, Stourbridge, 
Sutton Coldfield, Tipton and Wednesbury ; 
the urban districts of Aldridge, Amble- 
cote, Brierley Hill, Brownhills, Coseley, 
Darlaston, Sedgley, Tettenhall, Wednes- 
field and Willenhall; and the parishes of 
Castle Bromwich and Kingshurst in the 
rural district of Meriden. 

. The rest of Staffordshire, Warwickshire 
and Worcestershire and the counties of 
Herefordshire and Shropshire. 
Bedfordshire, Cambridgeshire, Huntingdon- 
shire, Isle of Ely, Leicestershire, Northamp- 
tonshire, Rutland and the Soke of Peter- 
borough. 

The Commission, who are required by the 
Local Government Act to aim at making 
local government more effective and con- 
venient, have power to make : far-reaching 
proposals. They can propose the creation of 
new county boroughs and the demotion of 
existing ones, the extension of county 
boroughs, the amalgamation of counties and 
alterations of their boundaries. Inside the 
special review areas they can also propose 
changes in districts and the creation of a new 
kind of local government structure—a ‘ con- 
tinuous ’ county with a special distribution of 
functions.

Permission for Re-opening Stone 
Quarries 

Q.—We would be grateful to have your 
advice on the following matter: We are the 
owners of a piece of land in an agricul- 
tural district in which a large industrial pro- 
ject will soon be inaugurated. It is expected 
that there will be a large demand for stone 
as a result of this scheme. There are one 
or two small quarries on our land which 
were worked for stone some years ago, and 
we would like to open them up again. We 
have been informed unofficially, that the 
planning authority will not consent to these 
quarries being worked again and we are 
anxious to know: (a) if it is necessary to 
apply to the planning authority for consent 
to reopen and work these quarries; (b) is it 
within the power of the planning authority 
to refuse permission to work a quarry to 
take stone from a site that has already been 
worked?

A.—A_ Legal Correspondent writes: 
Section 12 of the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act 1947 provides that planning per- 
mission is required for development carried 
out after July 1, 1948. Development is 
defined as (a) the carrying out of building, 
engineering, mining or other operations, or 
(b) making a material change in the use of 
land. The term mining operations is not 
defined, but it undoubtedly covers stone 
quarrying. 

Subsection (5) of section 12 provides that 
permission is not required for the resump- 
tion of certain uses of land, but this does 
not apply to mining operations: see the 
definition of ‘use’ in section 119 and also 
regulation 4 of the Town and Country Plan- 
ning (Minerals) Regulations, 1954, 

Unless there is some planning permission 
issued since July 1, 1948, which could be 
relied on, it seems clear that the answer 
to both questions is ‘ yes.” I would recom- 
mend that applications for permission 
should be made to the local planning 
authority. If that authority refuse, the 
Owners can appeal to the Ministry of Hous- 
ing and Local Government.

Price Fluctuation Claim 


Q.—In December, 1956, we received an 
inquiry from a local authority for the supply 
and erection of a small amount of steelwork 
for additional classrooms to an _ infants’ 
school. Attached to the inquiry was the 
notice ‘Quotation must be based upon the 
RIBA contract.’ 

We duly quoted and received the order 
via the general contractor who submitted 
a sub-contract for our signature. This 
allowed for fluctuations in labour and 
material and we inserted in clause 23 a list 
of basic prices, labour rates and cost of stee] 
as ruling at December 15, 1956. 

By the time the contract was completed a 
national wage award occurred together with 
an increase in the basic steel price. We duly 
submitted our invoice claiming these nett 
increases but the quantity surveyor rejected 
both claims on the grounds that he had 
accepted our quotation on a fixed price basis, 
because our quotation did not state otherwise. 
We telephoned the borough architect and 


he could be of no assistance in helping with 
our claim. 

The general contractor has written us that 
as our quotation did not include a basic 
schedule of material, the fluctuation clause 
should have been deleted from their sub- 
contract and trusting that we would not take 
advantage of this error. 

To be quite honest we do not understand 
the RIBA terms of contract, etc. We would 
appreciate your reply to these questions: 

(1) Has the QS the authority to accept 
our quotation as a fixed price just: because 
we did not state otherwise, bearing in mind: 
—(a) That he made no inquiries from us to 
confirm one way or the other. (b) The 
inquiry from the local authority did not ask 
for a fixed price. In passing, does the RIBA 
form of contract allow for labour and 
material increases? 

(2) If we have a case for the claiming of 
this money, whom do we approach? We do 
not want to take advantage of the general 
contractor’s position if he has made a 
genuine error,

A.—The sub-contractors had the benefit 
of a sub-contract (presumably in the stan- 
dard form agreed between NFBTE and 
FASS) which by clause 23 provides for fluc- 
tuations in wages and the cost of material. 
The sub-contractors inserted the list of basic 
prices required by clause 23. In these cir- 
cumstances the sub-contractors are entitled to 
claim the nett increases referred to. 

The question arises, however, as to 
whether the employer is entitled to say that 
the general contractor made an error in 
entering into a sub-contract containing clause 
23. If so, the general contractor may be 
unable to recover the amount in question 
from the employer. 

The answer to this question must depend 
on the circumstances including the instruc- 
tions given on behalf of the employer to the 
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general contractor with regard to this particu- 
lar sub-contract work. These instructions 
may prove decisive but, if not, it may be 
necessary to consider the circumstances in 
which the sub-contractor tendered. 

The sub-contractor when tendering did not 
state that the tender was subject to fluctu- 
ations. 1 do not consider this important if 
it was the intention of both parties that the 
tender should be submitted on the basis that 
a fluctuation clause would apply. In fact 
the sub-contractor was invited to tender on 
the basis of ‘the RIBA Contract.’ The stan- 
dard form of sub-contract is not in fact an 
RIBA form, but it is so widely used in con- 
junction with the RIBA form of main con- 
tract that one may suspect that the intention 
was to refer to the standard form of sub- 
contract, On the other hand, the intention 
may have been to refer to the RIBA form 
of main contract.’ Like the standard form 
of sub-contract, the RIBA form contains a 
fluctuation clause, but the employer might 
argue that the intention was merely to refer 
to the contractors’ obligations under that 
contract. 

On the facts before me, I think it is quite 
likely that the original intention was that 
the fluctuation clause should apply, In these 
circumstances I do not think that the sub- 
contractors need be hesitant about exercising 
their clear right under the sub-contract to 
claim the increases due under clause 23. 

As to the method of claiming the increases 
I think the proper course in the first instance 
is for the sub-contractor to ask the con- 
tractor to apply to the architect for a certifi- 
cate under clause 11 of the standard form of 
sub-contract. The general contractor is under 
a duty to assist the sub-contractor in this 
matter and, if a certificate is refused, the 
sub-contractor is entitled to the co-operation 
of the main contractor in securing an arbi- 
tration.

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NATIONAL ECONOMY AND THE 
CONSULTING ENGINEER 


Paper at the Royal Society of Arts 


HE president of the International 

Federation of Consulting Engineers, 
Mr, Jucian S. Trirron, MICE, MIiMechE, 
presented a paper entitled ‘The Consulting 
Engineer and his Contribution to the 
National Economy ’ at the Royal Society of 
Arts, John Adamz-street, Adelphi, WC2, on 
December 3. Following are. extracts from 
his paper: 

Design drawings and specifications tell 
the contractor what he has to do; the con- 
ditions of contract lay down how he is to 
do it. There are two main risks to guard 
against. Firstly, actions by the contractor 
to the detriment of the client—such as ex- 
cessive costs or inferior work; and secondly, 
though not so common, unfair treatment of 
the contractor by the client, such as failure 
to pay legitimate claims, or the issuing of 
unwise, misleading or contradictory instruc 
tions. 

It is to avoid such difficulties that there 
has gradually been evolved the client-con- 
sultant-contractor relationship which long 
experience has proved to be extremely 
effective. In this relationship the consultant 
stands between client and contractor to 
ensure fair treatment of both parties; as well 
as providing the best possible engineering 
advice. The conditions of contract, therefore, 
should set out as precisely as possible the 
duties and responsibilities of the three parties 
in relationship to one another. 


Relations With the Architect 


In the period of post-war reconstruction 
in this country, architects play a leading role 
in their responsibility for the design of public 
buildings such as banks, hospitals and other 
major works. 

It is sometimes not realized how great a 
proportion of such |. works — involves 
specialized engineering knowledge. Nowa- 
days the cost of the engineering work in a 
large building represents an ever-growing 
percentage of the total cost. Architects 
appreciate this and frequently advise the 
client to call in a consulting engineer to deal 
with special engineering features involved in 
the design. In such cases it is, of course, 
essential to avoid divided responsibility. 

This difficulty has been overcome in 
France where architects and engineers work 
together under a protocol signed by the two 
professional societies. The agreement divides 
works into four categories, the architect con- 
trolling where the engineering work is 
subsidiary and vice versa. In either case, 
the client only pays one fee to the architect 
or the engineer, whichever is in control, 

In this country architects outnumber con- 
sulting engineers by 10 to one. The propor- 
tion is probably the same in other countries 
such as America where, according to the 
report of the recent OEEC Mission to 
America, consulting engineers are used by 
architects to a far greater extent than in this 
country. It is to be hoped that negotiations 
between the RIBA and the ACE will bring 
about a similar result which will be of bene- 
fit to the client as well as to the two pro- 
fessions. 


In the ever-widening world markets it is 
inevitable that the success of British en- 
gineers should be challenged. In the Com- 
monwealth, many countries which had been 
brought up to look on the mother-country 
as their natural source of supply, now en- 
courage open competition for their engineer- 
ing requirements. Moreover, when funds are 
made available for engineering projects 
through the World Bank and other organisa- 
tions, it is usual for such projects to be open 
to international tender. 

British engineers, whether consultants, 
contractors or manufacturers, are not afraid 
of international competition, provided it is 
fair and the tenders are on a comparable 
basis. A major step to this end was taken 
in 1937 when the ‘ International Conditions 
of Contract for Civil Engineering Works’ 
was signed in Zurich. It was the result of 
some five years’ joint effort by the Federa- 
tion Internationale des Ingenieurs-Conseils 
(FIDIC) for the consulting engineers, and 
the Federation Internationale de Batiment 
et Travaux Publics (FIBTP) for the contrac- 
tors. 

To attain the agreement of 26 nations 
represented in the two Federations on. a 
document of this nature was no mean 
achievement, and its introduction has been 
welcomed by administrations the world over, 
including the World Bank. It contains 73 
clauses and is in two parts—Part I lays down 
the conditions which are common to all 
contracts of this nature. Part II deals with 
conditions of particular. application, those 
which will vary with each particular contract. 
Like their British forerunner the International 
Conditions define the ‘CCC relationship’ 
between the client, consulting engineer and 
contractor, laying down in precise terms the 
responsibilities of each party. They nomi- 
nate ‘The Engineer,” so that the firms 
tendering know who will be responsible for 
supervision of the work, and for adjudicating 
on claims, a point not without its bearing 
on tender prices. In case of eventual dis- 
pute there is a clause providing for arbi- 
tration by the Board of Arbitration of the 
International Chamber of Commerce. 


The Package Bid 

Under a ‘package bid’ the contractor 
undertakes to supply a complete project, 
that is to say his contract covers the design, 
manufacture, construction, erection and 
handing over as a going concern of the plan 
for a given price in a given time. 

To assist British contractors in putting for- 
ward a package bid, where tenders are 
required in this form, the Association of 
Consulting Engineers entered into an agree- 
ment with the Export Group of Civil En- 
gineering Contractors by which the consult- 
ing engineer could act for a contractor in 
getting out designs for the works and assist- 
ing generally with technical advice. 

This collaboration has worked well in 
several cases during the last few years, but 
it would seem that the package bid is going 
out of favour in International tendering in 
preference to the client’s use of consulting 
engineers in the normal way.

Housing Centre Talk 


i} a talk to the Housing Centre Mr. 
GERALD SHEARD, BA, ARIBA (who is 
now in private practice in partnership 
with Mr. Sam Morrison), spoke on ‘ The 
Search for Urban Character.’ Mr. Sheard 
won the Stephenson Travelling Fellow- 
ship and studied the grouping of buildings 
in cities and towns on the Continent. 

The speaker began by saying that archi- 
tects made their pilgrimages to places 
like Marseilles, Scandinavia and else- 
where to take in good architecture and 
returned to this country to find the ,prob- 
lem of sporadic development still staring 
them in the face. Most of the fine housing 
projects to be seen on the Continent and 
here were schemes of flats and not 
housing schemes. It was much easier to 
make urban groups out of flats than out 
of houses. 

The house was part of the English tradi- 
tion. Houses were what most people 
wanted and we must face up to this. He 
and Mr. Morrison had decided to look 
at the English towns where urban group- 
ing had been done to perfection in the 
past. (Mr. Sheard showed a number of 
slides which depicted parts of these and 
other towns to illustrate what had been 
done in the past to accomplish good 
urban grouping and what had been done 
more recently with the opposite result.) 


Establishing Principles 


He and Mr. Morrison had thought they 
might be able to pick out some principles 
which would help them in their task. 
Their approach was simply to go to those 
towns, take a good look at them and see 
what they could take as a pointer for 
their own use. 

They were conscious of one thing, that 
people went in droves at week-ends and 
on holiday to see places like Farnham 
(Surrey), Rye, and Chichester, attractive 
towns of the past. They admired them— 
and they returned to semi-detached estates 
to live. 

There was still a link between the town 
and the countryside, said Mr. Sheard. 
Even to-day the townsman still needed 
the country and the countryman the town 
and if these needs were to be met we 
must maintain the individual character 
of each. 

Speaking of the use of space in towns, 
Mr. Sheard said the buildings should be 
subordinate to the space of the street. As 
corridors in the town, streets were an 
essential means of circulation on foot and 
in vehicles. A lot of towns he and Mr. 
Morrison had looked at were built on 
either linear or radial lines. The traffic 
was funnelled into the centre of the town, 
whether it was of the linear type or radial. 
This was nonsensical under present con- 
ditions. 

Mr. Sheard advocated bringing traffic 
into the town in a ‘ peaceful, controlled 
way. Pedestrian circulation could be 
mainly in the form of footpaths and 
alleys which the traffic could not use. In 
this way short cuts could be provided for 
pedestrians and the roads from and to 
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the houses and the shops could be most 
direct and safest for vehicles. 


Referring to density, he said it was a 
yardstick for the planner, but it was 
neither a prescription for nor a cure for 
lack of character in planning. Applied 
evenly over an area of land it could only 
result in monotony. In - dealing with 
density it was a question of not what you 
did, but how you did it. 


The English town derived much of its 
quality from the diversity of the func- 
tions going on in it and the diversity of 
the social character of the people living 
in it. Why should not some factories be 
permitted in a residential area? Why con- 
fine all the shops to something called a 
shopping centre? 


‘Too Tidy’ Planning 


Mr. Sheard expressed the opinion that 
we were too tidy in our planning of towns 
and estates to-day. He then described, 
with the aid of slides, a planning prin- 
ciple which he and his partner had 
evolved and which they called the * globe’ 
principle. There was a main road to 
bring the traffic into the centre and to the 
houses. When the driver of a car was 
approaching the residential neighbour- 
hood he was immediately made aware of 
this by a marked change in the road sur- 
face, which changed to a rough texture.” 
Then the car had to negotiate a six-inch 
change in level. In this way the planners 
tried to bring the car immediately under 
control. Then they put in a corner which 
slowed the car down to about 7 m.p.h., 
a speed which, they maintained, was per- 
fectly safe for everybody. The sole pur- 
pose of the street was to bring the vehicles 
to the houses; it was not a through street. 

Every house in‘ that part of the town 
had a private garden. Of the houses, 98 
per cent had garages which were integral 
with the house, the remainder and the 
flats had block garages. 


In this particular plan there were to be 
54 dwellings on 24 acres, including twelve 
flats, a detached house and one bungalow. 
The buildings were to be two and three 
storeys. 


HOUSE BUILDING DELAYS 


Rigid Penalty Clause Advocated 


So LONG as local authorities accepted the 
lowest tender there would continue to be 
delay in house building, Cir. F. V. 
MAGNESS stated at a meeting of Willenhall 
(Staffs) Town Council on January 6. He 
urged that after obtaining completion date 
from the contractors a stiff penalty clause 
should be imposed and rigidly applied. 

CLLR. J. Davis accused the Council of 
developing into a ‘snail-like’ authority in 
completion of new houses. ‘It is outrageous 
for this authority to have to keep humbling 
themselves by interviewing contractors direct 
to boost up morale. It is no use having 200 
or 300 houses on contract unless you are 
going to have them completed in a reason- 
able time,’ he said. CLLR. C. Brown, House 
Building chairman, said the first contract 
was out for 149 houses and they were nego- 
tiating for another 57. Progress had been 
slow through no fault of the Council. 


STALINGRAD HYDRO- 
ELECTRIC STATION 


From a Correspondent 


Sie first turbine of the Stalingrad Hydro- 
Electric Station on the Volga has begun 
generating electricity—a year ahead of 
schedule. When completed, this station will 
be the biggest in the world. 

The station has a projected capacity of 
2,563,000 kW and will generate 11,000 mil- 
lion kW in average years and up to 14,000 
million in best years. Surprisingly, this is 
nearly 50 per cent more than was generated 
by the whole Soviet Union in 1931. 

It has taken seven years to harness the 
Volga, the largest river in Europe. At Stalin- 
grad the flow amounts to about 1,760,000 
gallons per second. In order to dam the 
river the builders have had to shift about 
170 million cubic yards of earth and lay 
over 5,700,000 cubic yards of concrete. They 
dug a 175-acre pit and built a dam with a 
water face over three miles long, and a two- 
and-a-half-mile cableway across the river. 
Hundreds of big machines worked simultane- 
ously on a construction site with a total area 
of about 46 square miles. 

The first of the Stalingrad’s 22 turbo- 
generators, which went jnto operation just 
before Christmas, has a capacity of 115,000 
kW. It took three railway trains to bring it 
to the construction site. 


The Stalingrad ‘ Sea’ 


One of the country’s biggest reservoirs— 
the man-made Stalingrad Sea, has begun to 
fill and it will ultimately stretch in a three- 
mile belt for about 370 miles upstream and 
will cover an area of 1,100 square miles. The 
towns of Saratov, Kamyshin and Engelsk 
will all become river ports. All this marks 
another step in the early completion. of the 
Greater Volga Scheme, which has now been 
pressed forward for more than a quarter of 
a century. 

According to this plan the Volga, which is 
about 2,300 miles long, is to be turned into 
a first class transport, irrigation and power- 
generating waterway with a string of mighty 
hydro-electric stations, and ‘stairways’ of 
shipping locks. Other man-made seas are 
also envisaged. The completion of the 
Stalingrad project (the sixth on the Volga) 
and of the giant reservoir holding more than 
6,600,000 million gallons of water will 
change the Volga’s lower reaches beyond 
recognition. The depth of the Stalingrad 
Sea will be about 100 ft—sufficient for large 
passenger and cargo vessels. The giant 
reservoir will help to irrigate the arid Volga 
areas and the Caspian Lowlands through a 
system of irrigation canals. 

Undoubtedly, the Stalingrad Station is of 
great importance for the advancement of 
modern electrical engineering. The high- 
voltage Stalingrad-Moscow line for transmit- 
ting thousands of millions of kilowatt-hours 
of electricity will be the longest in the 
USSR—a total leneth of 600 miles. The 
building of the Stalingrad-Donbas direct 
current line, a project now being discussed, 
will, it is claimed, be the latest thing in elec- 
trical engineering. It will make it possible 
to employ voltages of the order of 800,000 
and to bring about a sharp reduction in the 
loss of electric power. Direct current trans- 
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missions of electricity opens up great pros- 
pects for carrying electric power over vast 
distances, which is quite impossible when 
using alternating current. 

The abundant electricity generated by the 
Stalingrad turbines will be supplied to the 
towns and villages of the Donbas, the Mos- 
cow, Tambov, Voronezh and Ryazan regions 
and the adjacent Volga areas. When com- 
plete electrification is carried out the rural 
areas will be linked to the Stalingrad-Mos- 
cow line. Furthermore, a substantial part 
of the power generated by the new station 
will be used to electrify the railways. 


STOCK BRICK MANUFACTURERS’ 
ASSOCIATION 
President’s Report for 1958 


| oy presenting his annual report to the 
Stock Brick Manufacturers’ Association 
at a meeting held on December 31 at 14 
Victoria-street, EC4, Mr. J. E. WILts, 
president, said: ‘During the past year the 
attempt to achieve and maintain economic 
stability has met with a marked degree of 
success and I am particularly impressed by 
the fact that the Board of Trade Price Index 
of house building materials (1954 equals 
100) has been provisionally recorded for 
October at 111.3 compared with 113.5 a year 
earlier, which clearly indicates that the 
building materials producers have played 
their part. 

‘It is unfortunate,” he went on, ‘that 
coupled with the economic difficulties, we in 
the brick industry have had to face a 
marked increase in production costs in 
seasonal units throughout what has been a 
year of particularly bad  brickmaking 
weather. Although we have mechanized to 
a high degree there is nevertheless still an 
appreciable reliance upon seasonal produc- 
tion and indeed there are many architects 
who still favour seasonal hand-made bricks. 


Cause for Optimism 


‘Whilst it is clear that the national 
economy is finely balanced and is therefore 
very sensitive to both internal and external 
pressures, it is in my view justifiable that we 
should approach 1959 in an atmosphere of 
reasonable optimism. When action was 
taken to relieve the serious inflationary 
pressure which was evident last year there 
were a number of schemes at the drawing- 
board stage. Some of these may be capable 
of resuscitation at relatively short notice, 
although the majority will have to be 
redrafted and the teams of technicians and 
workpeople necessary to carry them through 
will have to be reassembled. This will take 
time, but with the coming of the spring the 
prospects of the industry should be much 
more attractive than they have been in the 
recent past. 

* The time and effort and money expended 
in our industry, particularly since the War, 
is reaping its reward and it is gratifying that 
our products are still held in high esteem 
by discerning architects. We are indebted 
to Dr. Green and his staff of the British 
Ceramic Research Association for their 
advice and assistance in our efforts to main- 
tain and improve the quality and range of 
colour of the traditional London Stock 
Brick.”

DIRECT LABOUR EMPLOYEES 


Bonus Scheme Rejected 


DupLey Town Councit has decided not 
to introduce the bonus scheme for employees 
in their housing maintenance department. 
The proposal was submitted to a meeting of 
the council on January 6 by Ap, A. M. 
Sitcox, chairman of the housing committee, 
which had formulated the scheme. Before 
the vote on the proposal was taken ALD. 
H. C. WuHiTeHouseE recalled that only two 
months ago the Department was reorganised. 
He suggested it was only fair that the re- 
organisation should be given a chance to 
show results. 

Trade union leaders warned that imple- 
mentation of such a scheme might result in 
‘some redundancy,’ a housing committee 
report stated. 

The report, which recommended intro- 
duction of a bonus scheme, said that the 
unions had accepted the possibility of 
redundancy. The unions involved were the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Operatives, the Amalgamated Union of 
Building Trade Workers, the Transport and 
General Workers Union and the National 
Society of Painters, The scheme provided 
for the setting uv of two production com- 
mittees which in consultation with others 
would fix a basic rate for each type of job. 
The equivalent of 80 per cent of labour costs 
saved, it was suggested, should be paid to 
the workers directly engaged on a job while 
the balance would be shared among those 
indirectly employed, after deductions for 
administrative expenses. ‘Similar schemes 
already operate in Birmingham, West Brom- 
wich, Coventry and Smethwick. 


Direct Labour, Birmingham 


A £107,900 PLAN to provide a new depot 
fo. Birmingham Corporation's rapidly 
expanding direct labour building department 
is being recommended to the City Council. 
At present the department uses part of the 
public works depot at Rotton Park-street. 

Established in 1954 the department has 
grown faster than was anticipated, and a new 
site for a permanent depot is being sought 
on part of the public works depot at Tyburn- 
road, Erdington, and on adjoining land.

‘SAFETY BELTS DANGEROUS’ 
Says Steel Erector at Inquest 


ASKED aT a Dudley inquest last month 
why steel erectors did not use safety belts, 
a steel erector told an Inspector of Factories 
‘Most of us laugh at them. They are cum- 
bersome, they get in the way and you can’t 
scramble about. Actually they are 
dangerous.” 

The witness was Mr. Frank Clough, of 
55 Cardinal-crescent, Leeds, a steel erector 
with more than 20 years’ experience. He was 
giving evidence at an inquest on Mr. James 
Reaney (aged 54), a steel erector of 50 High 
Park-road, Leeds, who died after falling 
nearly 30 ft. while helping to erect a new 
building at Blackheath. 

Mr. F. O'CONNELL, also of 50 High Park- 
road, Leeds, said that the deceased was his 
father-in-law. They had been working 
together on the building for about three 
weeks. Mr. O'Connell suggested that Mr. 
Reaney slipped on some paint which had 
not dried on the truss on which he was stand- 
ing. Some of the trusses were not painted 
until they were about to be erected, he said. 

Mr. Clough said he was working on the 
ground. Mr. Reaney was waiting for him 
to pass up another piece of steel. ‘I had 
just exchanged a joke with him and then, a 
few seconds later, | heard a shout and saw 
him falling head first. I think he reached 
for a rope, missed it, and went backwards.’ 
Safety belts were issued by the employers, 
he said, but these did not arrive from a job 
in South Wales until after Mr. Reaney’s fall. 

The jury returning a verdict of ‘Accidental 
death ’ recommended that trusses should not 
be supplied to building sites until they had 
been painted and were dry.

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How Low Can a Pitched Roof Be ? 


An Investigation into the Minimum Safe Angle for Hanging Tiles 


January 16 1959 


By H. G. WHEDDON 


The following article, by an official of the firm, describes an investigation 
into the behaviour of tiled roofs at various pitches that was undertaken recently 


by the Marley Tile Company. 


The tests, which indicated that 30 degrees is 


about the minimum safe pitch for a tiled roof, included a wide range of tiles, 


irrespective of manufacture. 


— seems to be some tendency in 
this country to use lower pitches in 
roofing than hitherto, and as the pitch of 
a roof is—or should be—largely depen- 
dent on the weather conditions, it may be 
interesting to speculate just how the trend 
for lower pitches has begun, though the 
weather seems to have got increasingly 
bad. 

Is it ‘ borrowed’ from abroad? ‘ Tra- 
ditional’ roofing in Denmark is tiled at 
45° pitch, and though this has declined 
in use Over recent years it is still widely 
employed in the better class of housing. 
Official housing schemes generally specify 
20° to 25°, the roof comprising felt or 
corrugated asbestos-cement, while the 
‘speculative’ houses and some of the 
architect-designed dwellings use asbestos 
cement-slates at from 25° to 30° pitch. 


Lofts Not Utilised 

Sweden imposes no regulations or 
recommendations on its official housing, 
but the normal roof pitch is 25° to 30°. 
Approximately 75 per cent of all state- 
mortgaged houses are built without the 
loft area being utilised, having a pitch 
between 20° and 30°. The remaining 25 
per cent are 14-storey dwellings with a 
pitch between 30° and 45°. 

The better class architect-designed 
houses comprise only a small number of 
Sweden’s new dwellings. Their roofs vary 
from nearly plane to 35° to 40°. 

Inland districts of Norway have lower 
pitched roofs than the coastal areas, but 
20° to 30° is common for the ‘ official’ 
housing. Speculative building is of ‘ minor 
importance,’ according to the Norwegian 
Building Research Institute, and uses 
pitches from 15° to 30°. In the better 
class dwellings there is a tendency to use 
the higher pitch. 

Official housing in Holland suffers from 
a Government edict that limits the total 
cost. Asphalt and similar substances are 
much used for initial cheapness although 
it is realised—according to Stichting 
Ratiobouw, Rotterdam—that as asphalt 
has to be renewed after 20 to 25 years 
tiles would prove as cheap in the long run. 
The flat roof is also much in use, par- 
ticularly on blocks of flats, which are built 
in great quantities. 

Other housing is roofed with Dutch 
clay tiles, using pitches between 30° and 
‘ae 

South Africa has a variety of housing, 
much of the lower-class roofing being of 
corrugated iron or asbestos. Other hous- 
ing receives concrete or clay tiles, single 
lap at 35° and double-lap at 30°. Rho- 
desia is mainly using concrete tiles at 30° 
on all except the native housing, but some 


of the upper class dwellings are con- 
structed with shallow-pitched butterfly 
roofs, with roofing felt. Flat roofs are 
common to flats and office blocks. 


British Practice 

The range, then, seems to be wide and 
inconclusive. What of the position in 
this country? The Code of Practice for 
Roof Tiling (CP 142, 1958) recommends 
a minimum pitch of 40° for roofs covered 
with plain tiles and 35° for interlocking 
tiles, irrespective of design. Some local 
authorities will approve either type at not 
less than 30° pitch. 

In the investigation of the behaviour 
of tiled roofs at various pitches described 
in this article, the tests included a wide 
range of tiles, irrespective of manufacture. 
A wind tunnel was constructed in which 
it was possible to expose an area of tiled 
roof to wind of high velocity, with vary- 
ing intensities of rain, the roof being tilted 
to any desired pitch and rotated to any 
direction of the wind. 

The conditions of test had to be related 
to conditions which would arise, even 
occasionally, in natural conditions. The 
earliest measurements of wind velocity 
were made only fifty years ago, and 
though short gusts of up to 107 miles an 
hour have been recorded, Meteorological 
Office data does not show whether or not 
the winds were associated with rain, nor 
the rate of rainfall. However, from an 
examination of wind rates averaged over 
an hour, it was decided that 40 mph 
would represent an exceptional velocity 
but one which a well-built roof should be 
expected to withstand on some occasion 
during its lifetime. Far higher velocities 
may be encountered for short periods. 


Rain Penetration 


Rain records are more complete, and 
the rates of rainfall are classified by the 
Meteorological Office into groups of 
frequency: 

(i) On average once in 160 years. 

(ii) ba . eee 

(iii) be - pees 

(iv) Falls too numerous for discussion. 

It was decided to adopt the boundary 
line between (ii) and (iii), which gave a 
fall of 1.5 inches per hour. 

The test roof was subjected to this con- 
centration of wind and rain—and under 
these conditions a certain amount of pene- 
tration of rain occurred at 50° pitch. This 
was due to small accumulations of water 
held up by the wind at the contact of two 
tiles and the projection of a few spots of 
water from these accumulations by the 
local turbulence of the wind blast, these 
drops being thrown over the head of the 
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tile and into the roof. This happened 
with all types of tile of whatever design. 
If the roof is felted, such penetration is 
quite harmless, the drops running down 
and over the eaves board into the gutter. 
Even without felt, such a quantity would 
probably be too little to stain a ceiling 
during the doubtless limited duration of 
such conditions. 


The Critical Pitch 

As the pitch of the roof was lowered 
there was little increase in penetration 
until the slope became less than 30°. 
Why, then, the tradition of using pitches 
steeper than 30°? Probably this stems 
from the fact that at low pitches many 
tiles became susceptible to frost and 
lamination. Good modern tiles are not 
subject to such lamination, and have 
abolished the need for steeper pitches. 

The critical pitch, no matter what de- 
sign the tiles, proved to be between 15° 
and 20°. Why not, then, merely avoid 
this small range? Winds of far higher 
velocities than those used in the test may 
be experienced on rare occasions, and the 
ability of a roof to withstand these in- 
frequent onslaughts depends on the pitch 
of the roof—not, apparently, on the 
design of the tile. Any reduction in roof 
pitch introduces a reduction in the safety 
factor where tiles of any type are used. 

While it may seem satisfactory to fix 
tiles at pitches of between 20° and 30’, 
it would be more prudent in this case to 
provide additional safeguards in the 
ground work. 

Furthermore, the true pitch of valleys 
is always considerably lower than that of 
the main roof, so when the main roof is 
low-pitched the valley pitch may well be 
in the ‘failure’ regions. This makes it 
necessary to eliminate tiles and fall back 
upon open metal valleys, but even with 
these special precautions have to be taken 
because the very slow flow of water facili- 
tates the deposit of dirt and leaves, giving 
much more likelihood of blockages. 

Again, the angle of ‘creep’ is 
increased, though this is not so impor- 
tant in tiling as in centre-nailed slating. 
Eaves sprockets should be omitted, or 
they may give rise to weakness at a vital 
point. 

Low-pitched roofs seem to have their 
adherents all over the world. But is the 
architect in this country wise in sacrificing 
safety margins for the aesthetics or 
economics of lower-than-normal angles? 
Perhaps we could leave them with two 
quotations from the report under review: 

*‘ These tests show that the shape of the 
tile is much less important than the roof 
pitch in that when the point of failure 
is reached all types and shapes of tile fail 
at more or less the same pitch.’ 

‘ Although the tests have been lengthy, 
absolute finality has not been reached and 
only the test of actual usage over a period 
will completely clear up all doubts. In 
view of the tendency to use lower pitches, 
however, it is thought necessary to advise 
caution about reductions in pitch below 
30°. There are many factors to be con- 
sidered and those in the past have been 
taken care of by the wide margin of safety 
provided by the steep pitches in normal 
use.”

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Heating of Multi-Storey Flats 


Hot Water Radiators, Electric Floor Heating and 
Ductair Systems Compared 


The following extracts are taken from 
a paper given by Dr. W. Davidson, Head 
of the Warm. Air Division, Radiation 
Group Sales Ltd., to the annual staff con- 
ference of East Midlands Gas Board, 
Skegness, on October 24. 


FOR the heating of multi-storey flats 
(five or more storeys) some form 
of central heating is now favoured. 
Normally, this is designed to provide full 
heating in the living-room with back- 
ground heating to the rest of the flat plus 
domestic hot water supply of approxi- 
mately 150/250 gallons per week. The 
following systems are discussed : 

A. Central boiler plant with radiators. 

B. Electric floor heating. 

C. Ductair 20 with C.70 New World 
Gas Circulyn. 

In the inter-war years central heating 
systems were usualiy of the radiator type 
heated either from a central boiler plant 
or district heating source. In the post- 
war years, following an experiment with 
electric floor heating at Kirkcaldy, this 
system has been used for multi-storey 
flats by several local authorities, who 
have been attracted particularly by its low 
capital cost. Now, however, the high 
operating costs of these installations and 
in some cases troubles due to condensa- 
tion have caused local authorities to con- 
sider alternatives giving lower operating 
costs but still allowing individual control 
of the comfort standard by the tenants. 
The time could not be more opportune 
for the introduction of Ductair heating 
for multi-storey flats, and good progress 
has already been made. 


A. CENTRAL BOILER PLANT WITH 
RADIATORS, FOR SPACE AND 
WATER HEATING 


(1) Capital Cost: High—the cost for 
space and water heating service varies 
between £250 and £350 per flat, the 
higher cost relating to the taller flats. 

(2) Operating Costs: Fixed charge for 
space and water heating of 14s. to 17s. 
per week. No opportunity or incentive 
to economise and tendency for tenants to 
be wasteful particularly with hot water. 

(3) Comfort Standard: Moderate— 
heating-up rate by radiators is slow, and 
normal to top up in living-room with 
electric fire. Other disadvantages asso- 
ciated with radiator heating are dis- 
colouration of decorations, and stuffy 
atmosphere when heating to full tempera- 
ture. 


Alternative to Heating by Radiators 


The radiators may be replaced by 
water-to-air heat exchanger and fan to 
give warm-air heating to the flat. The 
Weatherfoil or Agavector unit would 
normally be placed in the living-room and 
would give full heating to this room with 
some spillover to the rest of the flat. The 
Ductair 20 would be more flexible and 
positive in its application, by ducting 


warm air to the space to be heated. In 
all cases the capital cost would be at least 
as high as for radiators but it would be 
possible to meter the space heating to 
each flat by recording the hours of usage 
or consumption of the fan motor. 

Comfort standards and heating-up 
rates would be higher than with radiators 
and operating costs some 10-20 per cent 
lower. This system would offer no 
advantage and would have several dis- 
advantages compared with the Ductair 
20 and C.70 system discussed later. 


B. ELECTRIC FLOOR HEATING 


(1) Capital Cost: Very low—the cost 
for space heating installation varies 
between £50 and £75 per flat. Where 
the withdrawal type of heating cable is 
used, an additional floor screed 1 in. 
thick is required; the cost of this screed 
plus the additional height of 1 in. per 
flat required to maintain the same ceiling 
height would be £30. The cost of an elec- 
tric storage water heater would be £15. 
The total cost of the space and water 
heating installation would therefore vary 
from £65 to £120. 

(2) Operating Costs: Very high—costs 
for space and water heating estimated by 
sponsors have been as low as 9s. per week 
but actual costs are usually between 15s. 
and 25s. per week. Costs per quarter 
have been as high as £35. When consider- 
ing operating costs of electric floor heat- 
ing it is important to remember that: 

(i) The initial cost of the heat supply 
is high. In Scotland off-peak electricity 
is charged at 0.8d. per unit=2s. Od. per 
therm. 

In most parts of England and Wales 
costs are 0.9d. to 1.0d. per unit= 2s. 3d. 
to 2s. 6d. per therm. 

In London costs are 1.1d. per unit= 
2s. 9d. ver therm. 

(ii) Heating is provided at approxi- 
mately the same standard over the whole 
24 hours of the day. For off-peak 
operation heat is supplied to the floor 
slab between the hours of 7 p.m. and 
7 a.m. with a middle-day boost of 2-3 
hours. 

The living-room temperature is con- 
trolled from a room thermostat which 
determines how much heat is put into the 
slab and therefore the amount of heat 
which will subsequently be obtained from 
it. Since the thermal capacity of the floor 
is very high the system cannot react 
quickly to sudden changes of outside 
temperature. For example, if a cold 
night is followed by a sunny day over- 
heating of the flat will occur and it will 
be necessary to dissipate surplus heat by 
opening windows. Again, if there is a 
sudden drop in outside temperature the 
living-room will become too cold and 
topping up from an electric fire will be 
necessary. 

It should be noted also that heat can be 
conducted from a warmer to a cooler flat. 
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In Kirkcaldy where a flat was occupied 
by husband and wife who both went out 
to work, they did not normally use the 
floor heating system but relied entirely 
upon electric fires. Their flat received 
heat from the flats above and below, thus 
penalising the neighbours. Even if insula- 
tion is provided under the heating cables 
the dissipation downwards, particularly to 
a cooler flat, can be considerable. 

(3) Comfort Standard : Good. 

(i) As noted above, inflexibility may 
cause discomfort through under- or over- 
heating. Very little air movement 
obtained and unless satisfactory ventila- 
tion rate (minimum 14 air changes per 
hour) is provided condensation is likely 
to occur. 

(ii) Discomfort to feet: In the coldest 
weather a floor temperature of 75°F. is 
necessary to provide full heating, and 
this sometimes causes discomfort to feet. 

(ii) Temperature Distribution: Very 
good. Uniform temperatures are obtained 
throughout the flat and floor tempera- 
tures are of course higher than ceiling 
temperatures. 


C. DUCTAIR 20 WITH C.70 NEW 
WORLD GAS CIRCULYN 


(1) Capital Cost: Moderate—the cost 
of Ductair 20 with C.70 Circulator (with 
balanced flue) plus 25-gallon lagged 
storage cylinder, header tank and plumb- 
ing connections between these compo- 
nents plus ducting, registers, and grilles 
is £165-£180 according to layout. (Note 
that special quantity prices are quoted to 
Local Authorities reserving discounts to 
the Distributor of 5 per cent and 24 per 
cent c/2m. only with a further £5 per 
installation for supervision, it being 
assumed that the Main Contractor will 
carry out installation work.) 


(2) Operating Costs: Low—varying 
between 10s. and 15s. per week accord- 
ing to gas tariff. 


(3) Comfort Standard: High. System 
flexible and easily controlled by thermo- 
stat to give the desired temperature in 
living-room and background heating to 
the rest of the flat as and when required. 
This leads to economy particularly where 
flat is unoccupied during the day. 


(4) Other Advantages: The system 
gives the additional advantages associated 
with Ductair heating:— 

(i) Uniform temperature distribution. 

(ii) No need for topping-up in living- 
room. 

(iii) Freedom from discolouration of 
decorations. 

(iv) Air movement gives sense of fresh- 
ness and freedom from stuffiness. 


(v) Air movement increases comfort 
and reduces risk of condensation (it 
should be noted that controlled ventila- 
tion can, if required, be provided). 


(vi) Warm air can be ducted to a cup- 
board for clothes drying. This feature 
is of particular importance in flats and 
the Ductair system can provide this more 
economically in capital and operating 
costs than the other systems examined. 
These require the use of independently 
heated (electric or gas) cupboards.

APPENDIX 
Estimated Operating Cost Comparisons 

It is possible to estimate with reasonable 
accuracy the running costs of various 
systems when providing a given standard 
of space and water heating, particularly 
when these systems are automatically 
controlled from a room thermostat and not 
left to the manual control of the user. 

(a) Space Heating 

Living-room at 67°F for 8 hours per day, 

60°F for 8 hours per day, 
and at 55°F for 8 hours per day. 

Bedrooms and 

Kitchen at 60°F for 4 hours per day, 
and at 55°F for 20 hours per day. 

Average outside winter temperature taken 
as 42°F. 

(b) Water Heating 

150 gallons per day at 140°F at the tap. 

The chief factors determining the 
operating cost are :— 

1) Efficiency of appliances used. 

2) Efficiency of system in producing the 
desired space and water heating standards 
as and when required. 

3) Temperature distribution. 

The desired space heating standard must 
be provided where required, that is, at 
sitting level (floor to 4 ft. above floor). No 
credit can be taken for ‘ overheating’ that 
part of the room above sitting level and 
indeed high temperature in this part will 
cause discomfort, increase the heat loss and 
hence the operating cost. 

Tests show that for an average outside 
winter temperature of 42°F and an inside 
temperature of 67°F the vertical tempera 
ture gradient (floor to ceiling) would be :— 

5°F for a Ductair system, and 

12°F for a Radiator system, 
the ceiling temperatures being the higher in 
each case. With electric floor heating a 
floor surface temperature of 70/75° F would 
give an air temperature just above the floor 
of approximately 65°F with 61°F at the 
ceiling. The sponsors claim these condi- 
tions would provide full comfort equivalent 
to the standard provided by a convection 
system where the air temperature was 4°F 
higher. Let us accept this claim and base 
the heat requirements of the three systems 
discussed on the same equivalent standards 
of living-room comfort, bearing in mind that 
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in each case this same equivalent standard 
is to be given in the occupied part of the 
room—fioor level to 4 ft. above floor. 

For average winter conditions experrence 
shows that with the Ductair system full com- 
fort is obtained with a mean air tempera- 
ture of 67°F. For the purpose of this com- 
parison it is therefore assumed that the 
same comfort standard would be obtained 
from an electric floor heating system when 
maintaining an average air temperature of 
63°F, and this seems reasonable when the 
vertical temperature distributions for each 
system are studied. The radiator system 
with its higher vertical temperature gradient 
of 12°F must maintain a mean room tem- 
perature of 70°F to give the same tempera- 
ture conditions near the floor as the other 
systems.

4) Flexibility 

The heating up rate of the system, that is 
the speed of response to the room thermo- 
stat, will determine the pre-heating period 
necessary to raise the living-room tempera- 
ture from the overnight standby temperature 
of 55°F to the morning temperature of 60°F 
= to the evening temperature of 
67°F. 

Tests show that for a flat of 750 sq. ft. 
area, of normal standard of construction and 
insulation, the Ductair system would be 
expected to raise the living-room tempera- 
ture by 5°F in 30 minutes whereas the 
radiator system would take 14 hours. These 
pre-heating periods are taken into account 
for the estimated heat requirements. With 
the electric floor heating system, particularly 
using off-peak power, it is essential to main- 
tain the flat at the same temperature day 
and night and the operating costs are there- 
fore based on the consumption required to 
maintain at all times full comfort in the 
living-room (mean air temperature of 63°F) 
and 60°F in the remainder of the flat. 


Calculation of Heat Requirements 

First, the average temperature rises for 
each system are calculated when maintaining 
the space heating standards speoffied and 
taking into account the corrections described

Assuming that in each case the heat dis 
sipated from the cylinder and connections 
provide ‘useful’ space heating during the 
heating season only, the additional annual 
consumption for the provision of 150 gallons 
of hot water per week will be 150 therms 
for Ductair and radiator systems and 112 
for electric storage water heating. 

The actual heating efficiency is again taken 
as 75 per cent for Ductair and radiator 
systems and 100 per cent for electric water 
heating. The total space and water heating 
consumptions and operating costs are:

It will be noted that although the thermal 
consumptions for electric floor heating and 
storage water heating are less than for 
Ductair heating, the thermal cost of elec 
tricity is so very much higher than for gas 
that the operating costs for the electric 
services are very much greater. It should 
be remembered that electricity at 0.8d. per 
kwH. is equivalent to 24d. per therm, while 
1.1d. per kwH. (the cost in London for heat- 
ing multi-storey flats) is equivalent to 33d. 
per therm. 

The costs for radiator heating have not 
been given but it will be noted that if the 
heat could be provided at the same system 
thermal efficiency the operating costs using 
gas boilers would be some 14 per cent higher 
than for Ductair. This would only be 
achieved by using individual boilers in 
each flat. since with a central boiler plant 
higher transmission losses would be given 
particularly in the summer.

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Job Planning and Cost Control in Building and Civil Engineering 


By Maurice J. Laing, in association with D. Howe 


This paper, which has been written at the request of the Cost Research 
Panel of the Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors, is the second of a 
series of three articles to appear in ‘The Chartered Surveyor,’ from which 
it is reproduced by kind permission of the RICS. 


[HE building and civil engineering 
industry has, over the past few years, 
introduced new and improved materials, 
new construction techniques, and many 
tools and machines of advanced design. 
The advantages gained by these new deve- 
lopments, however, are lost unless 
improvements in management techniques 
keep abreast of technical achievements. 
In industry generally, effective ‘con- 
trol’ of operations requires the laying 
down of a standard, the measurement of 
work actually done and the making of a 
comparison between the two. From this, 
management is enabled to see imme- 
diately when and where adverse trends 
are occurring so that immediate action 
can be taken to correct them. Once stan- 
dards have been set for any work, it is of 
paramount importance that those stan- 
dards are used throughout any co-ordi- 
nated planning, progressing and costing 
services, in order to exercise the neces- 
sary control. 

One system which can be established in 
the building and civil engineering indus- 
try to give such planning, costing and 
progress services to management at all 
levels, is outlined below. Figure 1 illus- 
trates the principles involved and shows 
how these processes are integrated and 
used at the tendering stage, throughout 
the progress of the contract, and finally 
‘by the estimator as guidance for the 
future. 

The stages illustrated in Figure 1 are 
set out in the following paragraphs. 


Estimating to a Plan 


Traditional practice 


restrictions imposed by the particular 
location of the work. The use and re-use 
of formwork and the employment of 
rapid-hardening cement are typical of 
items which should also receive con- 
sideration in determining the speed of 
a contract which must be consistent with 
economy, but which must always bear in 
mind any priorities which the client may 
require. 

Special methods to be employed must 
always be planned at this stage and it is 
essential that this be done with the 
manager who will ultimately be respon- 
sible for construction if the tender is 
successful. The guidance of the various 
specialist departments in the business 
should also be sought when the tender 
programme is being considered. 


Job Planning 


Immediately a tender has _ been 
accepted, the preparation and finalisation 
of a working programme should be 
carried out by a planning engineer in con- 
junction with the site manager who is to 
be responsible for the contract. This pro- 
gramme should be expressed in chart 
form and cover the main operations 
throughout the duration of the contract. 
All necessary phasing of work in accord- 
ance with the priorities laid down at the 
tender stage, must be taken into account 
and the duration of each operation must 
be defined and shown by a bar line. 

This period of planning is particularly 
invaluable to the site manager, since ‘it 
provides him with an opportunity of

studying the available drawings, specifi- 
cation, and bills of quantities before he 
becomes involved in site administrative 
details. 

It is essential at this stage to discuss 
and agree the allotted time periods with 
all major sub-contractors and suppliers 
involved in the job. These, for example, 
might include de-watering specialists, 
demolition and piling contractors and 
structural steel erectors. Suppliers or sub- 
contractors whose products are known to 
be in short supply should be approached 
and confirmation obtained from them of 
their ability to meet the programme, even 
though their products may not be 
required on the site until later in the job. 


In these early stages each operation 
should be examined and key dates should 
be established in advance of the site 
operation time. These indicate, first when 
all outstanding drawings must be released 
to enable firm orders to be placed, and 
second when the names of nominated 
sub-contractors must be known in order 
to ensure the maintenance of the pro- 
gramme. The fact that a contractor must 
frequently accept the services of 
nominated sub-contractors can obviously 
cause many difficulties and be a source 
of delay. 


The assessment of all key dates must 
allow sufficient time for each specialist to 
produce his own working or shop draw- 
ings and to obtain the necessary approvals 
before commencing manufacture. The 
period allowed for manufacture of pro- 
ducts should also be adequate to allow 
deliveries to commence in advance of 
schedule. The determination of key 
dates will include many other items which 
are the prerogative of the architect or 
consulting engineer and it will be neces- 
sary, therefore, to reach full agreement 
with him before the programme is 
finalised and issued for general use. 


The completed programme will be of 
great value for many purposes, in addi- 
tion to its primary use as a pattern of site 
activity. The client, for instance, can 
ascertain dates for partial occupation, or 
for the installation of equipment; the 
architect and consulting engineer can 
obtain the priority order required for the 
preparation of outstanding details; buy- 
ing, delivery and phasing of materials 
can be planned, and many of the activities 
of a large contracting organisation can be 
automatically co-ordinated. Not least, a 
means of assessing site progress is pro- 
vided, thus allowing corrective action to 
be taken in the event of delay. 


Co-ordination 


In addition to the working programme, 
it is important to prepare a report pro- 
viding details of such items as staff 
requirements, temporary contractors’ ser- 
vices and offices, together with informa- 
tion regarding labour and accommodation 
availability. This report ean play a vital 
part in informing the staff concerned of 
the scope of the project and by circulation

at an early stage is useful as an agenda 
for a pre-contract meeting where con- 
sidered necessary. 

The process of co-ordinating and 
expediting action to ensure smooth 
delivery of goods and services to the site 
will include the notification of site 
requirements to sub-contractors and 
suppliers well in advance and may call 
for periodic inspection visits to follow up 
the progress of off-site fabrication. In 
order to ensure progress in accordance 
with planned requirements, it may also 
be necessary to extend the co-ordination 
activities to certain ‘direct’ contractors 
when construction work overlaps. 

On many jobs to-day, the architect or 
engineer together with the quantity sur- 
veyor and the contractor attend a site 
meeting at periodic intervals. These meet- 
ings give an opportunity for frank dis- 
cussion of site problems by each repre- 
sentative and the review of action neces- 
sary to maintain future progress. The 
organisation of such site meetings, 
together with the efficient recording of 
matters discussed and action to be taken, 
is an essential part of the maintenance of 
progress. 

Whilst the working programme sets 
down the major phasing of a project, it is 
necessary to implement this on the site at 
regular intervals by short-term planning. 
This is preferably carried out weekly and 
ensures the detailed allocation of labour 
and materials to each specific task. A 
clear understanding of each week’s work 
can thus be obtained both by top manage- 
ment and by foremen who are able to 
plan and correlate the work of their res- 
pective sections. 


Labour Costing 


A good costing system will provide 
information which may be used in two 


ways. First, it will provide information 
in order to compare the actual output of 
labour and plant with the standards of 
output on which the estimate was based. 
In like manner it will give comparisons 
between the actual and estimated cost of 
non-productive items. By the study of 
these comparisons at regular intervais, 
management will be enabled to watch for 
adverse trends and to take action to 
correct them immediately they occur. 

Secondly, a good costing system will 
collate its cost information in such a way 
that ever-increasing records of standards 
achieved are built up which will be used 
by the estimators in the preparation of 
their future tenders. 

In order to effect comparisons of esti- 
mated and actual operating costs, it will 
be obvious that the arrangement of the 
estimating data must be in a form in 
which each basic item or collection of 
items can be measured easily so that the 
comparison can be made with the mini- 
mum effort on the site. This also applies 
to presentation and book-keeping, and it 
cannot be emphasised too strongly that 
the keynote should be simplicity. 


Pinpointing Defects 
By arranging the results on a series of 


simple data sheets at suitable intervals, a 
good costing system can pinpoint those 


items which need the manager’s attention 
and so ensure that effective control is con- 
tinuaily exercised on the job. Conversely, 
if the information, however important, is 
buried in a mass of extraneous detail, 
then it will not be used as an aid to 
management and may even be disre- 
garded completely. 


Bonus Payments 


The main objective of any incentive 
scheme should be to establish and main- 
tain an improved rate of working, with 
a resultant increase in overall production 
and a subsequent reduction in cost. 
Methods of applying bonus payments in 
the building industry vary in detail and 
are the responsibility of each individual 
contractor. The caiculation of bonus 
payments can often be conveniently 
allied to the normal duties of a site cost 
surveyor, which of necessity include the 
measurement of work as a basis for cost 
allocation. 


In order to operate an efficient incentive 
scheme, it is necessary to establish produc- 
tion targets on an equitable basis which is 
acceptabie to both site management and 
labour. The measurement at periodic 
intervals of work done, together with the 
hours worked, will enable a comparison 
to be made with the target set. The extra 
payments will then be made on the basis 
of time saved on this target. 


It is obvious that any increase in pro- 
duction must depend not only on the 
efforts of the operatives, but also on the 
efficiency of the overall site organisation. 
Effective long and short-term planning, 
which wil for instance ensure that 
materials are in the right place at the right 
time, must be carried out so that any 
bonus earned is in direct proportion to 
the additional effort made. 


Conclusion 


Properly applied, a system of contract 
planning and cost control will increase 
management efficiency, as it will develop 
forward-thinking by each member of the 
organisation so that the whole contract is 
carefully thought out to a pre-conceived 
pian. It may be argued that unforeseen 
problems often occur on jobs with a con- 
sequent disruption of organised planning. 
This does happen all too frequently, but 
far from this being a deterrent to the 
carrying out of such planning, it is an 
incentive inasmuch as the plan acts as a 
yard-stick and so provides a measure 
against which the extent of lost time can 
be seen. In addition, the effect of such 
lost time on costs can be calculated and 
the eventual completion date can be fore- 
cast. With this information at his dis- 
posal, the contract manager can then 
decide on those special measures which 
may be needed to bring the contract back 
on to schedule. 


In short, management can be provided 
with a means of control by a comprehen- 
sive system which not only develops cost- 
consciousness and the ability to look into 
the future, but also incidentally offers 
unique training facilities for site staff, 
many of whom will be the managers of 
the future. 
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GOODS VEHICLES ON 


MOTORWAYS 
By a Transport Correspondent 


EW rules for the use of vehicles on 

motorways have come into effect 
with the recent opening of the Preston 
by-pass. They are of general interest as, 
although they may be modified as a result 
of experience with traffic on this new 
road, they are likely to set the pattern for 
regulations governing the use of the 
London-Birmingham motorway and other 
high-speed * special ’ roads planned during 
the next few years. 

From the viewpoint of builders and 
other operators of commercial vehicles, 
the main feature is that speed limits are 
removed from all vehicles using the road, 
except those towing trailers with fewer 
than four wheels, which are restricted to 
40 mph. This limit does not apply to 
articulated vehicles. 

All normal trucks and vans carrying 
loads of the standard legal width may 
use the road, provided that the driver 
holds a full licence—learner drivers are 
not allowed. Tractors and similas 
vehicles taxed at the special £2 rate are 
excluded. 

Standard vehicles carrying loads over 
9 ft. 6 in. wide but not exceeding 12 ft. 
may use the road at any time subject to 
the usual procedure for the carriage of 
wide loads. The movement of wider or 
otherwise abnormal loads is restricted, 
but is expected to be allowed experi- 
mentally during alternate months from 
January. Permission for the movement of 
all wide loads on the Preston motorway 
should be obtained from the Chief 
Constable of Lancashire. 

By-pass regulations applying to all 
tratfic are set out in the Preston By-pass 
Motorway Traffic Regulations, 1958 
(HMSO, 4d.) and include the prohibition 
of stopping and reversing except in 
special circumstances. A Motorway 
Code, prepared by the Ministry of Trans- 
port and issued free, gives guidance to 
drivers on such matters as the technique 
of joining and leaving the by-pass, the 
use of lane markings, and so on. A steady 
cruising speed is advised, and it is 
suggested that under the most favourable 
conditions of weather and visibility 
vehicles should be spaced at one vehicle’s 
length for every 10 mph of road speed. It 
is pointed out that the law relating to care- 
less, reckless and dangerous driving still 
applies, 

The legal speed limit for many types 
of goods vehicles on all roads outside 
buiit-up areas is expected to be raised 
from 30 to 40 mph in the near future. 
Operators of the lighter type of truck and 
van have argued for some time that the 
existing speed restriction is obsolete and 
purposeless. The Minister of Transport, 
Mr. Harold Watkinson, stated in the 
Commons recently that he was consider- 
ing a change, and he has now circulated 
proposals to associations of road users. 

Mr. Watkinson proposes that the 
change should apply to goods vehicles up 
to 30 cwt. unladen weight, but operators 
are expected to press for vehicles up to 
3 tons to be included.

Research Station 


STABILITY OF STRUCTURES, DESIGN OF PRESTRESSED 
CONCRETE, STRENGTH OF PILED FOUNDATIONS 


AND FIRE PROTECTION 


Puls is the second periodical review 
of engineering work at the Building 
Research Station. Like the first it is 
designed to bring to the attention of 
engineers and others some recent publi- 
cations by reviewing them together and 
setting them in their context. 

To appreciate how most items fit into 
the whole evolving pattern of research 
one cannot do better than turn to the con- 
tribution by F. G. Thomas‘ to the 
volume with which the Institution of 
Structural Engineers marked its jubilee. 
In this paper he takes a broad view of 
the whole field of structural research over 
the past 50 years. He considers first the 
strength and stability of structures in 
terms of the principle types of construc- 
tion and then various specialist forms of 
construction and the general problems 
of ensuring safety under load and resis- 
tance to fire. Implicit in the descriptions 
of work on the strength and stability of 
different types and forms of construction 
is a further distinction between the funda- 
mental properties of simple structural 
elements such as beams, columns and 
walls, and the strength and stability of 
whole structures, and it will be convenient 
to group the papers to be mentioned first 
in this review on the lines of this latter 
distinction. 

Because of the different complexities’ of 
the different types of construction the 
fundamental properties of some, such as 
structural steelwork, are more easily eluci- 
dated than those of others, such as con- 
crete and reinforced concrete. Current 
research on concrete, reinforced concrete, 
and even more so on pre-stressed concrete 
and brickwork, tends still to be mostly 
concerned with the fundamental proper- 
ties of simple elements, whereas that on 
structural steelwork is primarily directed 
to the performance of whole structures

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such as continuous multi-storey frames 
and whole framed buildings. Much of 
this work on whole structures, has, how- 
ever a less direct relevance to structures 
composed of other materials. 

Considering first the fundamental 
properties of different types of construc- 
tion, there have been several papers on 
brickwork, concrete and _ prestressed 
concrete, and also a Digest on sands for 
concrete. 

Although the brick is one of the oldest 
of building materials its use, until very 
recently, still largely followed rule-of- 
thumb tradition. Its transformation into a 
modern structural material which can be 
used with the same efficiency as any other 
has necessitated work along several 
different lines. Structurally it has been 
necessary to determine the strength of 
brickwork in terms of the strengths of the 
bricks and mortar composing it. This, 
in turn, has called for a simple reliable 
method of determining the crushing 
strength of individual bricks, and the 
work leading up to the method now in- 
cluded in BS 1057 has been described by 
A. J. Newman™. Large numbers of tests 
showed that satisfactory results could be 
obtained by testing the bricks flatwise 
between plywood sheets with any frogs 
filled with mortar, but without the 
additional complication of bedding them 
in mortar. 


Modern Brickwork 


The mass-production methods of 
modern brickwork are already highly suc- 
cessful but there is still room for further 
improvement in the way the bricks are 
handled after manufacture. To reduce 
handling and wastage from breakages, 
methods of packaging have been 
developed and the packs have been used 
on several recent contracts. Experience 
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with them has been described by C. J. D. 
Webster and G. McTaggart. There is 
also room for new designs of brick. For 
walling bricks, for instance, a better 
balance between strength and other 
properties such as thermal insulation 
would be desirable. Developments to this 
end, and developments of hollow tiles 
and blocks for use in larger prefabricated 
units, have been reviewed by B. Butter- 
worth”. 

The part played by natural sands in 
determining the properties of concretes 
is explained in a recent Digest®. Such 
sands have now been reclassified in BS 
882 (1954) so that the majority of them 
fall into one of four grading zones. From 
sands from each of these gradings it is 
possible to make good concrete of any 
desired strength if the mix is correctly 
designed. Besides explaining the prin- 
ciples on which this may be done, the 
Digest gives advice about the types of 
impurities that may be harmful and about 
handling sand on the site. 

As yet there is no generally accepted 
measure of the impact strength of con- 
crete. To give a qualitative index of it, 
H. Green has measured the energy 
absorbed by 4-inch cubes when subjected 
to repeated blows in a ballistic pendulum 
apparatus. The tests showed that the 
shape and texture of the coarse aggregate 
in otherwise similar concretes had a large 
influence on the resistance to a localised 
impact. The resistance increased with 
the angularity and the roughness of the 
aggregate, probably because these im- 
proved the bond with the mortar. Curing 
conditions had no very marked influence. 

Two papers on prestressed concrete by 
S. C. C. Bate have dealt with steels for 
prestressing, a third with the design of 
prestressed members. Of the first two, 
one describes an extensive series of tests 
on pre-stressed beams incorporating 12 
different types of pretensioned wire. 
These included several deformed wires 
and, for comparison, both clean and 
slightly rusted plain wires. It appeared 
that, when performance was limited by 
that of the wire, some types of deformed 
wires might raise the ultimate strength 
under static loading, though their use

would not normally be merited under 
repeated loading. Surface rusting of the 
plain wires increased the bond and the 
ultimate strengths under static loading to 
about the same values as for the 
deformed wires without any adverse 
effect on fatigue resistance; but it must 
be remembered that rusting is not an 
easily controllable process. The other” 
gives a more general survey of the 
properties of prestressing steels with 
emphasis on the specification of desirable 
properties for purposes of selection and 
design. 

The design of prestresed concrete differs 
from that of plain reinforced concrete in 
that conditions at working stresses are 
quite different from those at failure, so 
that limitations on permissible stresses 
under working loads do not necessarily 
ensure an adequate margin of safety 
against failure due to overload. Since the 
high-tensile steels used are much more 
susceptible to corrosion than ordinary 
mild steel reinforcement it is necessary 
to ensure that at working loads the ten- 
sile stresses in the concrete are not high 
enough to cause permanent cracking. In 
the light of further tests, the third paper“ 
suggests that, to provide a constant load 
factor against cracking with either pre- 
tensioned or post-tensioned and grouted 
steel, the permissible bending tensile 
stresses should be directly proportional to 
the maximum precompression in the 
concrete if the calculations are based on 
the section modulus of the uncracked 
section. Other simple relationships are 
suggested for the calculation of ultimate 
flexural strengths, and there is also a dis- 
cussion of losses of prestress. 

Research into the design of multi-storey 
steel frames has now emerged from the 
phase in which seemingly endless varia- 
tions were played on the theme of the 
simultaneous equations describing the 
elastic behaviour of idealised two-dimen- 
sional structures. Emphasis has shifted 
towards the collapse design of real three- 
dimensional frames. 

Unfortunately this cannot be achieved 


as simply as the now well established 
fully-plastic collapse design of simple 
portals. In the multi-storey frame, the 
benefits arising from plasticity may be 
seriously curtailed by the simultaneous 
deterioration of elastic stability due to un- 
favourable changes in geometry with in- 
creasing deflections. Any bare frame 
may be said to have an ‘elastic critical 
load’ at which failure will occur by in- 
stability as well as an ‘ideally’ plastic 
collapse load’ at which it becomes a 
mechanism. As plasticity develops the 
elastic critical load will fall and may equal 
the actual applied load well before the 
development of a plastic collapse 
mechanism. On the other hand, com- 
posite action between the frame and the 
rest of the building may very greatly in- 
crease the elastic critical loads for the 
structure as a whole and may even allow 
the fully plastic collapse load of the frame 
to be reached. It is at least probable that 
the walls of many buildings will prevent 
sway and the much more rapid deteriora- 
tion of elastic critical loads that this 
entails. So much, indeed, is often tacitly 
assumed in design already. 

Two recent papers by R. H. Wood dis- 
cuss these problems. The first®” is a 
general survey of the work so far carried 
out at the Building Research Station on 
composite action in multi-storey buildings. 
The second” deals in greater detail with 
the stability of tall buildings and with the 
relevance of composite action to this. 
They might usefully be read as a back- 
ground to Note A.58 referred to in the 
previous Summary. 


Piled Foundations 


Ultimately, and ideally, the design of a 
building as a composite who'le should 
embrace not only the superstructure but 
also the foundation. As yet, however, 
foundations are, perforce, still designed 
largely independently to provide the super- 
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structure with a base that will not settle 
too much and will at least do so as 
uniformly as possible. But when the 
foundation is a piled one it has, for some 
time, been recognised that the ultimate 
load which can be borne by a group of 
piles is not a simple multiple of the ulti- 
mate load carried by a single pile. The 
group behaves compositely, especially if 
the superstructure is itself rigid enough to 
limit relative displacements of the piles. 
As full-scale tests on pile groups would 
be too costly, an extensive series of tests 
on small-scale model groups has been 
made instead by T. Whitaker“. These 
tests were actually on the penetration of 
metals rods into remoulded clay held in 
metal containers, and, lacking adequate 
correlative evidence, can only give a quali- 
tative guide to full-scale behaviour. They 
are, however, both self-consistent with 
what is known of full-scale behaviour. 
They have shown that failure may occur 
either by the local penetration of indi- 
vidual widely spaced piles or by the sink- 
ing, as a block, of a whole closely spaced 
group together with the soil enclosed with- 
in its perimeter. Characteristic spacings 
for the change from one mode of failure 
to the other were found for each square 
group of piles of a given number and 
length. The proportion of load taken by 
any individual pile increased with its dis- 
tance from the centre of the group. 
Protection against the risks of fire 
enters into much structural design merely 
in the form of certain restrictions. The 
steelwork designer, for instance, may have 
to provide a certain minimum protective 
cover to his steel, the minimum being 
specified by the relevant Code of Practice, 
and not, therefore, within his control. He 
may have considerable freedom, though, 
in the choice of walling and roof construc- 
tion and of finishes applied to these and 
of various important details. An under- 
standing of the factors that determine

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the endurance of a given structure when 
its combustible elements and contents 
burn will, in any case, be useful. The 
combustibility of materials, rate of flame 
spread over surfaces, and resistance of 
structural elements to collapse, penetra- 
tion by fire or excessive temperature rise 
can be determined sufficiently accurately 
in the laboratory. What is now known 
about them, as a result of tests by the 
Joint Fire Research Organisation, has 
been summarised in another Digest”. 
Apart from this, much can be learnt from 
past experience of full-scale fires, and this 
has now been recorded by S. B. Hamilton 
in a general history of structural fire pro- 
tection”. It is perhaps only in the 
light of such cumulative experience that 
the final objective of minimising the risk 
to life and property can be attained, in- 
volving as it does questions of the 
availability of fire-fighting and alarm 
equipment as well as of structural design. 

The structural hazards from what are 
known as sonic bangs are fortunately still 
far less omnipresent than those from fire. 
A survey of reported damage has, more- 
over, disclosed very few cases that were 
not in fact failures of other sorts which 
had previously remained unnoticed. Such 
hazards have, nevertheless, achieved 
some notoriety and it has been felt 
necessary to assess their magnitude so that 
any harmful effects can be anticipated 
and counteracted. For this purpose 
attempts have been made to measure the 
peak air pressures associated with the 
phenomenon, and the resultant structural 
vibrations in nearby buildings. Shock 
pressures up to 5 Ib./sq. ft. were recorded 
a little outside the focus area where rather 
higher pressures were to be expected. 
Such pressures would not normally cause 
any structural damage, but the time cycle 
of the shock wave was such that appreci- 
able resonant vibrations were observed 
in roof structures. In an interim note by 
C. W. Newberry” it is concluded that, 
although no more than occasional minor 
damage to property occurs over most of 
the area affected by a bang, there is some 
evidence, scanty so far, that substantial 
damage might result over a very limited 
area. 


Protection from Vibrations 


The protection of apparatus and instru- 
ments from vibrations is considered in 
a paper by R. J. Steffens”, in relation 
both to the design of new laboratories 
and to the selection or remedial measures 
in existing ones. The problems raised 
are of a rather different order from those 
of normal anti-vibration mountings 
Mercury surfaces, for instance, are 
extremely sensitive and may be affected 
by vibrations imperceptible to the human 

y. Various methods of reducing 
vibrations are described and a method of 
calculation for designing anti-vibration 
mountings is illustrated by a worked 
example. 

Finally, briefer reference may be made 
to several papers dealing with construc- 
tion and the costs of construction rather 
than with design. 

W. H. Ward” has described a method 
of reducing the water pressure beneath 
a trench excavation by boring simple 
relief wells. The technique was developed 


when difficulties were encountered in the 
construction of a sewer in stiff ciay under- 
lain by a stratum of laminated sand in 
which there was a high water pressure. 
The water pressure caused the trench bot- 
tom to lift as the overburden was removed 
and the subsequent settlement after laying 
the sewer and backfilling caused the sewer 
to crack section by section. It was found 
possible to relieve the pressure and over- 
come the difficulties at little extra expense 
by means of simple gravel-filled boreholes 
sunk with a post-hole auger within the 
trench before reaching the critical depth 
of excavation, 


A paper on packed bricks and brick 
handling has already been referred to, 
and one by W. S. Forbes on ready-mixed 
concrete“” may now be mentioned. This 
gives a general’ survey of the industry 
and discusses the role that ready-mixed 
concrete can play in construction, with 
emphasis on the conditions under which 
its use can lead to a reduction in costs. 


J. F. Eden and D. Bishop“” have con- 
sidered the general problem of mecha- 
nical handling in multi-storey building 
construction with emphasis on the selec- 
tion of the most efficient system in terms 
of a proper appraisal of relative costs. 
They stress also the dependence of the 
part that handling techniques can play in 
reducing costs on those characteristics of 
building operations which are dictated by 
design. Dis-continuity of work militates 
more than anything else against mecha- 
nisation. 


The realistic estimation of plant costs 
is the subject both of a paper by D. 
Bishop and J. F. Nuttall© and of a 
Digest®”. These explain methods of esti- 
mation in greater detail, and useful data 
On average costs, collected by the Build- 
ing Research Station, are tabulated in the 
digest.

Contrasting Provisions of 


Model By-Laws 
By a Legal Correspondent 


AN interesting contrast is provided in 
the Model Building By-laws between 
No. 68, which relates to the space in front 
of buildings, and No. 69, which refers 
to the space at the rear of buildings. 

No. 68 provides that the open space 
* shall extend throughout the whole width 
of the front of the building to a distance 
of not less than twenty four feet measured 
at right angles therefrom.’ Where the 
building fronts on a street of a less width 
than 24 ft. it is specifically provided that 
‘the distance may be not less than the 
width of the street together with one-half 
of the difference between that width and 
twenty four feet.’ Within the open space 
paragraph 2 provides for the erection of 
a portico, porch, step or other projection 
and fence or wall not exceeding 7 ft. in 
height. 

In an earlier by-law on the same sub- 
ject there was provision that the measure- 
ments should be ‘to the boundary of 
any land or premises immediately oppo- 
site.” It is interesting that in the present 
by-law, although the intention is to 
provide open space, if the 24 ft. is not 
contained in the owner’s own curtilage 
and that curtilage does not adjoin a road 
or street, then no control can be exercised 
on development by building within a 
neighbour’s land. It may happen that 
that development is within 24 ft. of the 
front of the building in question. 

By comparison, Model By-law No. 69 
provides that an open space at the rear 
of a building exclusively belonging thereto 
shall be of extent 300 sq. ft. and in depth 
15 ft. if the height of the building is not 
more than 25 ft., 20 ft. if the height is 
more than 25 ft. but not more than 35 ft. 
Special provisions are made if the height 
of the building is more than 35 ft. From 
this it can be seen that the depth of open 
space at the rear must be contained 
within the curtilage of the dwelling itself.

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TOWN PLANNING DECISIONS 


MEANING OF INDOOR GAMES 


Whether Proposed Use would 
Constitute Development Within 
Meaning of Use Classes Order 


HE determination of the Pembrokeshire 

County Council, under section 17 of the 
Act of 1947, that the proposed use of pre- 
mises known as the Little Theatre, Warren- 
street, Tenby, for indoor games (defined ‘n 
the application as ‘slot machines, bingo, 
etc.") would constitute development of land 
within the meaning of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1947, and that planning per- 
mission was required before the proposal 
was carried out, was the subject of a recent 
appeal to the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government. 

In giving his decision the Minister notes 
that it is not disputed that the appeal pre- 
mises have an established use as, among 
other purposes, a theatre, and that the ques- 
tion primarily at issue is whether the change 
of use of the building to use for activities 
such as the playing of bagatelle and bingo 
and the operation of slot machines shall, by 
virtue of the Town and Country Planning 
(Use Classes) Order, 1950, be deemed not 
to involve development of the land. He 
observes that use as a theatre is a use 
included in Class XVIII of the 1950 Order 
and that it is claimed that the proposed acti- 
vities may properly be described as * indoor 
games ' and, as such, are included within that 
same Class. 

The Minister considers that generally the 
uses described in Class XVIII are uses of 
halls and similar buildings for group parti- 
cipation in some one activity of a social and 
recreational nature. In his opinion the 
proposed use is basically for the individual 
pursuit of a number of diverse and unrelated 
pastimes where there is little or no com- 
munal interest in the social sense, and 
he is not satisfied that these activities are 
‘indoor games’ within the meaning of Class 
XVIII of the 1950 Order. 

Having come to this conclusion, the 
Minister has considered the matter further 
in the light of the other relevant provisions 
of section 12 of the Act, and he has formed 
the opinion that the effect of the proposal 
would be to make a material change in the 
use of the appeal building. He accordingly 
determines that the making of the change 
proposed in the use of that land would con- 
stitute or involve development within the 
meaning of the Act and that an application 
for permission in respect thereof is required 
under Part III of the Act. 


CONDITIONS IMPOSED ON PROPOSED 
FACTORY AND OFFICES 


Appeal Discharged by Minister 


N appeal by Messrs. Ingram and Glass, 
Ltd., against two of the conditions 
imposed by the Godalming Borough Coun- 
cil, acting on behalf of the Surrey County 
Council, in granting permission for the erec- 
tion of a factory with offices at Catteshall- 
lane, Godalming, has been allowed by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government, 
following a public inquiry conducted by his 
Inspector, Mr. . A.  Vaughan-Neil, 
AMICE, AMTPI, barrister-at-law. 
The two conditions which were the sub- 


ject of the appeal were as follows: —2. Land 
on the north-eastern boundary of the site 
shall be made available before any building 
works are begun, for the provision of an 
access road to the land at the rear, in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the Godalm- 
ing Borough Council as highway authority. 
4. The building and land shall be used only 
by a person or company occupying, at the 
date of this permission, light or general 
industrial buildings in the area of the South- 
West Surrey Area Planning Sub-Committee. 

Other conditions—not the subject of appeal 
—referred to the provision of parking space 
and variations from the submitted plan. 

It is proposed, states the Minister in the 
course of his decision, to build the factory 
on a small industrial estate on the east side 
of Godalming. To the east is a private lane 
leading off Catteshall-lane to other industrial 
premises. As shown on the submitted plan, 
the appeal site is separated from this lane by 
a narrow strip of land which is, however, 
held with the appeal site on the same lease. 

On behalf of the appellants, as prospec- 
tive lessees, it was explained that the present 
leaseholders, Messrs. I. Beer and Sons, Ltd., 
no longer needed the land and wished to dis- 
pose of the lease, but the two conditions 
appealed against were so onerous that they 
would have difficulty on doing so. Condi- 
tion 2 was tantamount to requiring the sur- 
render of part of the appeal site to increase 
the value of the back land; this was not a 
matter for planning control. Condition 4 
would make the site virtually inalienable, for 
as time went by it would become increasingly 
difficult to ascertain the persons or com- 
panies entitled to use the factory, and the 
list of permitted occupiers would diminish 
as people died and companies became defunct 
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or lost their identity in mergers. The condi- 
tion was not in conformity with Government 
policy for the dispersal of industry, since it 
would prevent a light industry moving from 
London to Godalming; in any case it would 
be ineffective as the other factories on the 
estate were not subject to it. 

The local planning authority argued that 
condition 2 was necessary to secure the best 
use of the back land; the lane should he 
widened and its junction with Catteshall-lane 
improved. It was not an attempt to take 
land without compensation. Condition 4 was 
a result of the policy adopted by the County 
Council in March, 1956, for decentralising 
industry beyond a 50-mile radius of London, 
and the fact that some industries were 
affected and not others was a mere accident 
of timing. The condition would not stifle 
local enterprise and it could always be lifted 
in a proper case. 

Godalming was not a reception area for 
industry and firms should not be allowed to 
move there from London. It had a low unem- 
ployment figure and there was no pool of 
labour to draw upon. Moreover, there was 
a housing problem owing to shortage of 
housing land owned or likely to be acquired 
by the Borough Council. The condition 
would not make the land inalienable as there 
were 51 industries in Godalming and Peas- 
marsh alone and several hundreds in south- 
west Surrey, including 23 non-conforming 
industries which should be encouraged to 
move to more suitable sites. 

With regard to condition 2, the Minister 
agrees with the appellants that a condition 
may not be imposed requiring the surrender 
or sale of land, but even if this was not the 
Council's intention they have not shown that 
the condition was expedient for the purposes 
of, or in connection with, the development 
authorised. The position for the proposed

of four units with bolted scarf joints. The frames are at 20 ft. centres and carry precast purlins. 

The roof is finished with corrugated asbestos and the walls are in cavity brickwork. The 

building, which is part of a factory at Great Yarmouth for processing quick-frozen foods, was 

designed by Alec T. Wright, ARIBA ; the general contractors were R. G. Carter, Ltd., and 
the precast roof was prefabricated by R. E. Egan, Ltd. 
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A BUILDING CENTRE STAND: 
This stand for the Montague L. 
Meyer Group occupies a space 
of 9 ft. x 2 ft. and is 8 ft. high. 
lt was designed for display in 
the extension of The Building 
Centre, London. A decorative 
grille of polished hardwoods has 
been formed at the front of the 
stand and this is silhouetted 
against a background of a map 
of the world. The continents of 
the map are Rio rosewood 
veneered ply on a background of 
oak, the whole map being sur- 
rounded by a mirror. The ceiling 
and two side walls are also oak, 
the flooring being opepe; the 
woods chosen for the pads are all 
different except for the two rows 
of Bombay rosewood on which 
some of the activities of the 
group and the names of its com- 
panies are given. The lettering 
throughout is by the Lettering 
Centre and the stand is built by 
F. E. Ward (Hammersmith) Ltd. 
The designers were Michell and 
Adams, A/ARIBA 








building has been clearly shown on the sub- 
mitted plan, and no works are proposed that 
would interfere with the widening of the 
land. 

With regard to condition 4, the Minister 
is in ge’ tal agreement with the local plan- 
ning au.hority that the growth of new indus- 
try in this area should be restricted. The 
type of condition imposed by them, how- 
ever, is one that must be used with caution, 
and only in circumstances where its imposi- 
tion would clearly and effectively support 
Government policy with regard to the dis- 
tribution of industry without placing an 
undue burden on the owners or lessees of 
the land. This type of condition has been 
used with advantage in the Metropolitan 
area, but the Minister is not satisfied that it 
is justified in this case. 

He has accordingly decided to allow the 
appeal and to discharge the two conditions. 


HORSLEY ESTATE PROPOSAL 
Minister Rejects Appeal 


PPEAL by Norrels Ltd., against the 

refusal of Guildford Rural Council to 
permit the building of 40 houses on part of 
Norrels Meadow, East Horsley, has been 
dismissed by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government. The site of just over 10 
acres of grassland is on the east side of East 
Horsley, and forms the greater part of a 
meadow, the northern part of which had 
recently been developed with houses. 

When a public inquiry was held the pro- 
posal was opposed by local residents. 

The inspector recommended dismissal of 
the appeals. Among his reasons were: that 
the site was in the Green Belt and could not 
be considered as infilling or rounding off of 
an existing developed area; that it conflicted 


with the policy for the preservation of the 
Metropolitan Green Belt as defined in the 
Surrey Development Plan; the proposed 
development would involve a substantial loss 
of agricultural land; it would have an adverse 
effect on the amenities of the surroundings, 
and the layout and density were unsatisfac- 
tory. The Minister accepted all these points. 


CARAVAN APPEAL ALLOWED 
Case of Large Family 


HE appeal ‘by Mr. J. Brazil against the 
refusal of Guildford Rural District 
Council to permit keeping two caravans at 
the rear of Torquay Cottage, Old Woking- 
road, Send, has been allowed by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government. 
It was explained that Mr. Brazil had 12 
children, ranging from 20 years to three 
weeks. His bungalow had only two bed- 
rooms, one of which was occupied by 
himself, wife and baby, and the other by four 
of the younger children. The caravans were 
used as sleeping accommodation by the other 
children. 

For the Council it was stated they were 
against permanent or semi-permanent occu- 
pation of sub-standard dwellings, particularly 
where they were on scattered sites and were 
liable to-increase the local housing demand. 
If the two caravans in question were allowed 
to remain, there would be a danger that 
other families who had insufficient sleeping 
accommodation would be encouraged to 
follow the appellant’s example. 


HOUSE IN COTTAGE GARDEN 
Application to Build Refused 


HE Minister of Housing and Local 
Government has dismissed the appeal by 
Mrs. K. M. Taylor against the failure of 
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Guildford Rural Council to give their 
decision on a planning application within 
the statutory time limit. The application 
was to build a house and garage in the gar- 
den of Odde Cottage, The Street, West 
Clandon. 

After the lodging of the appeal the Guild- 
ford Rural Council issued what purported 
to be a refusal of permission on the ground 
that the site was in a rural area in the Metro- 
politan Green Belt, where the existing land 
uses were to remain for the most part undis- 
turbed. 

The main points made on behalf of Mrs. 
Taylor at the local inquiry were that the 
proposed house would be ‘infilling’ in a 
continuous ribbon development, and that 
similar cases had been permitted in The 
Street, West Clandon, in recent years. 

For the Council it was said that West 
Clandon was in the Metropolitan Green Belt, 
the proposal entailed the sub-division of an 
existing dwelling, and that the garden of 
Odde Cottage was not unusually large for a 
village home, and if building were to be 
allowed in such gardens in the village, the 
cumulative effect would change the whole 
character of the area. 

The inspector, before whom the inquiry 
was held, commented that ‘ the erection of 
the proposed dwelling would probably havea 
far-reaching effect in the village if permitted, 
and would result in the building in the 
immediate vicinity being more closely packed 
than elsewhere, which would be undesirable. 
No agricultural need is claimed and, as the 
site is within the Metropolitan Green Belt, 
the Council’s decision should be upheld.’ 


SALE OR DISPLAY OF GOODS FROM 
FORECOURT OF SHOP 


Minister Discharges Condition 


CONDITION imposed by the Horn- 

church UDC, in granting planning 
permission for the erection of a shop front 
in Front-lane, Cranham, that no goods 
should be displayed or sold from the fore- 
court of the premises, was the subject of 
a recent appeal to the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government. 

The appeal premises are the end shop of 
a parade of seven new shops on the west 
side of Front-lane. In front of the shops is 
a concrete forecourt, twelve feet wide. 

The Inspector, in his report, found that 
although a parade of shops without any 
space for the display of goods outside the 
shop fronts would present a better appear- 
ance than one with forecourt display, the 
practice of using forecourts for display pur- 
poses was so general in the Hornchurch 
area and in the vicinity of the appeal 
premises that it would be unreasonable to 
single out the appellants for special treat- 
ment, and he recommended that they should 
be allowed the same use of their forecourt 
as are other traders in the area. 

The Minister agrees with the Inspector’s 
recommendation and has accordingly de- 
cided to allow the appeal and to discharge 
the condition.

The ICE are reported 
to be negotiating with the World Bank for 
a loan of US$5m. for the purchase from 
abroad of machinery and other equipment 
required for the undertaking. . . . Italian, Ger- 
man, French, Japanese and United Kingdom 
companies have shown interest in the call 
for tender by the Costa Rican Electrical 
Institute for the installation of a new tele- 
phone and communications system through- 
out the country. In accordance with a legis- 
lative decree authority has been given to 
negotiate a loan with the Export Import 
Bank of US$5Sm. to be used to continue the 
construction of the Inter-American Highway. 

INDONESIA .—During a recent Parlia- 
mentary debate on the Five Year Plan Prime 
Minister Djuanda revealed that a super- 
phosphate plant was to be built at Madan 
and that talks were being held with a Soviet 
delegation on the erection of another ferti- 
lizer plant using coal instead of gas as its 
raw material. A $100m. Soviet loan is to be 
used for financing four main projects. One 
is in the field of agriculture, another is for 
road construction and the other two repre- 
sent the construction of a fertilizer plant and 
a remilling furnace.

PAKISTAN.—It has been announced that 
the US International Co-operation’ Adminis- 
tration has taken steps to allocate foreign 
exchange to the value of $17m. to complete 
the Karnaphuli Hydro-Electric project to 
schedule, i.e., 1961. ... It is claimed that half 
of the 34 mile long irrigation tunnel at 
Warsak has been excavated. This tunnel 
when completed will be the longest in Paki- 
stan and will cost Rs. 22,500,000. ... Grants 
totalling Rs.1,608,000 have been awarded to 
the East Pakistan Government out of the 
Central Road Reserve Fund to construct 
approach roads to the proposed Nawabpur 
overbridge as part of the scheme for the 
remodelling of the Dacca Railway Station. 
..-Mr. Gordon Clapp, President of the 
Resources Development Corporation, New 
York, is reported to have held discussions 
with the Chairman, Water and Power Deve- 
lopment Authority (West Pakistan) on all! 
aspects of water and power development.

The factory is being com- 
missioned by the Sociedade Mocambicana de 
Gases (Mogas).... There are current reports 
circulating to the effect that an oil refinery 
is to be built at Matola, the industrial site a 
few miles up the Lourenco Marques estuary. 

SINGAPORE. — An Anglican Chinese 
high school is to be built for the colony’s 
Diocesan Synod. Architects are Swan and 
Maclaren.... Mr. L. C. Goh, chairman of

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SOUTHERN RHODESIA.—The Govern- 
ment hope to build 13,000 houses for Afri- 
cans by the end of 1962, according to 
Barclays Bank DCO. Arrangements for 
financing the project have not yet been 
completed. The Government have 
also negotiated with building societies for 
them to set aside £70,000 for borrowing by 
Africans to build houses at Highfield, near 
Salisbury, on the same terms as Europeans. 
The value of building plans approved in 
Bulawayo during September totalled 
£322,646 and those for Salisbury £284,090. 

THAILAND.—The loan of US$20m. from 
the International Co-operation Administra- 
tion’s Development Loan Fund for the 
improvement of Bangkok’s electricity distri- 
bution system is to be supplemented by Baht 
100m. from the Thai Government as their 
share of the cost of the project. The Govern- 
ment’s contribution will be spread over the 
five years which the project will take to com- 
plete. It is expected that calls for tender will 
be issued about the end of the year open to 
bids on a world-wide basis. Drafting of a 
new Industrial Promotion Act designed to 
give encouragement to the investment of 
foreign capital in Thai industries was com- 
pleted recently. Among the incentives to be 
offered are exemption from import duty on 
machinery, exemption from taxation during 
early stages and considerable freedom to 
remit profits. ... The Commercial Co-opera- 
tives Department has made plans for setting 
up a plant to extract bran oil at an esti- 
mated cost of £100,000....It is reported in 
the Press that the Mayor of Thonburi (the 
principal suburb of Bangkok) has obtained 
the approval of Field Marshal Sarit for a 
scheme to connect some 55,000 houses in 
Thonburi with the main water supply. It is 
planned that the contract for the laying of 
pipes for this project, which may start some 
time this year, will be put out to tender. 

USSR.—According to the newspaper 
Sovietskaya Kultura (Soviet Culture), 
cinemas with a total seating capacity of 
700,000 will be built in the towns. Some 
of them will seat up to 6,000 people. Recon- 
struction of a number of large film studios 
is to be undertaken during the same period 
and new ones are to be constructed in 
Tashkent, Minsk, Riga, Baku and Stalina- 
bad. As regards the theatre, the newspaper 
says that 148 new theatres—66 drama 
theatres, 69 children’s theatres and 13 music 
theatres—are to be set up in the coming 
seven years, primarily in the country’s new 
industria] centres at projects in Siberia and 
the Far East, in rural localities and in the 
virgin land development areas. The plan 
also provides for the building of 11 printing 
works, six of which will be completed in 
the course of the coming seven years, 
Included are three establishments of uni- 
versity rank and 39 specialised secondary 
schools. Among other establishments to 
be opened are conservatoires of music in 
Khabarovsk, Karaganda and Ashkhabad 
and 31 music, two dancing and four 
theatrical schools. . . . There are schemes 
for the building of large creches and health 
building centres in the Urals, Siberia, the 
Far East, the Central Asian Republics, 
Kazakhstan and Moldavia. Cotton 
mills are to be built in the Kirghiz and Byl- 
lorussian Republics and the first silk fac- 
tories will be put up in the northern areas, 
the Volga regions, Western Siberia and 
Kazakhstan.

REENOCK CORPORATION is to pro-
